■ pie threat of widespread job losses 
at Britain's biggest commercial vehide

. FIFTEEN thousand jobs in 
the British motor industry are 
at risk after the Dutch parent 
company of Britain's biggest 
lorry manufacturer, Ley land 
Daf, sought protection from 
its creditors. 

£ Michael Heseltine last 
night ruled out government 
financial help, despite pleas 
from union leaders and oppo¬ 
sition politicians. 

Leyland Daf employs 5,500 
, in Britain and some 10.000 
jobs at component suppliers 
are estimated to depend upon 
the company’s plants. The 
threat to jobs came after the 
collapse of rescue talks be- 
tween the Dutch and Belgian 
governments and bankers to

Robin Cook. Labour's shad¬ 
ow trade and industry secre¬ 
tary, accused the government 
of turning its back on Leyland 
Daf by not pressing British 
banks to help to rescue the 
track and van company. De¬ 
spite denials from Mr 
Heseltine that British banks 
were responsible for the failure 
to present a rescue package. 
Mr Cook last night repeated 
his allegation that a “reliable 
Daf source" had blamed the 
British banks for “wrecking 
the deal”. 

' “Labour will argue that gov- 
eriim ent pressure on the 
banks could have secured a 
rescue, particularly as banks 
would be anxious to dispel 
rebent accusations that they 
were not doing enough to help 
aiting businesses. 
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Daf has been pushed into 
heavy losses by its overdepen- 
dence on sales in Britain, 
where the lorry market has 
collapsed over the past five 
years, and by a more recent 
downturn in demand for lor¬ 
ries throughout Europe. 

Leyland Daf is expected to 
seek protection from its own 
creditors today. It is Britain's 
biggest manufacturer of com¬ 
mercial vehicles. The group is 
the army's leading supplier of 
lorries. The company is mid¬ 
way through a £150 million, 
five-year order for 4,500 four- 
tonne trucks and has still to 
deliver 300 of 1.500 special 
ammunition trucks. 

Unions blamed government 
inertia. Bill Jordan, president 
of the Amalgamated Engi¬ 
neering and Electrical Union, 
said the failure of foe govern¬ 
ment to join rescue talks had 
contributed to the company's 
problems. “We believe that 
there is stfl] something that 
could be done if this govern¬ 
ment is determined, as it says 
it is. to defend Britain's manu¬ 
facturing industry.” 

Tony Woodley, national sec¬ 
retary of foe Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, 
said: “Mr Heseltine promised 
to intervene before breakfast, 
before lunch and before din¬ 
ner to save jobs in Britain. We 
are now past supper time for 
Leyland Daf and Britain's 
auto workers cannot eat 
promises.” 

Mr Heseltine said that he 
was “absolutely satisfied” foal 
the British banks and Bank of 
England had been hilly in¬ 
volved in foe discussions with 
Leyland Da£ But he declined 
to offer financial assistance. “It 
is extremely difficult to see any 
argument that I could deploy 
for providing taxpayers' sup¬ 
port for working capital for 
one particular company which 
would enable it to compete 
more effectively with British 
companies in the same 
sector."

Three Intercity lines to go on sale

BRITISH Rail was pushed 
further into foe sidings yester¬ 
day when foe government 
announced that it would play 
no part in the new track 
authority to be set up to 
supervise the rolling privatisa¬ 
tion of foe country’s 11.000- 
mfle rail network. 

John MacGregor, the trans¬ 
port secretary, also disclosed 
that the break-up of the 
nationalised industry would 
be pioneered on seven routes 
touching all parts of the na¬ 
tion. He tbkl MP5 that he had 
ordered BR to prepare three 
Intercity routes, Scotrafl. the 
Londoa Tilbury and South- 
end line, the southwest divi¬ 


sion of Network South East, 
foe Victoria to Gatwkk Ex¬ 
press and the Isle of Wight for 
transfer to private operators 
next year. 

Jimmy Knapp, general sec¬ 
retary of the Rail. Maritime 
and Transport workers union, 
said: “This confirms all we 
have been saying about cherry 
picking foe best routes. If you 
take away foe best lines, there 
is no way the rest of Intercity 
can survive." 

In another key announce¬ 
ment. Mr MacGregor said 
that he would be extending 
the government grants to pri¬ 
vate firms and operators seek¬ 
ing to switch freight from road 
to rail. The biggest surprise 
was his decision drastically to 
downgrade foe role of BR in 


foe new operation. It ap¬ 
peared to be a rebuff to Sir 
Bob Reid and his senior 
managers after the BR chair¬ 
man’s criticism of aspects of 
the programme to franchise 
out to private firms the opera¬ 
tion ofrail services. 

Mr MacGregor said foe 
white paper published last 
summer had proposed that 
Rah track, which win be re¬ 
sponsible for maintaining and 
upgrading foe railway infra¬ 
structure and levying charges 
on franchisees, should be ini¬ 
tially established within BR 
That original decision was 
sharply criticised for its timid¬ 
ity and for seeking to perpetu¬ 
ate some of the worst features 
of state controL 

Mr MacGregor indicated 


that he had responded to these 
concerns: “Railtrack wQl be 
separated from BR and made 
a government-owned com¬ 
pany in Apiri I994.’’hesaid- 
John Prescott the Labour 
transport secretary, de¬ 
nounced foe bill as ideologi¬ 
cally driven. He accused foe 
transport secretary of contin¬ 
ually changing his mind over 
hisplansand predicted higher 
fares and lower investment 
Mr MacGregor said that 
the government would safe¬ 
guard throu gh-ticketin g and 
compel franchisees to offer 
discounts for foe disabled. 
However, he could offer no 
such pledges on more general¬ 
ly available cheap fares.

Prime minister shows

her Chancellor. In an angry 
Commons confrontation Mr 
Migor replied that Mr Smith 
was “mischief making" and 
said be and the Chancellor 
were not going to be “pushed 
around" by that sort of 
remark. 

With Mr Lamont sitting

Major summit 
to ease EC 
strains with 
Clinton

JOHN Major is to hold 
talks with President Clinton 
later this month in an at¬ 
tempt to defuse growing 
strains in US-European re¬ 
lations. He aims to head off 
the threat of a damaging 
transatlantic trade war and 
the collapse of foe General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (Gait) round. 

European Community 
trade ministers yesterday 
gave a warning that a trade 
war was looming and urged 
Sir Leon Brittan. foe EC 
trade commissioner, to take 
a firm fine in talks with 
Mickey Kantor, the new US 
trade representative, when 
they meet in Washington on 
February 11. Also on the 
Major-Gin ton agenda are 
transatlantic tensions over 
how to deal with Bosnia, 
and Anglo-American fence- 
mending after charges from 
the Clinton camp that the 
Conservatives actively sup¬ 
ported George Bush in the 
US election campaign. 

The Clinton administra¬ 
tion’s policies on Iraq, as 
well as Bosnia and interna¬ 
tional trade, are still being 
formulated and Mr Mayor 
may be able to have some 
impact The prime minis¬ 
ter's meeting at the White 
House on Februaiy 24 will 
be the first by a European 
leader since Mr Clinton’s 
election and is seen as a 
distinct compliment to the 
prime minister. 

President Yeltsin of Rus¬ 
sia and Ktichi Miyazawa. 
the Japanese prime minis¬ 
ter, had been seeking an 
early meeting with Mr din- 
ton. one White House offi¬ 
cial said. He assumed that 
Mr Major had been given 
favoured treatment because 
of the so-called “spedal 


relationship” between Brit¬ 
ain and foe US. 

Sir Leon yesterday con¬ 
demned as “unilateral bully¬ 
ing” Washington's threat io 
exdude EC companies when 
awarding federal contracts. 
He described it as the 
“second aggressive trade 
measure” in the first two 
weeks of foe Clinton admin¬ 
istration. foDowing foe deci¬ 
sion last week to levy duties 
of up to 109 per cent.on 
American steel imports. 

Sir Leon wfil be preceded 
in Washington fry France’s 
foreign trade minister Bru¬ 
no Durieux. who will meet 
Mr Kantor on February 9. 

At yesterday's meeting of 
trade ministers in Brussels, 
the French government re¬ 
frained from calling for im¬ 
mediate sanctions but. with 
its massive interests in the 
public p roc ure ment and 
steel sectors. Paris is ex¬ 
tremely edgy. 

On the Gatt talks, foe EC 
is deeply warned that the 
deterioration in trade rela¬ 
tions between Washington 
and Brussels win predude 
President Clinton from 
being able to use his “fast 
trade” negotiating mandate 
that expires on March 2. 
After that any deal would 
have to be put to Congress. 

Mr Major is Hkdy to urge 
caution in bis talks with Mr 
Clinton on Bosnia, amid 
signs that the President may 
be moving towards the kind 
of mifitaiy intervention in 
the former Yugoslavia that 
Britain has sought hard to 
avoid. National security 
officials met for the first 
time last week to review 
options.

Patten enters hospital 
for heart operation

IN HONG HONG 

CHRIS Patten, governor of 
Hong Kong, will enter hospi¬ 
tal today for an urgent opera¬ 
tion to reduce the threat of a 
heart attack, just as the polit¬ 
ical pressures of his job begin 
to rise again after a seasonal 
iulL 

The former chairman of the 
Tory party, who sought medi¬ 
cal advice after experiencing 
chest pains in recent weeks, 
will have accretions of fat 
removed from two coronary 
arteries. 

The announcement, delib¬ 
erately made after the dose of 
the volatile Hong Kong 
stockmarket yesterday, came

Blame the good life 
not work pressure

ANGIOGRAMS, X-ray stud¬ 
ies of the heart, show that two 
of Chris Patten's main coro¬ 
nary arteries are so narrowed 
that they are causing symp¬ 
toms. There is the additional 
risk that a dot might form ar 
the narrow points in the 
arteries, which could cause 
him to suffer a coronary 
thrombosis. 

The arterial disease is con¬ 
sidered sufficiently localised 
by Mr Patten's doctors for 
them to recommend angio¬ 
plasty. This technique flattens 
the atheromatous plaques, the 
soft material blocking the ar¬ 
tery, back against the arterial 
wall by inflating a balloon that 
has been inserted into the 
blood vessel. It is not without 
risk and in up fo 2 per cent of 


patients can precipitate the 
very trouble it was designed to 
avoid. 

Professor Desmond Julian, 
consultant medical director of 
the British Heart Foundation, 
said that even, after a successful 
angioplasty, a patient's recu¬ 
peration was not always un¬ 
complicated. In between 20 
and 30 per cent of patients the 
arteries have narrowed again 
within sue months. 

Possible hereditary factors, 
20 years of wining and dining 
at Tory party functions, late 
nights and inadequate exer¬ 
cise are more likely to have 
contributed to the cause of Mr 
Patten’s illness than the stress 
of being party chairman or 
dealing with Chinese 
politicians.

Jobs at risk 
as court 
toll falls

MAGISTRATES’ courts 
throughout the country are 
experiencing the biggest drop 
in their workload for 30 years 
despite a continual rise in 
crime 

Details of the decline in 
cases, which is 20 per cent in 
some courts, will be outlined 
by Sir Nicholas Lyefl QG the 
attorney-general, in a parlia¬ 
mentary answer today. 

As a result of the slump, 
court sessions are being can¬ 
celled and sittings are finish¬ 
ing early. Court officials fear 
that, if tiie fall persists, staff 
might be made redundant 
Ministers are perplexed 
about the reasons for the fall, 
which is found in courts in 
areas ranging from Yorkshire 
fo Kent and from London fo 
Somerset They are expected 
fo commission research to 
establish the reasons. 

Court officials are citing 
several factors: an increase in 
police cautioning; a rise in tiie 
number of cases discontinued 
by the Crown Prosecution 
Service; the difficul ties police 
are having in some areas 
meeting new, national pre¬ 
trial standards for preparation 
of prosecution files; and a fall 
in police morale. 

The Criminal Justice Act 
1992, which is intended to 
divert offenders from custody 
and increase cautioning, is 
also blamed. The prison popu¬ 
lation has fallen fay 2,500 
against this time last year and 
some of the decrease is attrib¬ 
uted fo the act 
The slump in the courts' 
work is certain to be seized on 
fay lawyers who gather today 
for a mass lobby of Parlia¬ 
ment backed fay more than 40 
charities, and church and 
consumer groups, in a last 
attempt to persuade the gov¬ 
ernment to drop its proposals 
for cutting legal aid. 

The Law Society is giving 
warning that if the proposals 
go through, up to 12 million 
people might no longer quali¬ 
fy for legal aid or be able fo 
afford it because of the cost of 
contributions they will have to 
make.

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Knife-killer stabbed young mother 4 9 times Men b dt '

RACHEL Nickell, who was 
murdered on Wimbledon 
Common last year, was 
stabbed 49 rimes in a frenzied 
attack that continued after she 
was dead, an inquest was told 
yesterday. A passerby found 
Miss Nickell’s two^eai-old 

son Alex clutching her arm. 
dying and calling: “Get uo 
mummy.” 

Rficonling a verdict of un¬ 
lawful killing, Dr Paul 
Knapman. coroner for west 
inner London, said Miss 
NicteJTs death was a “pretty 
horrific story" of an attack on a 
23-year-old woman going for 
a walk with her dog and child 
on a July morning. The in¬ 
quest was told she was stabbed 
in the heart, lungs and liver 
and it was difficult to say 
which wounds killed her. 

After the inquest. Miss 
Nickell’s father Andrew, a 
retired businessman, said: 
“What happens after a mur¬ 
der is the faizuty is tom 
asunder and can never go 
back to life as it was before. 
Things have gone and they 
cannot be replaced.” 

He said he understood what 
the families of other female 
murder victims were going 
through where there was little 
evidence. In his daughter's 
case the police might be' 
handicapped because missing 
witnesses could have vital in¬ 
formation. if people did not 
come forward, men such as 
the killer “who perpetrated 
this ghastly murder” would go 
free. 

Mr Nickell and his wife 
Monica were in the coroner's 
court as Andre Hanscombe, 
Miss NkkelTs partner, des¬ 
cribed her last morning. He 
said she had recently begun 
walking on Wimbledon Com¬ 
mon after deriding it was safer 
than other commons she had 
used. Asked by Dr Knapman 
about his son. Mr Hanscembe 
said he was “fine at the 
moment” and said they might 
be moving abroad. 

Less than two hodis after 
Mr Hanscombe said goodbye 
to his family on Juty 15 last 
year as he left for work. Miss 
NickeD's body was found fay 
Michael- Murray, a-retired 
architect, who was walking his 
dog. Mr Murray told the 
inquest that “He saw what’he ' 
thought was a sunbather and 
as he got closer he realised it 
was a body, naked horn foe 
waist down. A little boy who 
was obviously upset was hold- 


ing her arm and he had to 
prise his grip off. 

Mr Murray had passed no 
one as he walked to foe spot 
and heard nothing unusual. 

Miss Nickell was deariy dead. 

He took foe child to a group of 

women near by and went to’ 
get help. 

u^ r R-ichard Shepherd, a 
Home Office pathologist from 
Guy's Hospital, worked at foe 
scene and carried out a post 
mortem examination. Miss 
Nickel], he said, had been 
slabbed in foe back, chest and 
neck. One wound to the hand 
showed she had tried to de¬ 
fend herself. She had been 
sexually interfered with and 
many of the wounds had the 
potential to kill her. 

“It was all one seamless 
attack and injuries continued 
after she died,” the pathologist 
said. Asked by Dr Knapman if 
it c ould be described as a 
frenzied attack. Dr Shepherd 
said he normally avoided such 
phrases but that would be a 
very good description of what 
had happened. 

Det Supt John Bassett, 
heading the murder investiga¬ 
tion. said that from the begin¬ 
ning he had been preoccupied 
not only with getting an arrest 
but that the killer might strike 
again. “Although we have 
suspects there is no evidence 
which would hold up in court 
which would link any person 
with the body at present” he 
said. There was no plan to 
wind up foe investigation and 
there were 15 to 20 people 
who had been on the common 
at foe time whom he urged to 
come forward. 

Later, he fold journalists 
that police, working with a 
psychologist had created a 
profile of the possible killer. 
The attack may have been his 
first after years of secret fanta¬ 
sy about a particular type of 
woman and sex.

After lnsp McWStiam was 
bitten, n is alleged that Mr 
Lowe grabbed the dog and set 
it loose on other officers. It 
attacked a police dog. 

Mr Osborne is accused of 
wounding lnsp McWflliam 
with intent and an alternative 
charge of causing her actual 
bod ity harm. He is aim 
charged with possessing a 
firearm, and criminal dama ge 
to a police van. Mr Lowe is 
accused of using the pit bull to

Big enquiries need cash and hick

THE Rachel Nickell investigation has 
become foe sort of case detectives dread. 
After seven months, foe trail grows colder 
by foe day, foe cost keeps climbing and, 
unless foe killer is caught there is every 
chance that he will strike again. 

Twenty-five detectives will report for 
duty today on what is now Britain’s 
biggest current murder hunt with a biD 
exceeding £1 million and 1.000 state¬ 
ments taken. A thousand lines of investi¬ 
gation wait to be completed and 200 
names of suspects must still be checked. 

The computers hold 6,000 names of 
suspects, possible witnesses or sources, of 
information. More than 600 suspects, 
including 35 men who were arrested, 
have been cleared or are being cleared. 
The man who killed Miss Nickel! may 
well have met her before on Wimbledon 
Common as she walked her dog. They 
may have passed each other and ex¬ 


changed a pleasantly. But who was he? 
Not surprisingly, Det Supt John Bassett 
recently told his officers that the enquiry 
desperately needs a stroke of luck. 

Overtime has cost E145,500, and the 
Yard has provided extra money for the 
local police budget Manpower has been 
cut by half alongside other economies, but 
die Yard will think hard before ending 
investigations. Yet foe Nickell investiga¬ 
tion illustrates the high price of murder. 

With high overtime rates and increas¬ 
ingly expensive forensic science services, 
some chief constables doubt that small 
county forces could now afford such 
operations. 

However, the public have high expecta¬ 
tions. which police have often fulfilled. In 
1990, foe Home Office recorded 664 
murders. The clear-up rate for murder 
that year was more than 90 per cent 
parity influenced tty foe fact that more 
than 60 per cent of victims knew their 
attackers. The killers still have to be 


caught, however. Television detectives 
manage with a handful of officers. Police 
balance sheets show a different picture. 

Costs, depend on foe nature of the 
murder. A h usband-and-wife case may be 
dealt with Ity a couple of officers. More 
complex cases take months or years, 
especially when a serial killer is con¬ 
cerned. The Yard does not break down 
the cost of individual murders other than 
by overtime, although a new costing 
system is being introduced. Complex 
murders are investigated by officers from 
armajor incident team based in each of the 
eight London police areas, and other 
killings are investigated by local CID. 

Thames Valley, the largest shire force in 
foe country, grades murders depending 
on factors such as the circumstances and 
the victim. The officer in charge is 
expected to monitor costs daily, calculate 
the costs of lines of enquiry such as house- 
to-house questioning and ask senior 
officers-for permission to proceed.

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Budget blunder puts 
more children at risk 
in general hospitals

THE NHS is failing to pro¬ 
vide a proper service to child¬ 
ren in non-specialist hospitals, 
according to the Audit 
Commission. 

Survival rates for childhood 
cancer are up to five times 
higher in specialist units than 
in general hospitals and more 
than twice as high for prema¬ 
ture babies, says the report 
That is despite the fact that die 
specialist units often deal with 
far sicker children. 

But health authorities are 
switching care to local hospi¬ 
tals in a mistaken belief that 


costs in the specialist units are 
higher. The cost of care in 
specialist units is up to 30 per 
cent lower than in general 
hospitals, because they use 
their intensive care beds more 
efficiently. If all intensive care 
for newborn babies were 
switched to die busiest 30 per 
cent of units, the NHS would 
save £3 million a year. 

The report, by the Audit 
Commission, the independent 
body set up to monitor the 
NHS and local authorities, 
says much more could be done 
to improve the care of the one

Mr Eldridge said he had 
sent “a couple of hundred" 
letters to consultants in most of 
the affected hospitals but it 
was too soon to have received 
replies. 

"Ft wiU be interesting to see 
what impact the Tomlinson 
report has. If there are consul¬ 
tants out there who are going 
to be made redundant, it may 
be an alternative to come to 
Harley Street and put up a 
plate.” he said

Pensioner in coma after park attack

AN ELDERLY woman was in intensive 
care yesterday after being beaten over 
the head in the normally tranquil 
retirement town of Broadstairs, Kent 
As Josephine Bridges, 79. lay uncon¬ 
scious in hospital fellow pensioners 
voiced fears about their safety. 

Miss Bridges, who lives in an old 
people's home, was found lying uncon¬ 
scious in a pool of blood in the resort's 
Victoria Gardens on Monday afternoon. 
Her handbag had been tampered with 
but police say she was not robbed. 

A resident at the same old people’s 
home, which overlooks the park, said 
last night she saw the attack on Miss 
Bridges from her third-floor window. 
The woman, who wanted to remain 
anonymous, said: "I told the police I saw 
a workman hitting Josephine.” 

Det Chief Insp Vic Butcher, who is 


leading the bunt for the attacker, said 
yesterday: “This was a most despicable 
and cowardly attack on a frail bid lady. 
At this stage, it appears to have been a 
motiveless attack." 

Police are appealing for a man in his 
late 20s to come forward. He was seen in 
the small park at the time of tire attack 
wearing a blade vest over a white 
sweatshirt and dark-coloured tracksuit 
trousers. 

Before Miss Bridges was attacked, the 
town's deputy mayoress was collecting 
signatures for a petition demanding 
round-ihe-dock policing in Broadstairs. 
Pat Craddock Harmed yesterday that 
police, whose headquarters are in Mar¬ 
gate, responded to crimes too slowly. “It 
was always going to be a terrible crime 
like this that would make people here 
realise die depth of lawlessness on our 
streets,” she said. “We have been trying 
to alert the police to this for almost a 


year. It is ludicrous to man the police 
station only between 9am and 5pm.” 

Supt Peter Gammon denied that the 
police provided inadequate cover. “I 
would deny any attempt to link this 
unfortunate incident to levels of polic¬ 
ing," he said. “We’ve got a job to do and 
that is to catch whoever did this." 

Nearly a third of Broadstairs 1 popula¬ 
tion of 130,000 are over 60. Eric Ward. 
65, said: "This is shocking.Thousands of 
elderly people live here and we Ye chosen 
Broadstairs for its away-from-it-all feel

screening 

‘wastes 

funding’

HEALTH screening in Brit¬ 
ain is pooriy organised, often 
niisdirected. and foils to 
achieve all ihe benefits pos¬ 
sible. a report by the Advisory 
Council on Science and Tech¬ 
nology says. 

Some tests are pointless 
because, even if they show up 
abnormalities.' no effective 
treatments exist Others are 
worthwhile but have been 
introduced in a piecemeal way 
without proper evaluation or 
effective follow-up. Some are 
"Hi-conceived and inappropri¬ 
ate" or have been introduced 
as a response to public pres¬ 
sure without any real evidence 
that they’ will do good. 

• Cervical cancer screening is 
singled out for mtidsm. a 
national screening system able 
to achieve the fuD potential 
reduction in mortality from 
the disease would need about 
three million tests a year, with 
each woman between the ages 
of 25 and 64 being rested once 
every five years. 

Although five million tests 
are done every year, “a disap¬ 
pointingly low reduction in 
mortality" has been achieved. 
Young women at low risk have 
annual tests and until recently 
older women at higher risk 
were not tested at all. 

There is no national policy. 
Each health district deter¬ 
mines its own policy and the 
result is "waste and a lack of 
equity”.the committee respon¬ 
sible for the report says. 

Another test needing nat¬ 
ional coordination is that for 
Down’s Syndrome. Such tests 
can detect 60 per cent of 
affected pregnancies, and 
could have "more impact than 
any other in reducing the 
prevalence of severe mental 
retardation”. But it has proved 
difficult to gain funding for 
pilot programmes. “There is 
an urgent need for an 
organistion with the responsi¬ 
bility and resources to fund 
and implement such screen¬ 
ing.” the report says. 

Its recommendations in¬ 
clude die introduction of a 
system under which the or¬ 
gans of dead people would be 
presumed available for trans¬ 
plant unless the individual 
had opted out

Intercity chief 
attacks break-up

CHRIS Green, the managing 
director of Intercity, last night 
condemned the government's 
decision to franchise three of 
the network's seven routes, 
saying he and his managers 
were “very disappointed".

His anger over the franchis¬ 
ing arrangements were in 
marked contrast to the com¬ 
ments of Sir Bob Reid, die BR 
chairman, who generally ap¬ 
peared to welcome the propos¬ 
als. Mr Green said he would 
be meeting Roger Freeman, 
the transport minister, to dis¬ 
cuss how ImerCity*s strengths 
could be retained ' and 
developed. 

Brian Wilson, the shadow- 
transport minister, said die

John Pres¬ 
cott, the shadow transport 
secretary, said: “This isn’t 
competition of services. It is 
competition for the taxpayers' 
money in the payment of 
subsidies.

Sell-off news brings little

Other Tories in the Home 
Counties, many of them for¬ 
mer ministers with records of 
unswerving loyalty to the gov¬ 
ernment and staunch support¬ 
ers of privatisation, also voiced 
their worries. David Howell 
(Guildford) said his commut¬ 
ers were looking not merely 
for improved services, but for a 
new infrastructure to provide 
an enhanced transport sendee.

Tim Renton, a former chief 
whip who represents Mid 
Sussex, asked whether there 
could be more infrastrudure 
investment without a rise in 
fares. 

Sir John Stanley (Tonbridge 
and Mailing) said the crucial 
question was the level of 
subsidy and how long it would 
be available. He also ques¬ 
tioned the wisdom of giving 
die franchising authority the 
right to decide which lines 
were sodaQy necessary. 

Mr MacGregor strove to 
reassure them. His “historic 
change for the better ' 1 in 
Britain’s railway system would 
lead to a new culture, he said. 
BR’s entrenched monopoly 
meant there was too little 
responsiveness to customers' 
needs. 

BR had a heavily bureau¬ 
cratic structure and an instinc¬ 
tive tendency to ask for 
increasing amounts of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. Privatisation 
would “enable private sector 
capital to supplement the ex¬ 
isting sources of British Rail 
finance”. 

John Prescott the shadow 
transport secretary, con¬ 
demned the bill as bang 
driven by ideological dogma 
and commanding no support 
from experts or the public.

Fiancee of UVF victim 
‘dies of broken heart’

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THE giri friend of a man shot 
by the outlawed Ulster Volun¬ 
teer Fora a month ago was 
found dead at her home in 
Dungannon, co. Tyrone, yes¬ 
terday. hours after attending a 
mass in his memory. 

Julie Statham, 20, “died of 
a broken heart" according to 
her priest Her death, believed 
to be caused by an overdose, 
served as a sharp reminder of 
the emotional and psychologi¬ 
cal costs borne by thousands 
of people bereaved and in¬ 
jured in Northern Ireland in 
the last 23 years. 

Miss Statham was studying 
politics and history at Queen's 
University in Belfast and had 
everything to live for — until 
January 3. when UVF gun¬ 
men burst into the home of 
Diarmuid Shields, 20, in 
Lisnagieer, co. Tyrone, and 
shot him dead. After seriously 
wounding his brother, they 
went upstairs and killed the 
brothers’ father Patrick, who 
was in bed. 

Sir Patrick Mayhew, the 
Northern Ireland secretary, 
described the shootings a “re¬ 
volting and unspeakable 
crime”. An attempt by the 
UVF, which has kflJed 27 


people in mid-Ulster in the last 
four years, to justify the deaths 
on the grounds that Patrick 
Shields was a member of Sinn 
Fein was widely dismissed. 

He and his sons were deeply 
involved in the local Gaelic 
football team - often seen by 
hardline Protestants as a sign 
of pro-republic sympathies — 
but they bad nothing to do 
with Sinn Fein. 

Father Denis Faul. the 
Dungannon priest who knows 
both the Stathams and 
Shields, seemed shocked yes¬ 
terday that Julie had killed 
herself. He believed that, as 
with most living victims of the 
Troubles, the various masses 
and funeral services had 
helped to console her. 

On Sunday, she had attend¬ 
ed a Gaelic football match to 
raise money for the Shields 
family and on Monday eve¬ 
ning. die night before her 
death, she attended a mass at 
the Shields home. 

But Julie Statham. an only 
child, dearly could not come to 
terms with what the UVF had 
done. An insight into her state 
of mind came in a tribute to 
Diarmuid Shields, which she 
wrote a week after he died and 


which was published, anony¬ 
mously, by her local paper. 

She wrote “His twenty-first 
birthday in early 1993 was to 
be the happiest of his life, 
because finally he could de- 
dare to the world that Julie 
and he were to be married. No 
one knew, it was something 
they kept to themselves. But 
they were ecstatic at the pros¬ 
pect of living together. 

"That prospect has been 
tragically snatched from their 
grasp. Julie has been left to 
mourn and grieve while frying 
to piece her life back together, 
despite the fact that such a 
major part of it is missing.” 

Fr Faul said he preferred 
not to think of M iss Statham's 
death as suicide. She had. he 
said, died of a broken heart. 
“Diarmuid wrote short stories 
and she wrote poetry.” he 
said. “It was just one of those 
sworn idyllic relationships you 
get at universities. It was all 
just sunshine and flowers and 
then the whole thing was cut 
off brutally by a maniac 
assassin. 

“I suppose she just couldn’t 
-understand why. It was a sort 
of Romeo and Juliet situa¬ 
tion,” he said.

Bandits shoot British 
aid worker in 
Afghanistan ambush

A British aid worker shot dead 
in Afghanistan had returned 
to die country even though his 
life had been threatened fry 
bandits last summer, his 

mother disclosed yesterday. 

Tony Bullard. 35, who 
worked for the United Nations 
Centre for Human Settle¬ 
ments. JA Van Hoeflaken, a 
Dutch water resources expert 
and Abdul Hadi and Zia al 
Haq. two Afghan drivers, 
were killed when unidentified 
gunmen fired on two vehicles 
at Surkhdiwal. nine miles east 
of Jalalabad, on Monday, in 
the most serious attack on UN 
officials working in Afghani¬ 
stan. the UN said-

One 
Western diplomat said die 
attack could have been carried 
out by a dan destine funda¬ 
mentalist group opposed to an 
international presence in 
Afghanistan. 

The ambush happened on 
whal was described as “a very 
dangerous stretch of road". . 
The gunmen apparently had 
been tying in watt for the UN 
vehicles and were said to have 
opened fire indiscriminately. 
Jan Eliasson, United Nations 
undersecretary general for 
humanitarian affairs, said the 
incident highlighted tbe in¬ 
creasing danger to relief work¬ 
ers in Afghanistan. 

Dorothy Bullard said that 


her son had been ambushed g 
by bandits in Afghanistan last * 
July. “He was with a group of 
aid workers and was robbed of 
everything. But they spared 
his life," she said yesterday at 
her home in Maivery near 
Llansilin. Clwyd. 

When her son came home 
on leave. Mis Bullard told 
him he did not have to return 
to Afghanistan. “But he insist¬ 
ed. He was dedicated to his 
work, it was his life.” He had 
been committed to aid work 
since a school trip to Gambia. 

Ted Bullard said that his 
son had become used to 
working in hazardous circum¬ 
stances and had seen violence * 
before arriving in Afghani- r 
stan. “Nothing would put him 
off, though. He returned time 
after time to areas everybody 
else would consider danger 
zones." 

Mr Bullard said: “Tony was 
very altruistic and dedicated to 
his job. Otherwise he would 
never have gone back to 
Afghanistan after the experi¬ 
ence of the robbery last year 
when they were just lucfy to 
get away with their lives."

Rebel troops kill 
Briton in Liberia 
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A FORMER British engineer 
who refused to leave Liberia 
when tire rivfl war broke out 
has been shot dead by rebel 
troops at a chimpanzee re¬ 
search centre where he was 
looking after about 150 ani¬ 
mals, the Foreign Office con¬ 
firmed yesterday. 

Brian Gamham was shot in 
tiie chest during a raid fay 
Armed Forces of Liberia sol¬ 
diers as he tried to defend staff 
at the Liberian Institute of 
Biomedical Research near the 
capital. Monrovia. The centre 
is dose to Robertsfidd interna¬ 
tional airport, which has been 
the scene of heavy fighting in 
recent days. 

His widow Betsy Brotman. 
an American, was unharmed 
in the attack. She is taking his 
body to the Ivory Coast and it 
will be sent to Britain later this 
week, a spokesman at the 
British embassy in Abidjan 
said. 

The precise circumstances 
of the inddent are still undear. 
“We understand that he was 
shot in the chest and died very 
quickly on Sunday.” the em¬ 
bassy spokesman said.

Legal row 
bogs down 
peat deal

AN AGREEMENT to limit 
the commercial exploitation of 
Britain's most ecologically 
valuable peat bogs remains 
unsigned more than a year 
after being unveiled. 

Difficulties over the legal 
details are holding up the deal 
between Fisons, the biggest 
peat-digging company, and 
English Nature, the govern¬ 
ment's main wildlife conserva¬ 
tion agency. Fisons agreed on 
January 30 last year to hand 
over the ownership of 8,000 
acres of lowland bog in Cum¬ 
bria. Somerset and Yorkshire 
in return for being allowed to 
continue extractin g peat from 
5,000 acres under a lease-back 

arrangement that would limit 
the depth to which the peat 
could be cut and require 
Fisons to maintain the water 
table in the bogs. 

Some environmentalists 
Tyould not mind if the negotia¬ 
tions collapsed. They see the 
propped deal as fundamen- 
tafiy flawed because it would 
allow extraction to continue. 


the rebels took over in 1990 
and thousands of foreigners 
fled, he and his wife, both 
aged about 50. were given 
shelter in tire Canadian em¬ 
bassy and took over responsi¬ 
bility for the animals.

Devonport likely to 
win the battle for 


Trident, says Major

■ Rosyth seems likely to lose its fight 
for survival—but closure will be delayed 
to avoid an outcry over job losses 


AS THE battle of the royal 
dockyards enters its critical 
phase. John Major has indi¬ 
cated to southern Tory MPs 
that Devonport rather than 
the Scottish shipyard of 
Rosyth is likely to win the 
contract to refit the Trident 
submarine fleet 

The decision has already 
been delayed more than once 
due to ministerial worries over 
potential job losses and a 
vigourous rearguard action on 
behalf of the Rosyth yard by 
Scottish MPs and unions. 

The Royal Navy says it 
would prefer Devonport 
because the bigger and more 
flexible yard could handle 
both submarine and surface 
ship refits. Rosyth does not 
have the same facilities. 

In Devonport the navy 
could concentrate all its re¬ 
quirements at one yard. The 
closure of one of the yards 
would make economic sense 
for the navy because with cuts 
in the submarine and surface 


fleets, there is no longer any 
reason for keeping two dock¬ 
yards at different ends of the 
country. 

The navy fears that if minis¬ 
ters compromise by keeping 
both yards alive, the Treasury 
will demand something in 
return, such as cancellation of 
a vital equipment project 

The prime minister has 
made it dear that he is not 
prepared to sanction the im¬ 
mediate closure of the Scottish 
yard for fear of provoking an 
outcry about an estimated 
14.000job losses just after the 
pits debacle. 

However no decision app¬ 
ears to have been taken over 
what work would be left at 
Rosyth if it loses its key 
function of refitting the 


nudear submarines. Despite 
the logic for dosing Rosyth, 
ministers are still dasdy 
scrutinising the other sides of 
the argument 

Although there is no strate¬ 
gic reason for keeping Rosyth 
it has. become dear that. 
Devonport which employs 
5,200 people, has the better 
chance of surviving without 
the Trident contract If it lost 
the contract at least 1,000jobs 
would have to go but the yard, 
albeit slimmed-down. would 
almost certainly remain open. 
Its greater flexibility would 
leave it well placed to compete 
for other contracts. 

Rosyth. which employs 
4,000. would probably be 
doomed without Trident 
There is little likelihood that 
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the yard could survive in a 
competitive marketplace for 
refit contracts restricted to 
surface ships. 

Ministers have already de¬ 
cided against the first bid from 
Rosyth. which was for a new 
yard crating £267 million. 


Although Allan Smith, chief 
executive of Babcock Thom, 
which manages Rosyth. said 
yesterday that a new f ac ility 
would make better economic 
sense in the long term, the 
ministry regards the cost as 
excessive. 


Devonport put in a £162 
million bid for rebuilding an 
existing facility and Rosyth 
responded with a bid of £147 
million to rebuild did docks for 
Trident 

There will be four Trident 
submarines, all built ty VSEL 


in Barrow-in-Furness, in 
Cumbria. The first, HMS 
Vanguard, has just returned 
from sea trials. The winner of 
the Trident contract will have 
guaranteed work for 30 years 
because the new submarines 
win remain Britain’s principal 


nuclear deterrent until at least 
2025. 

Malcolm Rifldnd, the de¬ 
fence secretary, appears to 
favour a ten-year compromise 
deal, which would leave 
Rosyth with work on the 
surface ship fleet

In a recent 
letter to the prime minister, 
the campaign riaimw i that 
its rival Devonport faced 
“severe problems of work- 
loading and overheads" 
that would be made worse 
fay taking on the nudear 
refit programme.

ROSYTH royal dockyard lost 
the flagpole proudly flying its 
Union Jack in the high winds 
last week. Even its steel con¬ 
struction could not prevent it 
from cracking and keeling 
over. 

The symbolism was not lost 
on the 4,000 strong work¬ 
force. The political storm sur¬ 
rounding the future of Rosyth 
has been battering them for 
more than a year, and they do 
not intend giving in so easily. 

No one is in any doubt 
about what the future of 
Rosyth will be it as many 
suspect, the Trident nudear 
refitting contract is awarded to 
Devonport in the next ten 
days. From Alan S mith, the 
managing director, to Bever¬ 
ley Ford, the youngest female 
apprentice, the answer is the 
same: Rosyth will die. 

Mr Smith reckons that with¬ 
out the Trident contract 
Rosyth has a maximum of five 
years. A consolation prize of 
surface ship refitting will not 
be enough to save it Eighty 
per cent of its £165 million 
turnover cranes from the Min¬ 
istry of Defence and 50 per 
cent is submarine work. 

Babcock Thom, the com¬ 
pany which manages the 
dockyard, has won a contract 
to refit London Underground 
trains, but it is not enough to 
secure Rosyth’s future. 

Apart from the 4,100 staff, 
there are around 300 contrac¬ 
tors, from Newcastle to 
Aberdeen, working at the site. 
All would pay the price of 
closure. 

“Shut Rosyth and you 
might as well dose the gates to 
Fife." said one worker. The 
town of Dunfermline, already 
battling, would be worst affect¬ 
ed but the entire region, which 
has _ seen its once thriving 
mining towns wither and die, 

would feel the effects. 

John and David Wood, 
rather and son electrical fitters, 
said ■ their street would be 
devastated if Rosyth were to 
shut In addition to his father, 
two of David’s uncles work at 
Rosyth as do both neighbours. 

Janet Howe, a secretary at 


Rosyth for five years, knnws 
her husband’s joinery and 
double glazing business mil 
struggle if Rosyth doses.

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Major sets up task 
forces to cut out 
business red tape

SEVEN Whitehall task forces 
have been created to cut down 
the jungle of red tape which is 
smothering British business, 
Michael Heseltine, the Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trade, 
announced yesterday. 

The red tape initiative, the 
first to systematically examine 
the entire corpus of 7.000 
rules regulating business activ¬ 
ity in Britain, should lead to 
the demise of layers of unnec¬ 
essary bureaucracy, which 
range from rules specifying 
the distance between clothes 
pegs in changing rooms to 
requirements for factory walls 
to be washed every 14 months. 

The initiative follows a two- 
hour seminar at Downing 
Street yesterday, chaired by 
John Major, in which White¬ 
hall mandarins conceded that 
previous attempts to tame 
bureaucracy had run into the 
sand and that a fresh assault 
was needed. 

The seven task forces will 
cover. 

□ Food, drink and 

agriculture. 

□ Communications and 
transport 

□ Engineering. 

□ Construction. 

□ Chemicals and pharm¬ 
aceuticals. 

□ Financial services. 

□ The tourism and retail 
sectors. 

Each Whitehall department 
will be required to submit 
progress reports to Mr Major 


and Mr Heseltine every eipht 
weeks, and the entire exercise 
will be overseen by Nefi 
Hamilton.' the industry 
minister. 

Defending the red tape 
. initiative. Mr Heseltine said: 
“There is general agreement 
across governments that the 
time has come to weed out the 
sort of regulation which is 
over-bureaucratic and places 
excessive burdens on business 
and the public It is not 
enough to single out a group 
of conspicuous regulations. 
We intend to go bade over the 
whole range in detail," he 
said. 

The aim of the exercise is to 
make the regulations simpler 
and to abolish them where 
necessary. The initiative will 
also indude a thorough 
appraisal of European 
Community legislation to help 
to reduce the regulatory bur¬ 
den. which is particularly 
onerous for small businesses. 

With the cost of enforcing 
the 7,000 regulations running 
at more than El billion a year, 
there is growing concern that 
the costs of regulation are in 
danger of becoming dispro¬ 
portionate to their benefits. 
Existing regulations which are 
found to be excessively bureau¬ 
cratic would be replaced by 
simpler ones. Mr Heseltine 
said. 

Many regulations were 
inspired by consumer lobbies 
which did not have to worry 


about the cost of implement¬ 
ing them, Mr Heseltine said. 
In future, any new regulations 
would have to be fully costed 
before they were submitted to 
Parliament, he added. 

Others regulations are 
prompted by the excessive zeal 
of WhitehaL bureaucrats. In 
one case, for example, trade 
and industry officials imple¬ 
menting an EC directive, pro¬ 
hibited charity shops from 
selling second-hand toys on 
safety grounds, although 
Brussels had made no men¬ 
tion of such a prohibition. 

Mr Major’s red tape 
seminar coincides with the 
publication of a report on 
excessive bureaucracy by 
David Wfllets, the Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Havant The 
report warns that “regulation 
may have as damaging an 
impact on the economy as 
higher spending and taxing.” 

Mr Willets insists that the 
regulatory burden on business 
has been increasing steadily 
since the 1980s, and that there 
is now a “serious obstacle to 
creating a flexible, dynamic 
economy". 

Forcing British Rail to 
spend £200 million a year on 
new safety measures for mi¬ 
nuscule improvements in safe¬ 
ty when the same amount of 
money spent on the National 
Health Service could save 
more lives was an affront to 
commonsense, Mr Wfllets 
said.

Ministers and whips 
keep tradition alive 


T he legislative process in 
this country is unsatis¬ 
factory and has been for a 
long time. It produces too 
many hastily considered and 
ill-drafted measures which 
later have to be revised. 
More than 143 acts affecting 
local government in Eng¬ 
land and Wales were, for 
example, approved between 
1979 and 1992. including 
58 major ones, several of 
which repealed previous 
measures. 

The legal profession, local 
government, business and 
interest groups, as well as 
many civil servants, have 
endorsed the criticisms in 
yesterday’s comprehensive 
new report from the Han¬ 
sard Society. Similar points 
were made in several studies 
in the first half of the 1970s 
and there have been only 
small changes since. 

The main blockage has 
been the attitudes of minis¬ 
ters and the whips of both 
main parties, who are fearful 
of losing control over the 
operations of Parliament. 
This is question of process, 
not policy. The criticisms 
apply as much to cross-party 
measures such as the Chil¬ 
drens' and Charities acts 
(both now seen as defective 
in parts) as to the bitterly 
fought poll tax legislation. 
The difficulty is the culture of 
Whitehall which views the 
passage of legislation as like 
a military operation in which 
only the minimum is given 
away. Both front benches 
regard the detailed debates 
in standing committees as 
largely a charade; ministers 
claim a victory when they 
preserve, a bill unamended, 
while the Opposition cele¬ 
brates when it has docked up 
a large number of hours. 

The Hansard Society re¬ 
port makes many eminently 
sensible suggestions for 
opening up foe legislative 
process from conception to 
enactment, increasing con¬ 
sultation at all stages—while 
also warning about the inad¬ 
equacy of scrutiny of EC 
legislation. But do these pro¬ 
posals have arty better 
chance of being implement¬ 
ed than earlier ones? Some 
build on existing initiatives 
such as green papers and the 


circulation of draft clauses by! 
the Inland Revenue. 

The omens are less good i 
for the proposals affecting \ 
Parliament At the heart of 
the report is an explicit deal: 
the government would per¬ 
mit greater scrutiny but 
would have the assurance 
that bills would be passed 
thanks to formal timetables 
limiting debate. Such ideas 
have been floated but have 
foundered on foe reluctance 
of Opposition whips to sur¬ 
render their largely theoreti¬ 
cal right to delay measures 
and government dislike of 
public debate. 

There are few signs of rad¬ 
icalism among party busi¬ 
ness managers. Tony New¬ 
ton has proved to be an ex¬ 
cessively cautious Commons 
Leader. Richard Ryder is 
preoccupied with Maas¬ 
tricht and the Labour whips’ 
office is notably conservative. 
But even if such far-reaching 
changes were agreed, could . 
Parliament cope?

Calcutt calls time at 
last-chance saloon

SIR David Calcutt head of 
the review into regulation of 
the press, urged foe govern¬ 
ment yesterday to impose 
statutory controls on newspa¬ 
pers and not to give them a 
further “last chance" to im¬ 
prove their behaviour. 

Giving evidence to the Com¬ 
mons heritage committee. Sir 
David insisted that, after an 
endless succession of last 
chances to make self-regula¬ 
tion work, the newspaper in¬ 
dustry's “bluff* had to be 
called. “If the government 
goes down the route it has 
indicated I fear we are in 
danger of having an even 
weaker Press Complaints 
Commmission because, they 
will have no sanction worth 
foe name.” 

Later, under pressure from 
MPs, Sir David added: “If 
Parliament says we will give 
you one last chance and goes 
on and on saying that the 
press will understand that you 
do not really mean ft." 

Sir David carried out his 
review into how the Press 
Complaints Commission 
(PCC) was working after 
David MeIlor, the former 
heritage secretary, said that 
foe press was drinking in foe 
“iast-chance saloon”. 

However. Sir David found . 
himself under criticism from 
MPs for basing his recom¬ 
mendations largely on press 
coverage of public figures, 
particularly the royal family. 

Bryan Davies [Oldham 
Central and Rqyton, Lab), 
said: “It looks all the time as if 
the bust-up with foe press is 
with other drinkers in foe sal¬ 


oon, namely public figure 
who are mixing it with tb 
press a fair amount them 
selves." Gerald Kaufman, tie

GOVERNMENTS should 
accept greater scrutiny of pro¬ 
posed legislation, by MPs and 
the public, says the non-party 
Hansard Society for Parlfar 
mentaiy Government In re¬ 
turn. there should be time 
limits on debates in Parlia¬ 
ment to ensure that bills will 
not be stalled indefinitely by 
the consultation process.

Mickey Kan tor, President 
Clinton's trade representative, 
has hit European firms with 
sanctions in two disputes: first 
steel, and then on public 
contracts for telecommunica¬ 
tions. transport and energy. 
The steel dispute was expect¬ 
ed, irrespective of any deci¬ 
sions by the incoming 
Washington administration. 


but the public procurement 
embargo announced yester¬

Clinton’s measures 
heighten EC unease 
over long-term policy

THE Clinton administration 
has fired the first salvoes in 
what could lead to a deepen¬ 
ing chill in the already hostile 
trade relations between Amer¬ 
ica and Europe. 

Last week's American trade 
dampdown on European steel 
imports and Monday’s ban 
on access to American federal 
procurement markets 
amounts less to a trade policy 
U-turn than to unfortunate 
timing. It is also testimony of 
the birth pains of an adminis¬ 
tration which has yet to come 
to terms with the intricacies of 
trade policy. More worcyingly, 
it does not appear to have 
decided what its overall trade 
policy is going to be. 

On Monday Mickey Kan¬ 
tor, the new US trade repre¬ 
sentative, announced a ban of 
European companies hom 
American federal procure¬ 
ment contracts in telecom¬ 
munications and power 
generation equipment and a 
wide range of services. The 
ban will become effective from 
March 22. unless the two sides 
can settle the dispute. The : 
decision came only a few days 
after Washington imposed 
anti-dumping duties on Euro¬ 
pean steel imports. 

Apart from provoking a 
predictably furious reaction 
from Sir Leon Brittan, the 
European Community's exter¬ 
nal trade commissioner, the 
decision win add to the uncer¬ 
tainty surrounding the stalled 
world trade talks. Negotia¬ 
tions to resolve outstanding 
issues in the General Agree¬ 
ment on Tariffs and Trade 
(Gatt) face a statutory deadline 
of March 2 to allow the 
American government to 
present the agreement for 
ratification as a package deal. 

Yesterday, the European 
Commission sought to head 
off a confrontation with the 
Clinton administration over 
the sanctions, but foreign and 
trade ministers meeting in 
Brussels expressed their 
“grave concern" at the action, 
which they said had "no 
justification whatsoever". 

Before resorting to any re¬ 


taliation at such a sensitive 
moment in transatlantic rela¬ 
tions. the ministers derided to 
await the outcome of Sir 
Leon's trip to Washington on 
February 11 to meet Mr 
Kantor. The ministers were 
well aware that a protracted 
trade dispute with Washing¬ 
ton could scupper all hopes of 
a new world trade a greement 
In stark contrast to the ECs 
approach, Washington adopt¬ 
ed a far less conciliatory tone. 
Mr Kantor faxed a message to 
Brussels in which he described 
the ECs policy on public 
procurement as “intolerable". 

' He said: "This European-wide 
policy of discrimination 
against non-EC products 
stands in stark contrast to the 
open and non-discriminatoiy 
access their firms enjoy in 


selling'to our predominantly 
private utilities market" 

Despite the tough-sounding 
trade measures.- which the 
Clinton administration has 
taken during its first days in 
office, there remain, consider¬ 
able doubts in Washington as 
well as in Brussels over the 
wider policy implications; 
whether they signal a mean¬ 
ingful departure of policy or 
whether they would have hap¬ 
pened anywayunder whichev¬ 
er administration. 

Officials at the office of the 
US trade representative also 
appear to be baffled by all this 
recent activity. They pointed 
out yesterday that, given that 
the adminstration is less than 
two weeks old. there can as yet 
be no public pronouncement 
on the nature and direction of 
future policy. 

Kim Elliott, a trade analyst 
ar the Institute for Internation¬ 
al Economics, said that “both 
decisions (on steel and utilities] 
were put in place by the Bush 
administration. The retalia¬ 
tion looks relatively modest, 
and is probably similar to 
what [former trade representa¬ 
tive Carla] Hills would have 
done". She added that the real 


problem does not rest with 
these decisions, but with the 
continued uncertainty over the 
new administration’s polity 
stance in the various multilat¬ 
eral trade talks. 

Despite the ECs benevolent 
approach at this stage. Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s future trade 
policy wQl remain tom be¬ 
tween conflicting commit¬ 
ments. including ms pledge to 
reach agreement on Gatt and 
the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (Nafta) on 
the one hand, and the need to 
satisfy the demand from in¬ 
dustry and the unions, which 
are calling for a dampdown 
bn “unfair" foreign imports, 
on the other. His administra¬ 
tion faces the additional prob¬ 
lem of-the Gatt deadline, 
which leaves little time for 
negotiation and even less for 
coming to terms with the 
.complexity of the issue. 

The relative modesty, as it is 
perceived in Washington, of 
Monday’s dampdown on the 
European utility industry is 
itsdf testimony to the adminfe- 
tration’s attempt to find a 
middle way. The derision will 
have a small economic impaa. 
affecting trade worth less than 
$50 million (£35 minion), 
according to American gov¬ 
ernment estimates. 

There is mounting pressure, 
too, from other industries. Last 
week the US Treasury instigat¬ 
ed a review on the tariffs on 
the imports of mini-vans, 
which free-traders fear might 
set in motion a series of trade 
measures in the motor vehicle 
industry, possibly culminating 
in anti-dumping duties or a 
European-style self-restraint 
agreement, for Japanese cars. 

With his pledge to make the 
economy the number one pri¬ 
ority area for his administra¬ 
tion. Mr Clinton can ffl-afibrd 
to ignore the pleas of Ameri¬ 
can industry. Nevertheless, 
there can be little doubt that 
the new administration wfl] 
prove to be a tough trade 
negotiation 
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negotiator, capable of bridg¬ 
ing seemingly intractable 
positions. He has Mr Clin¬ 
ton’s full confidence and will 
be the man who weighs the 
conflicting pressures before 
formulating policy. 

Mr Kantor is hard to pin 
down politically.

Germany, Europe’s biggest 
steelmaker, is feeing deepen¬ 
ing economic gloom and fears 
that even great names of the 
industry Krupp and Thys¬ 
sen — might be forced to pull 
out of steel. Krupp has denied 
reports that it might be driven 
to seek court protection from 
its creditors concerning its 
loss-making steel activities. 

Krupp last year merged 
with the steelmaker Hoesch in 
an attempt to secure its surviv¬ 
al in a deteriorating environ¬ 
ment for steel. However, the 
merged company suffered 
record losses in steel of about 
DM500 million (£210 mil¬ 
lion). It wants to cut 8,000jobs 
and must close blast furnaces 
and rolling mills in the Ruhr. 
Asked how long he thought 
Krupp-Hoesch could survive. 
Gerhard Cromme, the chair¬ 
man of the management 
board, was quoted this week as 
saying: "Half a year or a year 
or maybe 18 months." 

West Germany’s largely pri¬ 
vate sector steelmakers pro¬ 
duced 41 million tonnes of 
crude steel in 1989. By last 
year this had fallen to 36.7 
million. The workforce has 
more than halved since 1974. 

Thyssen. the biggest of Ger¬ 
many’s steelmakers, has also 
threatened to withdraw from 
some of its core steel opera¬ 
tions. Heinz Kriwet, the man¬ 
agement board chairman, last 
week described the situation in 
his industry as catastrophic 
Thyssen's net profit fell 33 per 
cent last year.Herr Kriwet said 
that without political action to 
stem tiie losses in the Euro¬ 
pean steel industry, there 
would be a limit to what 
companies could tolerate.

Atrocity reports add 
to uphill struggle for 
Bosnia peace plans

LORD Owen, the European 
Community mediator in the 
Bosnian conflict, yesterday 
stepped up pressure on the 
Clinton administration to 
back his peace plan after 
failing to win a commitment 
from Warren Christopher, the 
US Secretary' of State, during 
a Monday night meeting in 
New York. 

Saying Mr Christopher had 
been “cagey. Lord Owen 
accepted that Washington's 
new administration needed 
time to formulate its policies, 
but added: “We have got to 
remember there's a war going 
on. Every day more people are 
being killed. Every day there's 
more'ethnic cleansing'." 

Lord Owen's latest attempts 
to win support for the plan 
formulated with- Cyrus Vance 
came amid fresh allegations of 
atrocities in Bosnia. Harrow¬ 
ing descriptions of castration, 
mass murder and rape have 
been given by survivors of two 
prison camps in northern 
Bosnia. Camp officials ac¬ 
cused of brutality have been 
identified and their names 
presented to the United Na¬ 
tions team investigating war 
crimes in the former 
Yugoslavia. 

The vivid and chilling 
claims, along with scenes of 
bumt-our Muslim homes, are 
likely to prompt outrage and 
calls for more Western inter¬ 
vention in Bosnia when they 
are broadcast by One: Dispatch¬ 
es programme on Channel 4 
today. The allegations are 
made by Bosnian Muslims 
now living in exile in Croatia 
and across Europe, who say 
they were victims of Serb 
“ethnic cleansing" in the 
Kosara valley near Prijedor 
last year. 

One of the men incarcerated 
in the Oraarska and Tmopolji 
camps said he watched as ms 
friend was castrated by a Serb 
“after three days of torture". 
Another, now living in Wat¬ 
ford, said some of toe guards 
"enjoyed killing people slowly. 
They broke their hands, their

legs, everything. One school¬ 
teacher took ten days to die, 
killed by some of his former 
pupils”. 

A former waiter, Nazded 
Jakupovic, 24. told The Times 
yesterday: “They beat every¬ 
one, old and young, for no 
reason. They beat me especial¬ 
ly hard because 1 was a soldier 
in the Bosnian army and i 
would not tell them where my 
gun was or who else was 
fighting with me.” Mr 
Jakupovic, who now lives in a 
hostel in Watford, said he 
knew one of the Serbs whom 
he says attacked him. ‘‘He 
came to toe hospital where I 
was taken and tried to kill me 
with a dagger. A mflitaiy 
policeman from the Serbian 
army stopped him and saved 
my life.” 

The Dispatches pro¬ 
gramme names Zelko Mea- 
karic. toe commander of the 
guards at Omarska camp, as 
among those guilty of atroc¬ 
ities there, along with 
Drazenko Predojevic and a

The Bush administration, 
which said Dr Karadzic was 
suspected of war crimes, had 
kept him out of the country. 


spokesman said, adding that 
another member of the convoy 
was seriously wounded.

dent of the Croatian-support¬ 
ed army within Bosnia-Herae- 
govina, toe HVO. 

But relief workers say offici¬ 
als of the Herceg-Bosna gov¬ 
ernment are putting pressure 
on international relief organ¬ 
isations to prevent them dis¬ 
tributing food through toe 
Muslim relief agencies Me- 
harmet and the Red Crescent. 

“They are frying to control 
toe assistance, which means 
that we cannot decide who we 
give toe aid to." one worker 
said. "We do not accept that If 
it does not stop we will pull 
out” 

The problems began last 
month when Muslim fighters 


at Gomji Vakuf clashed with 
units of toe HVO. On January 
10. Muslim drivers working 
on contract for toe UN were 
prevented from transporting 
food for five days. Observers 
say toe fighting between toe 
former allies was encouraged 
by the Geneva peace plan for 
Bosnia-Henearvina, which 
would divide toe former Yugo¬ 
slav republic into 10 semi- 
autonomous provinces. 

Croatian leaders were 
delighted with toe map out¬ 
lined in the plan put forward 
by co-chairmen of toe peace 
talks. Lord Owen and Cyrus 
Vance, which would give Cro¬ 
atian forces formal control of 


mixed areas such as Mostar. 
where about half toe popula¬ 
tion Is Muslim and half of it 
Croat, and Travnik, where 
there is an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of Muslims. 

Relief workers also are con¬ 
cerned about toe treatment of 
Muslims who fled to Croatian- 
dominated areas after Serbian 
"ethnic cleansing". "The Mus¬ 
lim refugees arc not accepted- 
They just give them public 
buildings where there is no 
hygiene, no facilities to receive 
human beings property." one 
said. 

Meanwhile, relief workers 
said they had received persis¬ 
tent reports that thousands of 


Muslims were being forcibly 
removed from their homes b> 
Serb forces at Trebinje m the 
southernmost tip of Bosn'.a- 
Herzegovina. 

“Reports reaching us say 
that ail Muslims have left 
Trebinje. Estimates range 
from 2.000 to 4.000. The* 
are being put on buses and 
taken to Montenegro,” toe 
sources said, citing reports 
reaching Dubrovnik and ac¬ 
counts from relatives of those 
who had been moved. 

“There is no open violence, 
but people receive threats to 
leave and are made to sign 
papers renouncing their 
property."

Mr Clinton’s pledge to “end 
welfare as we know if’ was 
always a hit with campaign 
audiences and yesterday he 
reaffirmed his ideas for wel¬ 
fare reform at a Washington 
meeting of the nation’s gover¬ 
nors. He announced the for¬ 
mation of a task force to 
develop his plan for providing 
two years of job training and 
education for those on welfare. 
After that, the able-bodied 
would have to take a job. 

The scheme would set “a 
time beyond which people do 
not draw a welfare cheque for 
doing nothing when they can 
do something". Exceptions 
would be made for women 
with new-born children, but 
the aim is to get even mothers 
off the welfare rolls. The 
president claims broad sup¬ 
port for the plan. 


Los Angeles trials spark fears 
of renewed racial explosion

THE first instalment of the 
Rodney King epic is seared on 
America's conscience: toe 
grim and grainy footage of a 
sprawled black motorist beat¬ 
en 57 times by white police¬ 
men with batons; toe state trial 
and acquittal of the four 
officers last April; toe grand 
finale when Los Angeles 
erupted in fire, hatred and 
munler. 

Today, as the second, feder¬ 
al trial of the four accused 
policemen begins, America is 
awaiting a sequel already ti¬ 
tled “Rodney King II” on the 
streets of south-central Los 
Angeles. The theme is toe 
same, but toe cast and plot are 
subtly changed. In the first 
trial. Mr King appeared only 
on tbe 81 seconds of amateur 
videotape footage that 
brought his beating to toe eyes 
of a horrifed public. In toe 
federal trial, however, Mr 
King win play a central role 
from the witness box and his 
evidence is likely to be contro¬ 
versial and crucial. 

The legal script has also 
altered. Ln the state trial 


exactly a year ago. prosecutors 
had to prove onty that the four 
police officers assaulted Mr 
King on March 3, 1991. They 
faded, and the vastly more 
difficult task now facing feder¬ 
al prosecutors is to prove that 
die officers intentionally de¬ 
prived Mr King of his civil 
rights. They must persuade 
another jury that toe police not 
only used excessive force, but 
also that they knew knew 
perfectly well what they were 
doing. Simply finding an un¬ 
biased jury in the dty may take 
weeks. 

A recent poll found that 75 
per cent of Americans believe 
another riot is inevitable if the 
officers are again allowed to 
walk free. A lawyer for one of 
the accused pointed out last 
week a central fact about toe 
second trial: there is, he said, 
“a strong possibility that dvfl 
insurrection may result in toe 
event of a verdict not to the 
liking of toe majority"; 

Last April, with toe acrid 
stench of burning in the air, 
the government promised to 
rebuild Los Angeles so that a 


repetition of toe riots could not 
and would not happen Tbe 
city now has a black chief of 
police, a new district attorney 
and no fewer than 52 candi¬ 
dates for mayor, all promising 
a new dawn for toe city. In 
most respects, however, toe 
city is no better and, in some 
ways, it is worse off than it was 
last April 

The second trial' has, in 
addition, an almost equally 
emotive sub-plot: next month 
toe trial begins of toe three 
black men accused of savagely 
beating Reginald Denny, a 
white lorry driver, during the 
riots. . Inevitably, tbe three 
accused have taken on a 
symbolic, even heroic, role in 
the eyes ofsome inhabitants of 1 
the Los Angeles ghetto. ! 

Both trials are likely to last | 
until April, and could even i 
arrive at simultaneous ver¬ 
dicts. If. as seems only too 
posable, tbe white officers are., 
again acquitted but toe black 
men are found guilty, toe 
combination could easily trig¬ 
ger another, even greater 
explosion.

YITZHAK Rabin, the Israeli 
prune minister, was yesterday 
sm bogged down by the 
enduring saga of the Palestin¬ 
ian deportees after his com¬ 
promise offer was rejected by 
the exiles and he was criticised 
at home for weakness. 

After the Israeli leader of¬ 
fered to repatriate a quarter of 
.the nearly 400 Palestinians 
Shioc in a snowy camp site 
between Israeli and Lebanese 
positions, the deportees yester¬ 
day voted unanimously to 
rebuff his compromise. 

“Let he who rejects the 
American-!sraeli deal raise his 
hands." said Abdul Aziz al- 
Rantisi. the leader of the 396 
deportees, expelled nearly sev¬ 
en weeks ago because of 
suspected links to militant 
Muslim groups. When all the 
men had raised their hands, 
he said: "Let he who agrees to 
this deal now raise his hand." 
None of the deportees stirred, 
but instead began their pray¬ 
ers by asking God ro punish 
the Israeli leader. “God take 
our revenge on those who 
suppressed us. God take our 
■revenge on those who expelled 
us. God punish Rabin." 

A similar, though less ex- 
1 plitit, message was directed at 
the Israeli leader by his own 
right-wing opposition and 
members of the security ser¬ 
vices, who issued a warning 
that the concession amounted 
to a humiliating climbdown 
and could strengthen Hamas 
and Islamic Jihad, the funda¬ 
mentalist Islamic groups in 
the occupied territories. 

Yitzhak Shamir, the leader 
of the main opposition Likud 
party, accused Mr Rabin of 
buckling under pressure from 
the new Clinton administra¬ 
tion by “giving up to the 
Americans before the first shot 
was even fired".

Johannesburg police clamp

POLICE opened fire on a 
mob attacking a white motor¬ 
ist killing one man and 
wounding at least three others 
in centra] Johannesburg yes¬ 
terday. The killing climaxed 
two days of violence around a 
striked blade taxi drivers who 
allege harassment by traffic 
authorities. 

Last night the commercial 
centre was dedared an unrest 
area, giving police sweeping 
powers to arrest suspects and 
curb demonstrations. The 
order means that Johannes¬ 
burg fr now subject to the 
same, restrictions commonly 
impdspd in blade townships. 

The violence occurred de¬ 
spite the intervention on Mon¬ 
day of Nelson Mandela, the 
African National Congress 
president, who had arranged 
a meeting between the taxi

Hermis KrieL the law and 
order minister, told parlia¬ 
ment that police had been 
fired on as they towed away 
minibus taxis parked across 
key intersections by some of 
the 800 striking drivers. 

The police fired tear gas and 
rubber bullets to disperse the 
strikers, who hurled bricks at 
them when they tried to tow 
away the vehicles. 

An officer at the scene said 
that tire motorist had got out 
of his car and was chased by a 
mob. “He was a white man in 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time."

The right of every citizen to 
form or join a political party is 
guaranteed, which will no 
doubt be welcome to the South 
African Communist Party, the 
Pan Africanist Congress, and 
the ANC. which were pro¬ 


scribed for nearly 30 years. 
The media, however, wfll con¬ 
tinue to be both registered and 
licensed. 

Other rights are apparently 
included to protect the inter¬ 
ests of the whites, or at least of 
the economically advanced 
sections of society, from a 
future vengeful and redistribu¬ 
tive Marxist blade govern¬ 
ment 

One clause establishes the 
right to establish and operate a 
private school Another section 
demands compensation “de¬ 
termined fay a court of law 
according to the market value 
of the property" for any prop¬ 
erty expropriated for public 
purposes.

right not to be subjected to 
taxes which wfll have a confis¬

The biggest constitutional 
change implied by the pro¬

Riots drive 
thousands 
from Togo

THOUSANDS of people 
streamed out of the Togolese 
capital. Lomt in taxis, buses 
and trucks yesterday in fear of 
new shootings by the mflrtary. 

The exodus follows a week¬ 
end rampage by troops after 
they put down an opposition 
demonstration in which 16 
people are said to have been 
killed. Troops went on a 
looting spree, reportedly in 
revenge for the deaths of two 
soldiers whom they claim were 
killed by opposition 
supporters. 

Ignoring an appeal by 
Agbeyome Kodjo, the interior 
minister, to stay on, the refu¬ 
gees stacked their bundles, 
suitcases and trunks on any 
available transport and head¬ 
ed for the borders with Ghana 
and Benin. At least 25,000 
people had fled by Monday. 

Gnassingbe Eyadema. the 
president of Togo who has 

ruled for the past 26 years, 
said on Monday that Ghana's 

decision to place its armed 
forces on alen because of 
unrest in Togo was “provoca¬ 
tion" and “intolerable interfer¬ 
ence”. In Accra, the Ghanaian 
capital, a high-ranking de¬ 
fence official insisted his coun¬ 
try had “no intention of 
attacking Togo". The official 
said Ghana's decision had 
been “only a precaution to 
prevent any Togolese 
adventurism”.

At 5.30pm, Fallout Records is 
bustling with girls in 1950s dresses 
and tackety boots, carrying ruck¬ 
sacks and plastic tulips. A man is 
trying to persuade the shop to add 
his efforts to the display of photo¬ 
copied fanzines. By 6.30pm, it is 
happy hour at Off Ramp, a cafe 
cum dub tinder die motorway 
flyover. Pink cocktails are served in 
plastic cups along with Pyramid 
Wbeaten Ale, a local microbrew. 
The woolly hats are on. and the 
night is about to begin. 

Val MacDonald, a- part-time 
surfer and student at Washington 
State University, volunteers as our 
post-grange guide. 

The Deflowers are striking up on 
the stage next door, so she shouts. 
“There’s a lot of animosity that the 
various Seattle sounds are all being 
labelled grunge. There's heavy 
metal there's punk, there’s hip-hop 
—it’s diverse. Grunge is just used to 
describe how people drras." 

She looks around the dub. “In 
fed, it's not even dressing. You 
don’t see any after-five attire here. 
People just find a shirt in the trash 
and fling some pants on and cant 
afford a haircut and suddenly 


that's fashion.” A while later, at the 
Lobo. a nearby bar. the men in 
checked Qannd shirts who look the 
epitome of grunge fashion turn out 
to be steelworkerk 
Nothing is what it seems. To¬ 
wards midnight at RCKNDY, 
which is decorated with chicken 
wire and concrete, Ms MacDonald 
opens a small packet and offers two 
green blobs. E? Some new grunge 
drug? No, she plugs them in her 
ears in case of damage from night 
after night of heavy guitar riffk. 

Why does she suffer it? “I like the 
dark side to some of the music And 
I like being down therein the mosh 
pit really letting go." The mosh pit 
is the area just in front of the stage 
where hundreds of sweaty bodies 
squash together. Mosh mg, ex¬ 
plains Ms MacDonald, is different 
from say, head banging or pogoing. 
There is more swaying as a group, 
and bouncing. 

At RCKNDY, large signs say 
“No Stagediving", an aspect of 
moshing which involves the fan 
flinging himself, sometimes with 
his trousers down, on top of the 
crowd. “Of course, if you’re a girl 
you're more likely to find people 
holding you up and passing you 
overhead to the back of the crowd. 
But if you're a fat man, they might 
just drop you on your head" 

These are strange, masochistic 
pleasures, but they match the 
desolate lyrics of bands such as 
Nirvana and Alice in Chains: “I'm 
the man in the box", goes one song. 
“I’m the dog who gets beat" 

Gillian Gaar. who writes for The 
Rocket, Seattle's music paper, ex¬ 
plains: “There’s a northwest char¬ 
acteristic, a real dark side to life out 
here. It probably goes back to 
Indian legends of evfl spirits or 
something. Thafs why Twin Peaks 
worked so well here. Maybe thafs 
why we have a high incidence of 
serial Itinera.” 

According to a national survey, 
people in the North West are least 
fitety to believe in God, have a high 
suicide rate, and are the least 
trustful of authority. It also rains a 
lot “Nirvana reflect that dark side. 
There’s a kit of sorrow and rage in 
their music. 7 Year Bitch have that 
gnarly, grungy sound too." says Ms 
Gaar. whose book on female musi¬ 
cians, She’s a Rebel, is published in 
Britain by Blandfortf this month. If 
she trad to categorise the up-and- 
coming and much-tattooed 7 Year 
Bitch, she would plump for 
“foxcore" — the all-female version 
of hardcore rock Their songs have 
equally depressing tides, “Dead 
Men Don’t Rape” bring one. 

C uriouser and curiouser. 
The bright grange pack¬ 
age is nasty inside. The 
Stranger ; the weekly list¬ 
ing paper, exemplifies this. Its lead 
story is on Seattle’s rat patroL 
Homelessness and increased gang 
activity are contributing to the 
problem. “With social breakdown", 
says the rat patrol man, “you get 
rats.” He informs readers that ten 
out of every 100,000 people in city 
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areas are bitten by rats each year. 

In Fallout Records, among the 
jolly fanzines, there huks Antabuse, 
named after the drug which in¬ 
duces vomiting in lapsed alcohol¬ 
ics. Its cartoons, directed mainly at 
young women, include “Signed in 
Blood", a story of a ten-year-old girl 
who is abused by her father. “I 
wrote everything in my diary," it 
says. “I cut myself, dripped blood 


on it and signed it Then I burned 
the whole thing." 

The fanzines are often the work 
of a growing part of the grunge 
subculture, Riot Grrris. All-woman 
bands of feminist leanings, they 
publish fanzines when not singing 
about anorexia, bulimia, suicide, 
self-mutilation and the general 
wickedness of men. 

The bands, with names such as 


Bratmobfle, Heavens to Betty 
and Bikini Kill tend to wear litfle- 
giri dresses and big stompy boots. 
Often they write words such as 
RAPE and VOMIT in marker pen 
on their arras: temporary protest 
tattoos. Bikini Kill are touring 
Britain this month, insisting on 
writing their own articles for the 
British music press, and ensuring 
that the mosh pit at their gigs is 


women-only, for physical safety. 

“Riot Grrris are a lot more 
underground, a lot more political,” 
Ms Gaar says. But as with anything 
prefaced by the word Seattle, their 
newfound fame cannot be long in 
coming, however depressing the 
content of their songs. Already 
Newsweek has branded Riot Grrris 
‘The latest rode trend". Karl 
Lagerfeld, take note.

Britannia 
sails into 
a storm 


I n 1951 one of the last acts 
of the Labour govern¬ 
ment before it lost the 
election that year, was to com¬ 
mission a 5,700 tonne royal 
yacht The emphasis on re¬ 
building a war-shattered econ¬ 
omy had meant that until 
then, such plans met with re¬ 
sistance. The Times . in an 
editorial, welcomed the yacht 
saying that h had not been 
seemly for the monarch as 
head of the British Empire to 


have to charter a liner when he 
or she had occasion to go 
“afloat in state". 

Britannia came into service 
in 1954 and is still in use 
having had more than £100 
million spent on refits, at 
current prices. Last year she 
had her latest refit which cost 
£6-7 million in addition to her 
annual running cost to the 
defence ministry of £11.5 

milli on. 

Her existence was partly 


based on a deft piece of public 
relations. In 1938 when the 
old yacht Victoria and Albert 
was scrapped, the navy minis¬ 
ter of the day. Duff Cooper, 
pointed out to cabinet col¬ 
leagues that in times of war, it 
could be argued that a new 
yacht could double as a hospi¬ 
tal ship. The second world 
war, however, led to the scrap¬ 
ping of plans for this hospital 
ship, but the justification was 
revived in 1951. While certain 
dements of the yacht’s design 
would allow for the dual use— 
extensive laundry facilities for 
example — Britannia was 
never seriously intended to 
serve in times of war. 

T hat is why it took the 
Falklands war for the 
navy to realise she 
burnt the wrong fuel so a 
cruise finer. Uganda, had to 
be chartered for use as a 
floating hospital, fly the time 
of the Gulf war the MoD had 
spent £6 million to convert the 
ship to diesel but another 
problem intervened, Britan¬ 
nia does not have a helicopter 
deck on which casualties could 
be landed. On Monday, Ar¬ 
chie Hamilton, the present 
navy minister, conceded that 
Britannia would never serve 
as a wartime hospital vesseL 
In recent years a new use for 
the 125 metre royal yacht was 
found. She is employed for 
three days a year to host 
foreign business people. On 
the baas of this very limited 
use. the MoD claims that the 
royal yacht brings hundreds of 
millions of pounds of business 
to Britain. These “Sea Days", 
as they are called, may have a 
certain public relations value, 
but does Britannia make 
hard-nosed foreign business¬ 
men place orders for British 
goods? Trade is based mostly 
on harsh economic reality 
rather than any sentiment 
about trips in the royal yacht 
If Sea Days realty did bring in 
business, surety therewould be 
more of them? 

When Britannia was com¬ 
missioned in 1951, long-dis¬ 
tance travel was mainly by 


ship, now the royals travel in¬ 
ternationally by plane. Britan¬ 
nia is sent to await the royals 
and their staff in a foreign port 
where its presence is meant to 
boost Britain's image and 
exports. She is not actually a 
means of royal travel but a 
transportable floating palace. 
Last year royal use came to 27 
days, partly because of the 
yacht's refit at Portsmouth, but 
in the two previous years, die 
tally was onty 31 and 42 days. 
In contrast, the Queen’s 
Flight, which can be used by 
die Queen, the Queen Moth¬ 
er, the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of Edinburgh for private 
travel, as wed as for official en¬ 
gagements, was heavily used. 

One royal use of Britannia 
which occur practically every 
summer is that die is taken to 
the Cowes yachting regatta. 


This is obviously a private use. 
At Cowes, the yacht towers 
over the smaller craft and 
majesticalty presides over the 
hectic social scene. The usual 
routine is that after the regatta, 
the royals cruise leisurely up 
the west coast of England and 
Scotland, breaking off for the 
odd official visit, then round 
Scotland's north and east coast 
to Aberdeen where they dis¬ 
embark for BalmoraL 
Next month Prince Philip is 
going on an official visit to 
some of the Caribbean idands, 
using foe royal yacht. His two- 
week itinerary wifi rake in a 
speech on The Alls and Na¬ 
ture and a reception for the 
Duke of Edinburgh Award 
scheme in Palm Beach, Flori¬ 
da. He will stay in Britannia's 
royal apartments, refurbished 
in 1987 at a cost of £3.3

million. Are Dominica, Mont¬ 
serrat etc, really key export 
rnaiketsfor British goods? 

According to press reports, a 
year ago the government 
shelved plans for an £80 
million replacement yacht to 
avoid alienating the taxpayer 
in the middle of a recession. 
Surety, in the present dimate 
such plans wifi be allowed to 
gather a lot more dust even 
when Britannia sails off into 
the sunseL The nayy minister 
has said that “in view of her 
age" Britannia’s future is 
under review. 

The royal yacht in reality an 
ocean-going ship, is no longer 
needed. She is used onty as a 
floating hotel The hospital 
ship option has finally run 
aground. The idea that Bri¬

1 hold out 
little hope, given that Alice follows a 
rabbit down a hole to meet a duchess 
who throws a baby about before turning into 
a pig: apart from all the ethnic 
unacceptabUity involved, it is dearly on the 
cards that Fergie, say. would sue on behalf of 
defamed single-parent aristocrats every¬ 
where. a minority.

Rout of the economists 


S eventeen years ago the Met 
Office slopped publishing long- 
range weather forecasts. They 
were so often wrong. Too many 
variables were involved for even the 
most capacious computer to give ade¬ 
quate predictions. The public was being 
misled. 1 remember thinking how 
greatly this stood to the Met Office’s 
credit 

Should economists now show like 
reticence? Last week the government cut 
Britain's base interest rate to 6 per oenL 
It is now half what it was when Britain 
left the European exchange-rate mecha¬ 
nism last September to allow sterling to 
devalue. The policy was a U-tum. but so 
too was the theory behind it The Chan¬ 
cellor had previously told the Financial 
Times, to its evident approval: The 
illusion that devaluation would enable 
us to make a substantial reduction in 
interest' rates ... is fool’s gold.” Yet 
precisely that has happened. So who told 
him it could not? An economist? 

I am always careful with macro¬ 
economics. It is a subject like income tax 
and working a video-recorder, which 
can be comprehended only in short 
bursts and with an icepack on the head. 
But has it ever been in greater disarray? 
Time was when we could all fasten on 
the one current fixation of the powers- 
that-be: sterling, the PSBR. inflation. 
Now all is confusion. Pundits leap into 
print unsure whether interest rates 
should come down promptly to zero, or 
whether they are so low as to risk a 
resumed inflationary spiral. Economics 
is like pre-Newtonian physics, sitting 
under a tree and awaiting a bump on its 
head. Yet every minister still has his 
“economist”, like a medieval prince with 
his astrologer. 

Students this week wifl have swal¬ 
lowed a searing cocktail of economic 
phenomena. The pound is down; infla¬ 
tion is hilling: unemployment is rising: 
the balance of payments is deteriorating; 
ffie government is pushing public bor¬ 
rowing up; the government is pushing 
interest rates down. Economics says that 
most of these should not be happening 
at the same time. A government which 
grandly told the electorate nine months 
ago that there was “no alternative” to 
fighting inflation with a fixed price for 
sterling, high interest rates and a 
shrinking public sector is now going in 
the opposite direction. It espouses a 
floating pound, low interest rates and a 
growing public sector — yet says its 
commitment against inflation is un¬ 
changed. Is this nonsense really all its 
own idea? I smell an economist

The present generation of politicians 
and officials are still in thrall to these 
magicians.

Spirits are lower

T he perfidious Anglo-Saxons are 
up to their old tricks, making life 
miserable for the French. That, at 
least, is how many politicians and media 
pundits interpret the blows which have 
rained over the past week on their 
economy. First came the “Hoover scan¬ 
dal". in which the workers of 
Cambuslang. with backing from the 
Scottish Office.' robbed Burgundy of its 
vacuum deaner factory by offering to 
make the machines for 40 per cent less. 
The case has been greeted in France as 
treachery only a little short of the sinking 
of the fleet at Mere El K6bir in 1940. 

There followed the threat of an 
American trade war over steel and 
utilities and then the pressure on the 
franc. It is generally agreed that the 
Americans fight dirty. Britain, however, 
is deemed duplidtous because it has 
engaged in job piracy and competitive 
devaluation when it was supposed to be 
playing the European game. 

Before dismissing the reaction as sour 
grapes, it might be wiser to to see the 
emotion as a symptom of the defeatism 
inflicting the Gallic psyche. About the 
only thing the French agree on these 
days is that the country is in a state of 
nervous breakdown, gripped by 
morosite. dJsespoir, chagrin, angoisse. 
desarmi (helplessness), ennui and all 
those other emotions best expressed in 
French. 

Anyone who thinks Britain has a self¬ 
esteem problem should listen to che 
fraught talk in the corner cafe and the 
middle-class dinner iable. Better still, 
dip into the bestseller lists. Alain 
Peyrefitte. the Gauliist academician, 
writes for example that “France is afraid, 
afraid of being left behind by history". 
His book. La France en Desarmi, has 
made a killing. And no self-respecting 
novelist is without his sound-bite of 
doom. “1 have only known a France that 
is sick, tired, bitter, bad tempered." 
lamented Francois Nourissier. 


profession to oversell itself to politicians. 
That way it gets more money. It will also 
tend to daim bad derisions were a 
perversion of its advice. But economics is 
an accessory after the fact of economic 
crime. It peddles bogus objectivity, such 
as statistics purporting to measure 
unemployment or productivity or price 
inflation. It peddles no less bogus 
models of money supply, employment 
and growth. Hie thousands thrown out 
of work as a result of modelling errors in 
the past five years might be a little 
consoled if they knew somebody else 
suffered for contributing to their misery, 
and for the dud growth forecasts that 
prolonged it 

The only remorse I have encountered 
is from the Henley forecaster. Professor 
PaidOrmerod, in his British Association 
paper last August He eloquently at¬ 
tacked his calling for being "littered with 
new concepts which have given little 
insight inro how economies actually 
work”. Economics, he said, was “in 
disarray... the forecasting record of the 
models, never brilliant, has deteriorated 
since the mid-1980s: in virtually every 
Western country serious errors have 
been made.” Ormerod suggested dial 
much current economic theory should 
be “abandoned or at least suspended 
until it can find a sounder empirical 
base”. 


O f course melancholic whinging 
has been a Gallic industry since 
Roman days and nobody has 
griped with more elegance. Every gener¬ 
ation for the past century has chimed in 
witft its version of Flaubert's lament to 
“Pfluvre France All is certainly far 
from rosy in 1993, what with three 
million unemployed and intimations of 
war in Europe. La Crise. to use rhe 
umbrella term, is also being fuelled by 
the feeling of paralysis as the Mitterrand 
regime creaks towards its scheduled 
dose in two years’ time. The general 
election in late March is hardly a help 
since the expected conservative govern¬ 
ment will be dominated by the same old 
centre-right crew that have been squab¬ 
bling among themselves for two de¬ 
cades. Whatever they do. the elderly 
president-monarch will be trying to put 
a spanner in their works. 

However, as most of the annual 60 
million foreign visitors can testify. 
France really has the kind of troubles 
that most other countries would envy. It 
has adapted to modernity better than 
most, its economy is relatively healthy 
and the great majority of people still live 
exceedingly welL 

So the state of nerves appears to be 
more profound and irrational than a 
passing cafard (blues) linked to the 
economy. The gloom seems to draw, as 
the pundits have been noting since the 
campaign for the Maastricht referen¬ 
dum, on an existential despair over the 
French identity. Luckily, no country 
could be better equipped to analyse the 
condition. Symptoms are being spotted 
on all sides. France consumes more 
tranquillisers than any other nation. 
Surety, it is said, only irrational fear 
could be driving the craze for the 
supernatural on television and the 
recourse of senior businessmen to astrol¬ 
ogy and graphology. 

When a handful of diehard royalists 
decided to celebrate the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of Louis XVTs trip to the guillotine 
last month, the pundits succumbed to an 
orgy of analysis. In a fit of Freudianism 
the newsweekly Le Point decided that 
France was trying to “deal with” the 
guilt of murdering its father. 

P op psychiatrists are also noting an 
unhealthy degree of self-loathing, 
not exactly a trait which foreign¬ 
ers usually associate with the nation of 
Monsieur Chauvin. Michel Sardou. a 
singer whose social views were probed 
on television, pronounced that low self- 
esteem was the trouble. “The French 
think the whole world takes them for 
fools.” he said. 

Now in the midst of all the self- 
flagellation, therapy is available. Two 
leading sociologists have argued that 
France's nervous breakdown is merely 
the product of self-induced hysteria. The 
country is better prepared than any 
other to face the next century because it 
was first to place a high priority on 
personal fulfilment, said Gerard 
Demuth. a sociologist and head of a 
consulting firm. 

The biggest boost to the bruised Gallic 
soul has come from a book by Alain 
Duhamel, a distinguished writer who 
believes France has talked itself into a 
blue funk for no justifiable reason except 
high unemployment In Les Pears 
Francises {French Fears), M Duhamel 
spends 275 pages listing and then 
exorcising the demons obsessing the 
populace, or at least their chattering 
classes. France, he concludes, is blessed 
with immense strength and good for¬ 
tune: it is “the nation state par excel¬ 
lence", destined for a great future if only 
(he people will wake up and realise iL M 
Duhamel’s message may do the trick. 
His book is now nearing (he top of the 
charts. 


T he mystery is that Mr Lamonfs 
colleagues are lining up to take 
his place. The Chancellor has 
the worst job in government 
He is credited with nothing and blamed 
for everything. He must put on two 
stones in weight and lose two stones in 
reputation. He is at the mercy of the 
most dangerous officials. “Rolls-Royce 
minds” who “never see a joke except by 
appointment”. 

British political memoirs are full of the 
excitement of the Foreign Office, the 
thrifl of Defence, the blade humour of 
Northern Ireland, the achievement of a 
new pensions structure or new hospital 
regime or new university reform. The 
Treasury is the department of exhaus¬ 
tion and frustration. The one satisfac¬ 
tion Chancellors ever cite is that they 
have found ever more ingenious ways of 
giving bad news. But nothing is bleaker 
than to be beset by professionals secure 
in their jobs and demanding more 
resources when they get something 
wrong. 

If there must be a government 
economist I say give the job to 
Ormerod. or subcontract h to the Met 
Office. They understand humility. 


Dietrich’s duellists 


NINE months after her death, the 
battle of Marlene Dietrich’s biog¬ 
raphers shows no sign of abating. 
Last year two authors — Donald 
Spoto and Maria Riva, Dietrich's 
daughter — engaged in a head¬ 
line-grabbing fight to reveal every 
aspect of the film stars long and 
exotic life. 

Next month should see a third 
enter the biographical battle¬ 
ground in the shape of the 
Yorkshire-based author David 
Bret, whose previous subjects 
include Maurice Chevalier, for 
which Dietrich wrote a foreword, 
and Edith Piaf. A third, that is, if 
Bret escapes the legal minefield he 
has written himself into. He has 
just received a letter from Riva's 
solicitors demanding transcripts of 
tape recordings that Bret made of 
his telephone conversations with 
Dietrich and details of the photo¬ 
graphs Dietrich gave Bret Copy¬ 
right in the conversations, the 
letter says, belongs to Dietrich’s 
estate and any “unauthorised re¬ 
production [isi actionable”, like¬ 
wise, “letters and other documents 
written by Miss Dietrich ... may 
not be reproduced in any form 
without the Estate's consent". An 
injunction is promised if Bret does 


not send the material by Friday. 

Bret who first met Dietrich in 
1974. taped every telephone call 
he had with the star but says he 
has no intention of publishing the 
transcripts of their conversations 
or the text of the letters she sent 
him. “Because I am not printing 
them they have no right to object 
to the book.” 

His solicitors have written back 
refusing to comply. He believes 
Riva's demand is “an act of spile. 
She feels that nobody else should 
have anything of Marlene’s.” But, 
he addk his rival is worrying 
unduly. “Maria Riva is worried 
that I will sully her reputation, but 
I have no intention of sullying her 
name more than she has done 
with her Own book.” 

• While Clare Short and Chris 
Smith announced Labour's plan 
to double-glaze the nation on 
Monday, Lord Healey was busy on 
weightier matters. Namely, why 
has Labour spent so long in the 
political wilderness? Presenting 
this years Duff Cooper Prize to his 
friend Peter Hennessy for Never 
Again, an analysis of the 1945-51 
Attlee government . he said that 
Attlee's administration "fulfilled 



the whole Labour party pro¬ 
gramme". Ever since. Labour has 
been searching for a new agenda, 
he says. “Research is still contin¬ 
uing. but mark my words, it will 
succeed."

Biter bit 

LORD Campbell of Cray’s vigor¬ 
ous campaign against the High¬ 
land midge, first recorded in the 
Diary last November, is fairly 
buzzing. Tomorrow be tables a 
question in the Lords asking the 
government, in the light of infer- 
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mafion received, “whether they 
are giving further consideration to 
the useful service which could be 
provided by red mites in reducing 
the numbers of midges?” 

November’s question, which 
asked die government to encour¬ 
age the introduction and distribu¬ 
tion of die mite, led to a lively 
debate, with Lord Fraser of 
Carmyitie noting that (he “red 
mite is proving a mite elusive”. But 
it also led to Campbell receiving 
an enthusiastic letter from Dr 
Anne Baker, an entymologist at 
the Natural History Museum, 
confirming the red mite exists. 

Campbell now has a “rather dis¬ 
gusting” photograph of a red mite 
killing a midge. “Now I hope that 
the government will back re¬ 
search. Anyone who has been to 
the Highlands will know how 
painful the midge can be. We do 
not want to wipe out the midge, 
just to reduce its numbers." Small 
comfort if you're a midge.

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WOLF AT THE DOOR 

Europe wants to agree a trade deal but it may be too late

' S ^ °*jpinal]y supposed to have ended, 
final deadlines have come and gon£ 
eleventh hours have ticked away, and IaS 
caches have fallen, with tittle perceptible 
effect on the world economy and none at all 
on the standing of the world leaders who 
solemnly promised at one international 
sjpmit after another to make a deal on the 
General Agreement on Tarife and Trade. 

Af ter this long histoty of false alarms, it is 
perhaps nor surprising that American and 
European politicians have become increas¬ 
ingly cavalier in their attitude to trade 
relations, taking ever bigger risks with the 
future of Gait for die sake of easy populist 
payons. it seems to have been everywhere 
I forgotten that the boy who cried wolf was 
eventually eaten. 

The Clinton administration’s first few 
days in office suggest that, at just the time 
that Europe has begun to adopt a more 
responsible attitude to the world's economic 
well-being, American politicians are becom¬ 
ing more reckless than ever before. The 
trans-Atlantic economic provocation 
reached a new climax on Monday with the 
administration’s threat to freeze European 
companies our of American government 
contracts, in retaliation against a new 
Utilities Directive from Brussels, which will 
give European companies preference in 
bidding for certain government contracts. 

Although the EC directive does discrimi¬ 
nate in favour of European companies, it 
does so in areas not covered by Gatt and in 
which protectionism is rife in America. The 
Utilities Directive will reduce the amount of 
protection enjoyed by companies that had 
been favoured for decades as “national 
champions” by individual governments in 
Europe. It w01 increase the competitive 
opportunities available to European subsid¬ 
iaries of multinational companies that are 
ultimately American-owned. 

In this case, therefore, Europe was broadly 
on the side of the angels, while the American 
sabre-rattling ha s been irrational and un¬ 
justified. This makes it all the more 
encouraging that European trade ministers, 
meeting yesterday in Brussels, refused to rise 
to the American provocation. 

In an unusual display of common sense 
and self-restraint, the EC pointedly re¬ 
frained from threatening counter-retali¬ 
ation. “I understand the temptation to flex 
one’s musdes if one is new and playing to a 
domestic audience, but the solution for us is 
not to go down dial road ourselves,” Sir 
Leon Brittan. the EC commissioner in 
charge of trade negotiations, declared. For 
Europe to retaliate against American threats 
of trade sanctions would be disastrous, 
however provocative and irrational the . 


threats from Washington might appear. For 
tile first time since 1945, America’s ideolog¬ 
ical commitment to free trade cannot be 
taken for granted. This makes completion of 
the Uruguay Round more urgent than ever. 
With every week that goes by. President 
Clinton is likely to submit to more protec¬ 
tionist pressures and the chances of reaching 
any kind of trade agreement will fade. 

It may be too'late already. The latest 
d eadlin e for a Gatt deal, the expiry of the 
American president’s negotiating mandate 
from Congress on March 2, has already 
been effectively missed, as Arthur Dunkel, 
director general of Gatt. said in Davos last 
Friday. With the special interest lobbies in 
Washington openly celebrating President 
Clinton’s election, there is a serious risk that 
America will use the expiry of the March 
d e a dlin e to drag out for many more months 
the negotiations on the Uruguay Round. 
Washington could try to reopen the draft 
agreement painstakingly put together by Mr 
Dunkel and reluctantly accepted by all 108 
member countries as a fair basis for a final 
deal. That would inevitably lead to the 
gradual unravelling of the Uruguay Round 
and would probably accelerate the world's 
drift towards protectionist trade blocs and tit- 
fbr-tat retaliation between Europe, America 
and Japan. 

The best, and perhaps the only, hope for 
the Uruguay round would now be for 
President Clinton to seek a short extension of 
his negotiating mandate for up to three 
months, with no strings attached by Con¬ 
gress. A year's extension would be trouble. A 
“generous” Congressional agreement for a 
two-year extension, would almost certainly 
kfll the round. The free traders within the 
Clinton administration are most likely to 
prevail and persuade the president to seek a 
clean three-month extension of his negotiat¬ 
ing mandate if the trade issue is kept out of 
the headlines in Washington and if America 
is not subjected to overt pressure from 
outside. 

Fortunately. Europe’s new trade nego¬ 
tiators appear to recognise that name-calling 
across the Atlantic would now be counter¬ 
productive. Having missed the chance to 
dincb a Gatt deal with the less protectionist 
Bush Admininstration, Europe must realise 
that it will now have to make more 
concessions, not fewer, in order to maintain 
an orderly system of world trade. And with 
each month that goes by. the sacrifices 
demanded from European industry by 
Washingotn are likely to grow, rather than 
dominish. In this sense, the ECs measured 
reaction to the Clinton administration’s 
protectionist rhetoric augurs well for Euro¬ 
pean trade policy undo: the new leadership 
of Sir Leon Brittan. The tragedy is that the 
more constructive attitude in Brussels may 
have come too late. The wolf, in the guise of 
President Clinton, may already he at the 
door. 


IN HARD LABOUR

Labour could be making gains in edu¬ 
cation. The national curriaflura needs to be 
pared down radically to enable schools to 
develop genuine specialisations. The school 
day should be lengthened. Schools could be 
given special funding if they have a 
disproportionate number of deprived pupils. 
Opted-out schools could be given incentives 
to cater for special needs. Here is a real 
chance for Mrs Taylor, one that die shows 
no sign of seizing. John Patten, her opposite 
number, is a lucky man. 

In other areas Labour looks better. David 
Blunkett, shadow health secretaiy, has 
ditched his predecessor's promises to abolish 
many of the health service reforms and 
restore “underfunding" in the NHS. Mr 
Blunkett said recently that the party should 
not have any “hang-ups” about die use of a 
market in health. He will preserve the trust 
hospitals. 

Mr Blair himself, as shadow home 
secretary, has said crime cannot be excused 

simply by blaming society's ills; individuals 
have to take responsibility for their actions. 
On Monday John Prescott called for more 
private capital to be attracted into the rail 
industry. Richard Cabom, Labour chair¬ 
man of the trade and industiy select 
committee, recently resisted opposition from 
the National Union of Mineworkers by 
endorsing changes in working practices in 
the committee’s report on coal 

But despite the government’s difficulties. 
Labour is still only just ahead in the polls. 
John Smith is heading a movement of 
discreet murmurs not clarion calls. The 
biggest danger for Labour still lies in the 
complacent belief that. the. government’s 
incompetence will automatically hand office 
to the Opposition. One look at voting 
naxterns in the last election and the 
boundary changes before the next shows 
rha: this cannot be so. Unless Labour 
reforms its internal structures, its philosophy 
and its policies, the British people are 
unlikely to trust it with power. 

Mr Smith has not yet shown that he 
understands the full necessity for these 
changes. Given the natural opposition 
within the party for a radical overhaul, not 
least from die trade unions, reform can take 
place onty if he leads it Neil Kinnock. for all 
his flaws, understood this. Mr Smith seems 
to believe that if only his troops will keep 
ouiet and let him attack the prime minister 
in Parliament, all will be well.

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Government seen 
as tool of Brussels

Sir. 1 suspect that the conclusions of a 
newly published report from the 
Hansard Society for Parliamentary 
Government (of which 1 am a council 
member) will be profoundly disturb¬ 
ing to many people in the UK. 

The report analyses the mechanics 
Of EC legislation, concentrating 
particularly on the powers of the 
Counci] and Commission of the Com¬ 
munity to make regulations and issue 
directives, remarking that the former, 
which can dramahcaDy change national 
legislation, do not require national enact¬ 
ment but are automatically part of a 
member state's Imp. The direct effect o( this 
type of legislation is not fully appreciated 
even now. nearly 20 year: after we joined 
the Community. 

With regard to the latter, the report 
points out that 

a directive may have a direct effect in 
certain circumstances, even though it has 
not even been implemented into national 
law. 

The report's conclusion from these 
and similar findings is that 
as hr as EC legislation is concerned the 
government alone has the freedom to act. 
In conjunction with the governments of 
other member states, without the necessity 
to subject European legislation hr par¬ 
liamentary approval, scrutiny or con¬ 
sultation. In short, the executive itself, in 
agreement with other member «a*w<s 
assumes the normal constitutional function 
and powers of the parliament. It is the 
inescapable consequence that parliament, 
strictly speaking, has no role to play in the 
Community's legislative process, except 
where marginal discretion is left in the 
implementation of directives. 

Fully understood, this is surely a 
shattering statement Not onty has the 
sovereignty of the United Kingdom 
been submerged within a greater 
entity — the EC — but the delicate 
balance of power between MPs and 
the executive is being significantly 
tilted in favour of the latter by virtue of 
its role as a tool of Brussels. 

It seems that our elected repre¬ 
sentatives at Westminster are deter¬ 
mined to ignore mounting evidence 
of their own impending redundancy.

Sir, May I add to your “Focus on 
Pharmaceuticals" articles (January 
26) a small item of information which 
appears to me to make a considerable 
difference to the arguments about the 
government’s proposed extension of 
the system limiting doctors in the 
drugs they can prescribe? 

The use of modem medicines has 
generated real savings in the overall 
costs of treatment The additional 
direct costs of drugs have been more 
than outweighed by the reduction in 
costs of in-jpatient hospital care: for 
rheumatoid arthritis alone this reduc¬ 
tion was £39 million' in 1991. 

It therefore seems disingenuous for 
government ministers to talk of the 
increasing burden of drug charges 
without mentioning die .savings 
which these charges have indirectly 
produced.

Church disestablishment debated 


From the Reverend Dr Colin Morris 

Sir. The Archbishop of York has 
called for a sensible debate on 
disestablishment (letter, January 30). 
Those erf us who greatly respect the 
Anglkan Church and owe it my di 
should try to speak the truth in love, in 
that Spirit a possible response to the 
Archbishop of York’s arguments for 
continuing establishment might run 
as follows: 

1. Our nation would “no longer be 
paying even tip service to those 
Christian beliefs and values on which 
so much of its history have been 
based" 

Paying lip service to Christian 
beliefs is not an acceptable half-way 
bouse to foil Christian commitment: it 
is one of the major stumbling blocks 
in the way of it. 

2. Beyond the ranks of regular 
Anglicans “there are millions who 
instinctively regard the Church of 
England as ‘our* church, and who 
seek its ministry..." 

According to the strict letter of its 
rules “our" church denies Christian 
believers and others unconfirmed by 
bishops access to the Lord’s table, the 
central act of Christian worship. And 
the growing army of the divorced who 
seek its ministry in remarriage must 
be turned away. One respects without 
endorsing the C of E’s integrity in 
imposing such restrictions but they 
are not easily reconciled with toe 
daim that it is everybody's church. 

3. “For the most part members of 
other ... churches ... are not in 
favour of disestablishment On toe 
contrary... their leaders often see the 
feet of establishment as enabling toe 
Church of England to be in toe 
vanguard of action with them.. 

That may be the dominant attitude 
in the formal pfumenirai aides 
within which the archbishop moves, 
but I suspect that many more Chris- - 
bans looking to toe Anglican Church 
for leadership observe a giant in 
chains, thrashing around trying to 
reconcile toe irreconcilable — secular 
power wito the ethics of the cross. 

4. The problem of “reserving a 
number of seats in toe Lords for 
church leaders from a broad range of 
denominations". 

That is a problem onty for those 
wedded to the Establishment I 
believe the bishops in the House of 


Lords do a splendid job because they 
are able and dedicated Christians not 
because of some mystical rapport wito 
toe unchurched masses. Outstanding 
religious personalities can be ap¬ 
pointed to toe Upper House strictly on 
merit Thai is assuming, of course, 
membership of the Upper House is an 
indispensable condition for toe 
spread of true religion in our land. In 
any case, there are many devout 
laymen and laywomen in the House 
of Lords who will see to it that 
Christian and other religious voices 
do not go unheard. 

The Archbishop of York recently 
argued cogently for a re-examination 
of the coronation oath in the light of 
contemporary Britain's multi-faith 
composition (report January 25). I 
should have thought his arguments 
apply equally to toe issue of establish¬ 
ment

In fact 
their call is likely to be an attempt to 
facilitate toe royal family's multi-faith 
interests: it is widely believed that toe 
Queen has rejected protests that her 
involvement in multi-faith worship is 
inconsistent with the present oath. 

This is a serious matter. However, 
the revision of toe oath could be even 
more serious. If it merely acknowl¬ 
edges the importance of other Chris¬ 
tian denominations and toe rights 
and freedoms of citizens of other 
faiths, well and good. But if the 
revision goes further and weakens the 
Sovereign’s explicit commitment to 
uphold biblical, reformed Christianity 
many of us could no longer accept the 
royal supremacy within the Church of 
England.

Future of BF1 

From the Chairman of the 
British Film Institute 
Sir. As toe newly appointed chairman 
of the BFI I am writing to correct 
some of the misapprehensions in 
Geoff Brown’s article. “Keep your 
eyes on the screen" (January 25). 

It is perfectly proper and wise for 
the BFI to seek to re-strrnulate British 
film production. As a practising film 
maker myself, I know too weD the 
difficulties we face: when I was 
struggling to finance The Last Em¬ 
peror, in 1986. toe lack of domestic 
support for such ambitious, indepen¬ 
dent films was deafening. When the 
filmwas a success at toe box office and 
at the Oscars, it was then hailed as a 
triumph for Britain. 

We have toe lowest level of film¬ 
making support from government of 
any country within the EG There has 
been a “talent drain’’ into toe Ameri¬ 
can cinema. Now that a change of 
heart within British government is in 
toe offing the BFI has quite rightly 
taken up the role of honest broker, 
wito an eye to our future film inheri¬ 
tance. In this role it expends less than 
1 per cent of its budget or its time. 

National Film Theatre audiences 
have fallen recently. This is partly a 
side effect of recession. Bui it is also an 


ironic tribute to the success of toe 
institute in galvanising film culture 
over the years. London and the 
regions now boast a real diversity of 
repertory cinema, and in the shape of 
Channel 4 Britain can be proud of 
one of the most “filmic” broadcasters 
in Europe. 

Both compete wito the NFT. But 
neither would exist without the film 
literary, toe archival work and the 
programming skills which the BFI 
-has nurtured over 30 years. 

On the cultural front, our world of 
“moving pictures" is growing expo¬ 
nentially in volume, and this requires 
us to make hard choices about 
priorities. On the financial and 
administrative front the institute has 
this year seen its grant frozen and the 
short-term consequence is inevitably 
painful and demoralising. 

The two issues should not be 
confused: toe cost of our new MA 
course places is 75 per cent financed 
by non-BFI funding and there is 
simply no question, as your article 
implies, of film conservation being 
sacrificed on its behalf.

Iran’s refusal to 
withdraw ‘fatwa’ 

From Ms Frances D'Sousa 
and others 

Sir, Supporters of Salman Rushdie 
axe unsurprised and far from “dis¬ 
mayed” by President Rafeanjani’s 
unhelpful stance regarding toe fatwa. 
His statement (report February 1) is 
dearly a response to toe increasing 
pressure from Western governments 
on the government of Iran to with¬ 
draw the fatwa and cancel the bounty 
on Salman Rushdie’s life. 

Following meetings wito Mr 
Rushdie and his defence committee, 
the German Bundestag passed an all- 
party resolution on December 10, 
1992. which holds Iran responsible 
for the safety of the author toe 
Canadian government committed it¬ 
self on December 12 to supporting a 
resolution at the United Nations to 
bring toe government of Iran before 
toe International Court of Justice, and 
to take further “appropriate mea¬ 
sures” against Iran in the event of any 
harm coming to anyone as a result of 
the fatwa. The governments of Scan¬ 
dinavia and toe Nordic countries 
have expressed support for these 
resolutions. 

The statement which you quote 
from Western sources in Iran thar 
“senior officials in toe Foreign Office 
in London had been angered at the 
repercussions of Mr Rushdie's adop¬ 
tion of a high public profile" is 
completely without foundation, in¬ 
deed. Mr Rushdie’s visits abroad have 
been endorsed by the Foreign Office 
and during these visits he has been 
received by British ambassadors on 
three occasions. 

We regard it as vital to expose the 
illegality of die threat of murder by the 
government of one country against 
toe citizen of another, and to focus 
attention on the Iranian govern¬ 
ment’s consistent abuse of inter¬ 
national human rights standards 
within its own country.

Egypt seeks aid over historic 
sites under threat from canal 

By Norman Hammond, archaeology correspondent 


Luncheon 


THE Egyptian government 
has launched an international 
appeal for help in excavating 
more than 40 archaeological 
sites in northern Sinai. The 
sites are threatened by the 
Peace Canal, a big irrigation 
project and by the associated 
agricultural and urban 
developments. 

Among the sites, the Egyp¬ 
tian Antiquities Organisation 
(EAO) said, are a_ pharaonic 
fortified town at Tdl Hebua, 
dating to the Hyksos and New 
Kingdom periods and with 
occupation continuing 
through Persian times and the 
Roman Empire to the Byzan¬ 
tine age. 

The dty of ancient Pelusium 
indudes a temple, church, 
amphitheatre, fort and baths 
in its remains, which date 
from the Greek to the Islamic 
periods. 

Egypt is seeking joint ven¬ 
tures for several of the sites, 
and allowing foreign teams to 
mount independent expedi¬ 
tions to others. “The greatest 
danger and most urgent 
schedule involves the sites in 
the area bordered by the 
Mediterranean, the Suez Ca¬ 
nal. and the old Pdusiac 
branch of the Nile," the organ¬ 


isation said. Pelusium ties at 
the eastern end of this trian¬ 
gle, which also indudes the 
Classical settlement at Tefl el- 
Fadda where the EAO is 
already at work, and the 
Roman fort at Tdl d-Louli 
where it is seeking a joint 
venture. 

Individual experts in fields 
including burial, ceramics, ar¬ 
chitecture and Bronze Age 
metallurgy are also being 
soughL 

Ibis westem“Tinah” sector 
of the huge Peace Canal 
project wifl be crossed by three 
big canals draining into the 
Suez Canal, and by numerous 
smaller channels at right an¬ 
gles to them, one of which will 
destroy the TeD el-Fadda she. 
The five phases of the archaeo¬ 
logical salvage operation, 
which will last until the end of 
1995, match the progression 
of tiie development plan. 

Some sites are also threat¬ 
ened by the widening of the 
Suez Canal along its eastern 
shore: many are also likely to 
have been damaged by Israel's 
construction of its Bar-Lev line 
fortifications between 1967 
and the Yom Kippur war in 
1973. . 

Israel has recently agreed to 


return archaeological material 
taken from the Sinai region 
during its occupation. Excava¬ 
tions were carried out until 
1982 in an area which Profes¬ 
sor Efiezer Oren of Ben- 
Gtzrion University says was 
“terra incognita". 

He identified 1.300 ancient 
sites, some of them dating to 
the Middle Palaeolithic 
100.000 years ago, others 
from the Nabataean, Roman 
and Islamic periods. 

The resean± has yielded “a 
dear picture of the dose eco¬ 
nomic and cultural contacts 
between the peoples of Egypt 
and whai is now Israel”, 
Professor Orem said. 

Study of the finds is pro¬ 
gressing, but tiie Israelis want 
another two years to complete 
their work before returning 
tiie material to the EAO. 
Whether it will be published in 
Israel or jointly with the 
Egyptians, remains to be 
decided.

SIR MICHAEL BLUNDELL 


BERNARD BRADEN 


Set Midtael Blundell. KBE, 
Kenyan farmer, pre-independence 
minister 0 f agriculture and leader 
of the New Kenya Group, 1959 - 
63, died on February l aged 85. 
He was born in England on Aoril 
7.1907. ^ 

CRIES of "Judas", were shouted at 
Michael Blundell by one group of 
bitter white settlers when he returned 
to Nairobi in February i960, from a 
conference in London to draft plans for 
Kenya’s independence, and thirty 
pieces of silver were Thrown contemp¬ 
tuously at his feet On another occasion 
diehard white settlers pelted him with 
eggs and tomatoes amid cries of 
“traitor and "scuttler. 

The bitterness of such receptions 
indicate the depth of resentment felt at 
the time by some of Kenya’s mote 
reactionary whites at the prospect of 
African majority rule and Blundell’s 
rale in bringing it abouL He played a 
leading pan in Kenya’s transition from 
colony to setf-gavemmem between 
1946 and 1962 and it was largely due 
to his imaginative, resilient and coura¬ 
geous leadership that a substantial 
portion of the European farming and 
business community was persuaded to 
come to terms with African national¬ 
ism early and amicably enough to 
enable them to continue to live in 
Kenya and contribute to its economic 
development after it became indepen¬ 
dent. 

Blundell's derision and that of his 
New Kenya Group, in spire of their 
reservations, to agree to cooperate in 
Iain Macleod's constitutional arrange¬ 
ments in 1960 was an act of vision 
which required a great deal of courage. 
Having started out believing that a 
multi-radal political system might be 
possible. Blundell had eventually come 
to accept, by the time of his retirement 
from the political fray in 1962, that 
Kenya would become an African state 
and that there would be no place for a 
separate community of European 
farmers. 

FoDowing years in which successive 
British governments had encouraged 
white settlers to emigrate to Kenya, he 
was one of the first who recognised and 
accepted that it would no longer be a 
"European” country. His reaction was 
not to desert or seek racial sanctuary in 
Rhodesia or South Africa, but to bend 
his energies and talents to helping 
build the new Kenyan society. For 
many of the Europeans in Kenya, the 
first shock of realisation of what had 
happened was proof that Blundell had 
betrayed them. His family suffered 
ostracism and obloquy. Yet a few years 
after independence, there could not be 
many people who failed to recognise 
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that Blundell's response to the changed 
situation had been realistic and right 
He tried later, without modi notice¬ 
able success, to persuade the white 
population of Rhodesia to follow the 
example of the white settlers in Kenya. 

Michael Blundell was die third son 
of a well-known London lawyer. He 
was educated at Wellington and 
seemed destined for Oxford and the 
Bar. At the age of 18. however, he 
chose instead what was in 1925 the 
considerably more adventurous and 
less predictable life of a Kenya fanner 
on £7 a month phis board and lodging. 
His surprised father gave him £100 
and a shotgun. 

The war in East Africa and South 
East Asia provided him with opportu¬ 
nities and experiences which be used 
with striking success. He served 
throughout the Abyssinian campaign 
and later in South-East Asia, rising 
from infantry sergeant to frill colonel of 
die Royal Engineers. He emerged 
from foe forces in 1946 with a 
considerable reputation for effective 


and sympathetic leadership, and die 
beginnings of a genuine understand¬ 
ing of African grievances and 
aspirations. 

With his wax gratuities he bought 
himself a 1-250 acre form in the 
Subukia Hills. He pursued wide 
forming interests including die grow¬ 
ing of asparagus, becoming the largest 
producer in East Africa. 

His great love of Kenya and his 
awareness of the very difficult prob¬ 
lems that lay ahead for all races led him 
to enter politics two years later. He 
entered the Kenyan Legislative Coun¬ 
cil as a member for Rift Valley which 
he represented for ten years and with 
such success that he was chosen as 
leader of the European elected mem¬ 
bers in 1952. 

BhzndeO was a tall burly man with 
an engaging sense of humour. Always 
an ebullient and persuasive talker, he 
slowly and painfully became an excel¬ 
lent speaker in debate and at public 
meetings. Initially he reflected average 
setrier opinions: the maintenance of 


white leadership; resentment of the 
Colonial Office and the need to 
preserve the sanctity of the White 
Highlands. 

But the Mau Man emergency in 
which Blundell played a distinguished 
part as a member of the emergency 
war council greatly influenced his 
thinking and led him to a dear 
conviction that die pace of political and 
economic change in Kenya had to be 
accelerated With several colleagues he 
attempted to move forward towards 
inter-rad al politics and the removal of 
the colour bar. When in 1954 1,500 
settlers marched threaieningty on Gov¬ 
ernment House after the murder of a 
settler family, it was Blundell who 
confronted them and calmed them 
down. He was made minister of 
agriculture in 1955. a post which, 
apart from a brief interregnum in 
1959-61, he held until his retirement 
from politics in 1962. 

Itwas as minister of agriculture that 
Michael Blundell was a: his best, and 
contributed most of lasting value to the 
calling and the country to which he 
was so strongly drawn. His own 
practical knowledge of mixed forming, 
and his ability to get the best out of his 
staff of agricultural and veterinary 
officers, had an impact on customary 
concepts of land tenure and the use of 
management of land which revitalised 
fanning in Kenya at a crucial stage. 

In 1959 he resigned his agriculture 
portfolio to assume the leadership of a 
moderate multi-radal group of elected 
members of the legislature committed 
to the acceptance of African majority 
rule. As architect and leader of the 
multi-radal New Kenya Group from 
1959 to 1963 BhinddI had to call on 
all his resources of strength of charac¬ 
ter, courage and good humour to cope 
with the pressures and protestations of 
his own constituents on the one hand, 
and of the emerging African national¬ 
ists and of successive British govern¬ 
ments of both parties on the other. 

After the Lancaster House confer¬ 
ence in 1962. Blundell retired from 
active politics and was honoured with a 
knighthood- He returned to his beauti¬ 
ful form and house at Sebukia in the 
highlands near Nakuru and concen¬ 
trated on improving his stock and his 
crops and the living conditions of his 
African employees. Here, too, he was 
able to indulge his lifelong love of 
music and singing, and to nurture and 
extend his collection of 18tii century 
English porcelain. He was a director of 
several East African business enter¬ 
prises. His autobiography. So Rough a 
Wind, was published in 1964. 

He married Geraldine Roberts in 
1946. who died in 1983. He is 
survived by their daughter. 


PROFESSOR GEOFF BROWN 


Geoff Brown, Professor 
of Earth Sciences ar the 
Open University and 
pioneer of gravimetric 
measurements for 
predicting volcanic 
eruptions, died in the 
crater of the Colombian 
volcano Galeras on 
January 14 aged 47. He 
was bora on March 11. 

1945. 

GEOFF Brown died while 
putting to the test his own 
technique for measuring the 
mood of a volcano. Together 
with other specialists he was 
visiting Gal eras, the most 
active volcano in Colombia, to 


help establish a monitoring 
programme designed to pro¬ 
vide early warning of erup¬ 
tions to people living in the 
nearby town of Paste. 

When the volcano erupted. 
Brown was inside the crater, 
and stood little chance. Alleast

not lead to increased funding 
because the OU was not 
supported by the council In¬ 
stead he sought support from 
the OU and outside sources, 
raising enough to build the 
new Wcdfson Earth Science 
Laboratories, the first specifi¬ 
cally for research purposes on 
the OU campus, which were 
recently opened by the Secre¬ 
tary of State for the Environ¬ 
ment.

With Alan Mussett he 
wrote a text on geophysics and 
geochemistry (The Inaccessi¬ 
ble Earth) and with Richard 
Thorpe another on The Field 
Description of Igneous Rocks. 
In 1986 he presented the 
results of his volcano monitor¬ 
ing research on a Horizon 
programme. The Magma 
Chamber. 

This work, unique in the 
UK, attracted considerable 
international interest and es¬ 
tablished the OU as a oentre of 1 
world importance in volcanic 
research. Brown's speciality’, 
was the use of sensitive gravity 
meters to detect minute I 
changes in the density of the 1 
ground beneath the volcano, 
such as might be caused by the 
movements of molten rock 
and gas in the period before 
an eraption. 

The method showed great 
promise and, working at 
Mount Etna, Brown and his 
colleague Hazel Rymer had 
shown that small changes in 
density can indeed be detected 
before and during eruptions, 
and can provide information 
not available from seismic 
data or measurements of sur¬ 
face distortion. 

He was a man of boundless 
and infectious enthusiasm. He 
himself contributed to more 
than 70 research papers, su¬ 
pervised 12 PhD students, 
and headed a department 
responsible for the training of 
the equivalent of 1.000 full¬ 
time students. Yet he always 
had an eye for smaller details. 

He leaves a wife. Evelyn, a 
geologist and staff tutor in 
science -al (he OlTs Notting¬ 
ham regional office; and three 
grown-up daughters. 


Bernard Blades. 
Canadian-born actor and 
broadcaster, died 
yesterday aged 76. He was 
bora in Vancouver on 
May 16.1916. 

LISTING his occupations in 
Who’s Who as “freelance per¬ 
former and dabbler". Bernard 
Braden for many years suc¬ 
cessfully combined several ca¬ 
reers. including West End 
actor, radio comedian and 
television personality', and 
brought to them all a friendly 
personality, warm voice and 
relaxed style 

He win be best remembered 
for pioneering a new type of 
television pro gamine which 
mixed light-hearted com¬ 
ments on the week's events 
with consumer items poking 
fun at bureaucracy and expos¬ 
ing injustices and frauds. He 
introduced the formula on the 
I TV series. On the Braden 
Beat, and later took it to the 
BBC as Braden's Week where 
it launched the television 
career of Esther Rantzen. who 
starred on the show as a 
researcher. She used similar 
ingredients for her own im¬ 
mensely successful and long- 
running series. That's Life. 

By contrast. Braden’s own 
career languished. From 
being one of the best-known 
faces on television be virtually 
disappeared from view. There 
were attempts at a comeback: 
on radio, television and the 
odd excursion on the stage 
But none of these in any sense 
re-established his career. He 
and his glamorous Canadian 
wife, Barbara Kelly — herself 
one of die most popular per¬ 
sonalities on British television 
in her day — were left, in their 
latter years, to experience the 
painful neglect of those audi¬ 
ences (and television execu¬ 
tives! who had once idolised 
them. 

The son of a clergyman 
father and a mother who sang 
and taught music. Braden 
grew up In Vancouver. He 
trained as a singer, making 
his mark as a bey soprano and 
later as a baritone. He success¬ 
fully auditioned for the Metro¬ 
politan Opera in New York 
but hopes of a singing career 
were dashed by a long spell of 
tuberculosis and the realisa¬ 
tion that he was not quite good 
enough. 

When he recovered from the 
Alness, he went into radio. He 
started as an engineer and 
announcer. Later he wrote 
and performed plays. 

He first came to Britain in 
1947. to make a series of radio 
documentaries for the Canadi¬ 
an Broadcasting Corporation 
and write a book about the 
British people. He returned in 



1949 and stayed for good. 

Though he had never acted 
on the stage, he soon secured 
the pan of Mitch in Laurence 
Olivier’s West End production 
of A Streetcar Named Desire . 
He appeared in several other 
West End plays during the 
1950s and 1960s. usually in 
comedy roles, as well as a 
sprinkling of films. In 1950 
he launched his own comedy 
series. Breakfast with Braden, 
on BBC radio. Ir went out on 
Saturday mornings, with 
Pearl Earn Benny Lee and 
Nat Temple. The writers in¬ 
cluded Frank Muir and Denis 
Norden. 

The sequeL Bedtime with 
Braden, featured the same 
cast as well as Braden's wife, 
Barbara Kelly, who went on to 
a successful broadcasting 
career of her own. Slide and 
irreverent the shows made a 
distinctive contribution to a 
rich period of radio comedy. 
By now Braden was emerging 
as a versatile aD-round broad¬ 
caster. He was in the radio 
commentary team for the 
1953 Coronation, while on 
television he presented the first 
schools broadcast a documen¬ 
tary on Canada, and was 
chairman of The Brains Trust. 

His surprise appointment to 
chair The Brains Trust in 
1957 led to the resignation of 
the programme’s best-known 
panellist. Dr Jacob 
Bronowslti. who said that 
Braden would attract the 
wrong kind of audience for a 
serious discussSpn. On the 
Braden Beat (which ran for six 
years during the >J 960s) and 
Braden's Week (which enjoyed 


a four-year ran) confirmed 
their host and creator as one of 
Britain’s most polished tele¬ 
vision performers. But when 
Braden's Weekended in 1972 
he found that he was no 
longer in demand. 

The next few years were 
ones of virtual obscurity for 
him. In 1976 he tried to make 
a comeback with a quiz pro¬ 
gramme. The Sweepstake 
Came, but it was dropped 
after only 13 episodes. Plans 
for a new late-night show for 
Thames Television failed to 
progress beyond the pilot 
Amid these disappointments. 
Braden turned his energies to 
his company. Adanac (his 
native Canada spelt back¬ 
wards) Productions, which ran 
courses for company execu¬ 
tives in public spealdng and 
television technique. 

Eventually he returned to 
radio, presenting Feedback. 
the listeners’ letters pro¬ 
gramme. and in 1986 he was 
seen on the West End stage in 
Shaw’s The Apple Cart with 
Peter O’Toole- In the follow¬ 
ing year he was at last back on 
television, presenting Grana¬ 
da TV’s series about the events 
of 25 years ago. All Our 
Yesterdays. But other perform¬ 
ers had established the pro¬ 
gramme and his participation 
never became a more than 
marginal affair. 

Braden married Barbara 
Kelly in 1942. Theyhadason. 
Christopher, a television direc¬ 
tor. and two daughters, Kelly 
and Kim. As a child actress. 
Kim played the lead in a 
television production of Anne 
of Green Gables. 


DR BRUCE CAMPBELL 


Dr Brace Campbell. OBE. 
ornithologist, anflmrand 
former BBC Natural 
History Unit producer, 
died on January 9 aged 
80. He was born on Jnne 
15,1912. 

BRUCE Campbell’s later suc¬ 
cess as a broadcaster never 
eclipsed his enthusiasm for 
actually observing birds. He 
saw birdwatching primarily as 
a sport rather than a science, 
but his career exemplified the 
transition of die ornithologist 
from amateur to conservation- 
minded scientist during this 
century. His collaboration 
with naturalists at the BBC 
produced such classics as A ni- 
mal Magic and the Look 
series. 

Bom in Southsea. Hamp¬ 
shire, Campbell was educated 
at Winchester where, on his 
days off. he would roam the 
countryside looking for addi¬ 
tions to his collection of nests, 
insects and plants. He was 
converted to a, more sdentic 
approach when the naturalist 
Tom Longaaff came to give 
the boys a lecture- Longstaff 
had just returned from the 
Oxford expedition to Green¬ 
land and was able to describe 
Max Nicholson's pioneering 
observations of breeding pairs 
of birds. Campbell saw for the 


first time that “there is some¬ 
thing you could do with nests 
other than emptying them”. 

After studying forestry at 
Edinburgh University. Camp¬ 
bell accepted a post in the 
education department of 
University College. Cardiff, in 
1939. A conscientious objector 
during the war. he immersed 
himself in a study of the effects 
of industrialisation on local 
birds and gained a PhD from 
Edinburgh. 

He was invited by James 
Fisher to join naturalists on an 
aerial census of grey seal pups 
around British coastlines. The 
exercise was not a scientific 
success but gave Campbell 
some useful contacts and re¬ 
sulted. indirectly, in his ap¬ 
pointment as secretary of the 
British Trust for Ornithology, 
in Oxford in 1948. 

At the BTO he toured the 
country, lecturing to local 
groups of ornithologists, and 
carried our surveys, including 
a classic study of die pied 
flycatcher population. He also 
broadcast regularly, and in 
1959joined the BBC as senior 
producer of the National Hist- 
ory Unit in Bristol collaborat¬ 
ing with naturalists like Peter 
Scott. Together with Johnny 
Moms, he devised the chil¬ 
dren's series, Animal Magic. 

At the end of his three-year 


contract he retired to Oxford¬ 
shire. the nearby Forest of 
Dean providing ample sub¬ 
jects for his research into 
woodland birds. He contin¬ 
ued to broadcast and became 
an advisory editor for The 
Countryman and a nature 
colmnist for the London £ve- 
ning News. He was appointed 
OBE for his work as chairman 
of the Berkshire, Bucking¬ 
hamshire and Oxfordshire 
Naturalists Trust He served 
on many other bodies includ¬ 
ing the RSPB, the British 
Ecological Sodety and the 
National Trust 

Campbell published a num¬ 
ber of books on birdwatching, 
with combined sales of more 
than 500,000 copies. These 
included the authoritative Dic¬ 
tionary of Birds (with Eliza¬ 
beth Lack. 1985) for the BTO 
and his autobiography. Bird¬ 
watcher at Large (1979). 

Despite his commitment 
and professionalism. Camp¬ 
bell never took himself too 
seriously. He once presented a 
local radio programme on the 
natural history of the haggis, 
only reminding listeners ar the 
end that it was being broad¬ 
cast on April l. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Margaret Gibson Hill, whom 
he married in 1938. They had 
two sons and a daughter.

An officer at the front wrires:- 
The damp has got into my pockets. I 
am wet from head to heeL My hands are 
caked in mud: I am wet through, and 
have nowhere a chance to dry myself 
Everything and every pocket is turned, 
and my money is nothing but a lump of 
coloured paper. I have tried to dry foe 
lead penal I am writing with by candle 
light in my dug-out. but it is no use. The 
.water is trickling down the walls and 
gives me a shower bath an the time. My 
breeches are thick with mud. I don’t 
suppose even my mother would recog¬ 
nise me at this minute. I have tried in 
vain to dry my hands. I have blown on 
them and held them round the candle, 
but it is no good. They are inches deep 
in mud. My revolver case has turned 
into putty, and my muffler is more like a 
mudpie than anything else. The paper 1 
am writing on I found round some 
chocolate in my dug-ouL Somehow it 
had kept dry. My watch has stopped at 
5. as the wet and mud have penetrated

it. I have lived on chocolate all day long, 
and I am going into a cellar near here to 
get something to eat whenever I can 
be relieved.

I thought 
we had lost him. as it took 1 ’z hours to 
dig him out. but I am glad to say we 
pulled him round and he is quite fit 
again. Last night 1 fell into a trench full 
of water, and the men kept a little bix 
full of wood burning near me all night 
long and brought me hot tea. They are 
fine and have worked splendidly all the 
time.

British banks deny forcing 
DAF to seek protection

THREE British banks that 
refused to take part in a £100 
million cash injection at 
DAF. the Dutch-owned 
truck maker, last night re¬ 
jected suggestions that they 
had endangered 15,000 
British jobs. 

National Westminster. Bar- 
days and Lloyds, which are 
owed money by DAF. denied 
accusations from the Opposi¬ 
tion and from trade unions 
that they had pulled the plug 
on the company, which yester¬ 
day filed for protection from 
its creditors. 

They would say only that 
they had pledged further 
short-term financial support to 
the business while its future 
was thrashed out 

Banking insiders, however, 
insist that the British banks 
were set up as the villains of 
the affair, and put in an 
untenable position by the com¬ 
pany. by the Dutch and Bel¬ 
gian governments and by 
foreign banks. The company’s 
decision to file for protective 
bankruptcy was taken, they 
say. after foe banks refused to 
put up further cash without a 
dear indication that DAF was 
viable in its present form. 

I DAF said it had readied 
agreement with the two gov¬ 
ernments and most of foe 
banks on restructuring and 
refinancing proposals. “A mi¬ 
nority of foe banks, however, 
fe]t*frat a further investigation 
was;necessary” it said*--.in a 
statement that was seen as 
pointing foe finger of blame at 
foe three British banks. 

DAF owes three biffion guil¬ 
ders. orEl.l billion, less thana 
quarter of it to British banks. 
The biggest lender is ABN 
AMRO, foe Dutch bank and 
leader of . the international 
consortium of banks that has 
for months been trying to put 
together a rescue package 
The company said further 
investigation of the finances 
would have taken time, so the 
banks agreed to co-operate on

short-term funds to keep the 
company going on condition 
that the two governments 
“delivered an equal contribu¬ 
tion”. The Belgian and Dutch 
governments then told DAF 
that further delay was unac¬ 
ceptable, while foe banks 
would not unfreeze the compa¬ 
ny’s credit lines. 

DAF gave its banks an 
ultimatum which the minority 
would not accept. The com¬ 
pany therefore filed for protec¬ 
tion from creditors in the 
Dutch courts, saying that simi¬ 
lar arrangements for Leyiand 
DAF. foe British subsidiary, 
were being considered.

British banking sources, who 
insist that foe last straw was 
the insistence by foe ftvo

Two management consul¬ 
tants. Arthur D little and 
Coopers & Lybrand, are run¬ 
ning their slide-rales over 
DAF and its British subsid¬ 
iary, but their report is not 
expected for another month. 
There has been speculation 
that their conclusions w31 not 
be favourable to foe group's 


continued existence in its 
present form. 

The British banks have tak¬ 
en foe view that no further 
promises of cash can be forth¬ 
coming to a business with so 
uncertain a future. In a state¬ 
ment, Nat West said: “It has 
nor proved possible to puli foe 
relevant governments and 
banks together, and that’s foe 
reason foe deal has fallen 
through.” Barclays said it had 
been supportive of DAF over 
the past year, while a Lloyds 
spokesman said: ’The banks 
haven't pulled foe plug on foe 
company and walked away 
from die table.” 

There is now a question 
mark over the future of the 
British operation, which is 
expected to go into adminis¬ 
trative receivership, the closest 
equivalent in Britain to the 
Dutch procedure. 

Bill Jordan, president of the 
Amalgamated Engineering 
and Electrical Union, said he 
was appalled to leant that jobs 
were under threat at DAF. 
This is almost the tip of foe 
icebeig in terms of foe number

EXTRA charges for terrorism 
cover have raised insurance 
premiums for local authorities 
opting to transfer their exist¬ 
ing insurance policies from 
foe stricken Municipal Mutu¬ 
al Insurance, Britain's ninth 
Largest insurer, to Zurich Re. 

The extra charge, which has 
caught many councils by sur¬ 
prise, could mean a reduction 
in local services in those cases 
where the higher premiums 
push spending budgets over 
foe limit allowed under the 
government’s Standard 
Spending Assessment (SSA). 

Martin Pilgrim, undersec¬ 
retary of finance at the Associ¬ 
ation of Metropolitan Author¬ 
ities, said that "a lot erf councils 
are quite near their cap limits 
and any extra money required 
for insurance will reduce the 
amount of money they have 
available for other services”. 

Mike Hood, audit manager 
at Milton Keynes borough 
council said foe extra costs 
would result in reduced ser¬ 
vices. As a result foe borough 
was looking at the possibility 
of managing terrorism risks 
itself in order to reduce costs, 
be added. Other councils in 
low risk areas are considering 
the option not to insure 
against terrorism. 

Some authorities have no 
choice. Westminster city coun¬ 
cil. with its high-risk property 
portfolio, is one of foe few 
councils to have provided for 
the estimated increase in in¬ 
surance costs. The council has 
set aside £500.000 of its 
budget for the rise in costs. 
Had it been necessary to pass 
cm tiie extra costs to ratepay¬ 
ers, the council estimates that 
in terms of property valuation 
Baud D. the council tax would 
have risen by £5 a person. 

Zurich Re, based in Switzer¬ 
land, is offering councils foe 
chance to transfer existing 
policies as part of its agree¬ 
ment to take over foe bulk of 
MMI’s business after the Brit¬ 
ish insurer’s collapse last year.

STERLING staged an at¬ 
tempt ax recovery yesterday 
but slid back to dose at an¬ 
other record low as dealers 
remained convinced that in¬ 
terest rates will fall again. 

The pound ended at 77.1 
on the Bank of England’s ster¬ 
ling index, against a previous 
all-time low on Monday of 
77.4. Currency dealers raid 
statements from Downing 
Street that foe sterling crisis 
was over were “wishful think¬ 
ing". with investor confidence 
in the pound remaining ex¬ 
tremely negative. 

Mark Clifie at Nomura 
Research, who monitors the 


psychology of Japanese inves¬ 
tors, particularly heavy sellers 
of the pound, said: "Japanese 
investors are aware the devalu¬ 
ation brings long-term bene¬ 
fits, particularly to their direct 
investments in Britain, but in 
the short term there is a sense 
of unease that polity is run¬ 
ning out of controL” 

He said he wouldn't be 
suiprised if sterling were to go 
through a period of being 
blalenfiy undervalued, per¬ 
haps as low as DM2.00. 

Other currency economists 
believe sterling could fall be¬ 
low DM2.30 in foe next few 
months, with most convinced 


the government will initiate 
further cuts in interest rates, at 
Budget time or soon after¬ 
wards. It is this expectation 
that leaves sterling highly 
vulnerable, despite depredat¬ 
ing by more than 4 per cent in 
the past fortnight 

It is notable that no-one in 
the currency markets has seen 
the Bank intervening in sup 1 
part of sterling aver the past 
two days, underiining the 
market’s view of a policy of 
“benign neglect” towards foe 
currency. 

The pound's performance 
was mostly dictated by events 
overseas. It held steady against 


the mark, dosing unchanged 
at DM2.3730, as foe German 
currency was weakened by 
news of a precipitous fall in 
industrial production of 1.8 
per cent in December, after 
dedining by about 2 per cent 
in the previous two months. 

The dollar, however, was 
stronger on a broad front after 
more data underlining eco¬ 
nomic recovery. The US index 
of leading indicators rose 1.9 
per cent in December, the 
fastest rate for nearly ten years. 
Sterling fell to $1.4430 from 
$ 1.4542 at the previous dose.

North America, the EC and Japan's 
Far East zone can all survive the 
worst, thank you very much. Continu¬ 
ation of foe bit-by-bit breakdown of 
open trade would be disastrous for 
South America, Africa and Eastern 
Europe. Bulk exports of steel food 
and other cheap-labour goods are 
much more vital to Brazil and Poland, 
as they were, until recently, to Korea. 

Short of turning international 
banks into permanent welfare agen¬ 
cies, foe EC does not seem to have 
much alternative to importing either 
many more goods or many more 
people from Eastern Europe. Gatt 
negotiations have virtually no bearing 
on this. The dilemma is being 
ignored while the East sorts itself out: 
if pressing problems arise, dumping 
orders can be wheeled out That will 
not do.

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Manufacturers more 
hopeful over 
prospects, CBI says

SMALL manufacturing firms 
are more optimistic about 
prospects over the next four 
months than larger com¬ 
panies, according to survey 
findings from the Confedera¬ 
tion of British Industry. Small¬ 
er companies expea a quicker 
pick-up in demand and a 
more marked slowdown in job 
shedding than manufacturers 
as a whole. 

Using figures from the its 
recently published quarterly 
industrial trends survey, the 
CBI said that among com¬ 
panies with fewer than 200 
employees, those that had 
become more optimistic about 
their general business position 
exceeded those more pessimis¬ 
tic by 17 percentage points. 

This compares with a posi¬ 
tive balance of IJ percentage 
points for all manufacturing 
companies covered in the sur-

vey. In the last quarterly 
survey, in October, there was a 
negative balance of 22 per¬ 
centage points among small 
companies, and one of 23 
percentage points overall. 

The CBPs figures show that 
the rate at which jobs are shed 
by smaller firms is expected to 
slow markedly over the next 
four months, compared with 
industiy as a whole: among 
small companies, the balance 
expecting further job losses is 
minus seven percentage 
points, compared with minus 
21 percentage points among 
manufacturers overall. 

On growth, a positive bal¬ 
ance of 11 percentage points 
among small companies ex¬ 


pects to increase, rather than 
reduce, output over the next 
four months, compared with 
one of two percentage points 
for industry overall. 

Richard Brucdani. chair¬ 
man of the CBI’s smaller firms 
council, said at the council's 
annual dinner: “The reduc¬ 
tions in interest rates are 
welcome, but we are looking to 
the Chancellor to introduce 
further measures in the Bud¬ 
get to help smaller firms." 

Small firms would benefit 
most from lower interest rates. 
Baroness Denton, the small 
firms minister, told the gather¬ 
ing. They were not as likely to 
be as affected as larger ones by 
recession elsewhere.

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Pepe shares delisted in rescue plan

PEPE Group, the troubled 
jeans maker, has had its 
Unlisted Securities Market- 
listed shares cancelled after 
resolutions required to effect 
the group's recent rescue open 
offer and proposed delisting 
were passed at Monday’s ex¬ 
traordinary meeting. 

In December, Pepe stunned 
tiie market when its much- 
delayed results for the year to 
end-March 1992 showed a 
E10.1 million pre-tax loss 
(£2.74 million restated profit}, 
accompanied with a £9.1 mil¬ 
lion rescue open offer, at 5p a 
share, and plans for the de¬ 
listing. 

Only 0.5 per cent of share¬ 
holders, who had been 


warned in the company’s cir¬ 
cular that there was “no cer¬ 
tainty a tumround could be 
achieved”, decided' to accept 
Pepe’s open offer, leaving the 
balance with the underwriters, 
which is led by SML but also 
includes members of the 
founding Shah family. 

SML is a consortium com¬ 
prising of Silas Chou. Pepe's 
chairman, who replaced Anm 
Shah, the founder of the 
group. Maurice Marciano, 
tiie former president of Guess 
Jeans, who is now Pepe's rice- 
chairman and chief executive, 
Laurence Stroll, Pepe’s chief 
executive, who is a director of 
Tommy HMger. tbe Ameri¬ 
can clothing group, and Nov¬ 


el, a Hong Kong textile com¬ 
pany that bought a 29.6 per 
cent stake in Pepe last March. 
Mr Shah remains a Pepe 
director. 

Pepe, which employs 800 
people worldwide and is un¬ 
derstood to have had debts of 
about £30 million, said that afl 
conditions, including the pro¬ 
vision of new banking facili¬ 
ties. have also been satisfied, 
allowing the recapitalisation 
to be successfully completed. 

Pepe's rescue followed an 
ill-timed and badly managed 
international expansion, after 
becoming tiie leading UK 
jeans brand behind Levi's in 
the late eighties. - 

Andrew Davidson, a non¬ 


executive director at Pepe, 
admitted that the group's 
future survival contains an 
eTement of risk, but he stressed 
that tepe intends to “get back 
on its feet”, with longer-term 
plans to either relist tiie com¬ 
pany or sell it “It’s obviously a 
big incentive. It may turn out 
to be a marvellous success, or it 
may tom out to be something 
else." he said. 

A spokesman for Pepe’s 
merchant bankers said: “Po¬ 
tentially the returns are high, 
but the risks are there as weiL” 

Pepe's shares, which 
touched a high of 106p last 
year, last traded at 6p. against 
9p at the time of the open 
offer.

S ince the settlement of Virgin 
Atlantic's libel action against 
British Airway hundreds of 
coUimn inches have been de¬ 
votee to civil aviation in Britain. Strong

rq>rehensible nature of BA’s "dirty 
tricks'; Lord King has apologised on

aro Branson has threatened to 
taJte his crusade against BA further 
This week's BA board meeting is 
expected to see Lord King announcing 
his eariv departure and David Bum- 
* side, his communications director, also 
\ leaving. How regrettable it is that 
hardly any thought has been given to 
ways in which competition among 
British airlines can be generated and. 
in the process, how passengers' inter¬ 
ests can best be served. 

It is not enough that British Airways 
should draw up a code of conduct for its 
employees: that should, in conscience, 
have been in existence long ago. Nor 
wiD the threat of further action by 
Virgin against BA. aimed at under¬ 
mining the proposed link with US Air. 
help Mr Branson, though it may 
damage “the world's favourite ah-ime". 

More radical measures will be 
needed if all British airlines are to 
prosper. Although, undetstandabty, 
the transport secretary has kept a low 
profile these past few weeks, John 
b MacGregor wiD be required to play a 
prominent role, together with die 
European Commission, if the UK is to 
benefit from the disagreeable episode. 

At the heart of the matter lies the fact 
that if we are to maintain a viable 
second-force airline policy, indepen¬ 
dent carriers such as Virgin. British 
Midland and Air UK must be given 
the opportunity to operate from Heath¬ 
row. That in no way plays down the im¬ 
portance of Gatwick and Stansted. but 
the type of traffic they are likely to at¬ 
tract is outside the mainstream of the 
services that customers want Perhaps 
irrationally, more people seem prepar¬ 
ed to accept Heathrow's crowded 
conditions than face longer journeys to 
Gatwick and Stansted, the latter a 
haven of peace by comparison. 

How. then, can we ensure smaller 
airlines have the opporrunify to operate 
from Heathrow, when it is well known 
that slots are in short supply? Not by 
grabbing slots from British Airways; 
that, at best, would be substitution 
rather than competition. Not by rely¬ 
ing on the recent inadequate EC regu¬ 
lation. which is so riddled with 
qualifications that it is unlikely to pro¬ 
vide Mr Branson or Sir Michael Bisb- 
op of British Midland with more than 
a handful of extra slots. Only a bold in¬ 
itiative positively to raise the supply of 
slots to match the demand will suffice 
— and it could be achieved quickly. 

In essence, the solution to the 
problem ties in better use of Heath¬ 
row's runways. Although, in the longer 
l term, there is likely to be a need for 
1 * extra runway capacity elsewhere in the

The company only has a 
sustainable financial future as pan of a larger 
operation, yet it does nor make commercial 
sense for one of its bigger competitors to buy 
it. There is no need for competitors to buy 
market share at premium prices, when it

South East, the competitive pressures 
of 1993 demand another, quicker 
solution. This could be achieved by 
what is known as mixed-mode opera¬ 
tion. At present, at any one time, one of- 
the two parallel runways at Heathrow 
is used tor landings and the other for 
take-offs. But with modest air* traffic 
control system changes, there is no 
reason why both runways should not 
be used for landings and takeoffs.

submitted and peremptorily rejected by 
one of his predecessors. That was. in 
part, because the proposals by British 


Midland were linked to the extension 
of flying hours beyond midnight But 
now M r MacGregor is set to permit the 
quieter jets to tity in and out of 
Heathrow at night So there will never 
be a better time to grasp the nettle and 
-give competition a chance. Such a 
change of policy would not help only 
British independent carriers; foreign 
airlines would also be able to gain a fair 
share and a more liberal re-action to 
the US desire to make greater use of 
Heathrow would be possible, if only as 
a bargaining counter to help British 
Airways in its quest for deeper US 
mvohrenteht' 


A s a bonus, the impetus to¬ 
wards developing a rail ser¬ 
vice from Paddington would 
grow and the case for a fifth 
terminal would be enhanced. No 
doubt tiie opposition would be consid¬ 
erable blit, sooner or later, the govern¬ 
ment will have to make up its mind on 
these problems. At least to explore 
mixed-mode use of Heathrow’s run¬ 
ways would be a start 
PCrhaps, while he is considering this 
weighty problem, Mr MacGregor 
might also like to give serious thought' 
to Richard Branson's point about a 
new competition watchdog. At present, 
the Civil Aviation Authority discharges 
these duties, in addition to many 


others. There is surely a case for a body 
such as Ofwat or Ofgas to act as the 
consumers’ protector and to do so with 
a much higher profile than the CAA. 
No doubt it wifl be said that, unlike gas 
and water, aviation is not a monopoly. 

But neither, now. is tdecommunicar 
dons, and under the proposed railway 
privatisation there is to be a regulator to 
oversee the several operators envis¬ 
aged. So would it not be beneficial to 
the consumer to have a specific regula¬ 
tor for civil aviation, working closely 
with the EC competition directorate? 

Now is perhaps a good time to 
consider such a move, because the CAA 
is once again responsible for policing 
the price of Community-scheduled ser¬ 
vices under the recent regulatory 
changes. It would no doubt be a chast¬ 
ening experience for airlines to be 
/ subject to regulators such as those who 
‘ haw challenged the powers-that-be in 
British Gas and British Telecom. We 
should increase the competitive oppor¬ 
tunities for airlines, -while subjecting 
them to tougher regulatory supervi¬ 
sion. That should keep them so busy 
they would have little time either for 
dirty tricks or continual whingeing.

What makes an 
advertisement 
offensive enough 
to be banned, 
asks Winston 
Fletcher 


I f the advertising indus¬ 
try gave one of its many 
awards to the campaign 
which has generated 
more complaints than any 
other. Benetton would win by 
a mile. No sooner had the 
huge image of a new-born 
baby hit the hoardings than a 
torrent of complaints flooded 
into the Advertising Standards 
Authority more than 800 
within a few days. No other 
advertising campaign has ever 
caused such instant, wide- 
spread antipathy. 

While the response to the 
Benetton poster was excep¬ 
tional, the ASA receives a 
steady stream of objections to 
advertisements that people 
dislike — about 2.500 a year. 
That is about a quarter of the 
ASA's postbag; the remainder 
concern advertisements which 
are inaccurate or untruthful. 

Offensive advertisements 
come in a cornucopia of 
shapes and styles. Some use 
sex far too blatantly. For 
example, a Saatchi campaign 
for Goodmans in-car stereo 
equipment — “Britain's sec¬ 
ond favourite in-car enlertain- 
ircnr"—showed, in the ASA's 
decorous phrase, “a couple in 
a car in a series of intimate 
situations". Complainants 
found it altogether too lubri¬ 
cious. The ASA agreed, and 
banned it immediately. 

Some advertisements depict 
women, especially skimpily 
dad women, in ways that 
almost everyone nowadays 
finds objectionable. Here the 
test is relevance. It is not 
unreasonable to show nudes 
in shower advertisements: few 
people, after all. bathe folly 
clothed. But in no way is it 
acceptable io decorate a tractor 
with a buxom belle in a bikini. 

Some advertisements offend 
by being visually shocking. A 
couple of years ago die ASA 
banned an RSPCA advertise¬ 
ment which showed a horse 
hanging from a meat-hook.

Roger Gane ended 20

Some newspapers put the 
most dramatic news — the 
success of Classic FM—on the 
front page die next day, but 
thane is more to the results 
than that. 

“They show that 89 percent 
of the adult population tunes 
into the radio at least once a 
week, a higher proportion 
than either the BBC or inde¬ 
pendent sector measured on 
their own systems," Mr Gane 
says. "Second, they show that 
listeners tune in for an average 
of 21.1 hours a week, or about 
as much as people spend 
watching television. 

“Together with the launch 
of national commercial radio 
(Classic FM last September, 
and Virgin Radio this April), 
these figures may encourage 
the advertising industry to 
treat radio more seriously.” 

Adding up all its services — 
five national, four regional 
and 37 local—the BBC enjoys 
a 58 per cent share of all radio 
listening in Britain; indepen¬ 
dent radio attracts 3 8 per cent 
This means that 4 per cent is 
tuned into "either foe BBC 
World Service, or pirates, or 
local stations outside the listen¬ 
ers' own area — for example, 
when driving”, according to 
Mr Gane. "It was a higher 
figure than anticipated." 

From nowon. Mr Gane will 
be issuing quarterly radio 
audience figures, in hi capaci¬ 
ty as director of a new body 
called Rajar (Radio Joint Au¬ 
dience Research).

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Perfection 

takes some 
organising 

German violinist Anne-Sophie Mutter, 

who is in Britain for concerts tonight 
and Friday, talks to Richard Morrison 


N ot a lor remains unwrit¬ 
ten about the violinist 
Anne-Sophie Mutter. 
Hardly surprising, real¬ 
ly. She may be only 29. but she has 
spent 3 6 years at the top of the pile. 
So she long ago outgrew the 
“greatest musical prodigy since the 
young Menuhin" label (copyright, 
H. von Karajan). Pass comment on 
her technical brilliance; her quest¬ 
ing intelligence, her command of 
timbre, the microscopic detail in 
her interpretations — and you just 
;eern obvious, like a Bateman 
cartoon of “The Man who Uttered 
Truism at the 
Salzburg Festival”. 

Her musician- 
|hip? Phenomenal; 

without say- 
hg. Glamorous? 

If course. Never an 
relash disarrayed, 
i id those strapless 
ior frocks still 
i use music critics 
i to making im- 
I obably butch dec- 
1 rations in print 
\ hich is a bit odd, 

E cause Mutter ac- - 
t ally reveals far less flesh than can 
1 seen at the local Conservative 
c nner-dance. 

As for her ambition, that has 
ajways defied description. Two 

g ago in London she played 
concertos and seven big 
iber pieces in one week. Not 
.flour mn-offoe-miH Brahms 
and Tchaik. either here was con- 
t imporary music, written by com- 
j osers who had been encouraged 
iy her to devise challenges of 
iizzying complexity. New music or 
ild, it did not matter. The perfor- 
nanoes were mesmerising: a real 
riumph of the will. 

So what adjectives are left, once 
he publicists' favourites are used 
ip? How about “organised"? A 
nodest word, but it is surely the key 


to utter's in letted and her life. 

“Yes, I am very organised." she 
says. She always has been. Her 
Black Forest childhood was su¬ 
premely well ordered, mainly by 
her newspaper proprietor father. 
First violin lesson at five. First 
career decision at six (“we went to a 
recital by David Oistrakh; from 
that moment on. I knew 1 would be 
a violinist"). First nationwide music 
competition at seven (she won, of 
course). No point in dawdling with 
the dunces in a normal school, so 
teacher came to hen "with a good 
teacher you can save quite a tot of 
time." And save 
time she certainly 
did. At 13 she was 
“discovered" by Ka¬ 
rajan— and world 
famous. First re¬ 
cording at 14. First 
“Deutsches Sdiafl- 
plattenpreis" at 16. 
And so on. The 
Mutter mantel¬ 
piece groans with 
trophies won at an 
age which, in ordi- 
nary mortals. 

■ would be described 
as “adolescence". 

Karajan, that Rommel of musi¬ 
cal organisation, was dearly a huge 
influence upon the teenage Mutter. 
Today, the distance is great enough 
for her to joke about iL “He always 
arrived two minutes before a con¬ 
cert so I would arrive two minutes 
before. He drove a Porsche, so l 
bought one — except that his was 
tuibo-charged, whil e jmine was 
ordinary.” Still, not a bad toy. 
considering that she was still too 
young to drive. 

Karajan had die odd personality' 
problem, but he was shrewd 
enough to let this particular bind fly 
away. “When 1 was about 16 or 17. 
we had a conversation," recalls 
Mutter. “He told me we would play 
fewer concerts together, that he

didn't want to have such influence 
on my playing. 1 didn't understand 
at alL But now 1 see it was very wise 
and gentle of him. He understood 
the danger of having a child with 
him who easily could have become 
his marionette. He save me the 
chance of artistic freedom" 

What though, does “artistic free¬ 
dom” mean to Mutter? Not sloppi¬ 
ness. that is for sure: Seven years 
ago. the Royal Academy of Music 
in London invited her to give some 
masterclasses. Never in the field of 
human conflict did so innocuous 
an invitation produce such bloody 
results. Mutter was shocked at the 
students’ standards, and rapped 
out a virtuose prestissimo of sting¬ 
ing comments — on their tech¬ 
nique, attitude, mental laziness, 
brain size. Doubtless it was all weD 
meant — but not, as they say. 
conducive to good morale. 

The problem is that Mutter 
regards the kind of technical hand- 


slog that she herself underwent 
between the ages of six and ten as 
essentia] to good violin-playing 
fit's because it is so boring that It 
has to be done so early.") Now, she 
says, she does not even need to 
practise in a purely technical sense. 
“Not for many years. It’s all in the 
brain. I know where all the prob¬ 
lems are. Sometimes, I don’t find a 
solution, but thinking about it helps. 
much more than just repeating the 
motion over and over." 

Of course, “thinking about it" is a 
phrase that must be put in context 
Mutter’s is a musical brain in a 
million. Could she, I ask, perform 
any concerto in her large repertoire 
at an hour's notice? “Within an 
hour?” she repeals with a slightly 
mocking smile. Then she abruptly 
snaps her fingers. “Within that I 
could play you nearly anything." 

Yes, she is organised. Four years 
ago she married Karajan's former 
lawyer, Detlef Wunderlich: tax 


guru to the musical jet-set She was 
25, he was 52. She now has a one- 
year-old daughter, already believed 
to be tackling a little early Haydn 
between rusks. The pregnancy and 
birth coincided wonderfully weD 
with the “sabbatical” that Mutter 
had decided, years earlier, to keep 
free of concerts and recordings. 
One would expect nothing else. 

B ut some critics regard that 
very genius for organis¬ 
ation as a handicap. The 
more wilfully Mutter 
stamps her personality on a phrase 
(and some of the colours she 
produces are unlike anything else 
in the concert hall today), the more 
the murmurs grow that she has 
“prepared" too much, that head is 
ruling heart and calculation over¬ 
riding spontaneity. Does she leave 
anything to impulse? 

“Of course," she explains, ever so 
patiently. “The life one gives to a 


composition can only be done in 
public. For example, the most 
beautiful pianissimo is the one you 
get when you make a big audience 
sit very quietly, holding their 
breath. You cannot achieve that in 
your practice room. And I always 
take big risks. I'd rather hit wrong 
notes than go for die same, safe, 
boring performance." 

That’s easy to say, 1 reply, 
because you never actually hit any 
wrong notes. 

“Sure 1 do. And I choose speeds 
which are crazily quick, but I enjoy 
them. I want to drive myself to the 
edge, if it doesn't hurt the 
composition." 

Even so. those attending Mut¬ 
ter's recitals this week are advised 
not to hold their breath waiting for 
the wrong notes. There wont be 
airy. She is an unstoppable force, 
utterly free from the spectre of self¬ 
doubt that grips so many other 
former child prodigies who have 


had the misfortune to grow up. 

But what now? She talks expan¬ 
sively of plans to commission more 
new music f contemporary music 
has enlarged my way of playing as 
nothing dse has.”) Indeed, she witt 
probably do for the violin’s reper¬ 
toire in the 21st century what 
Rostropovich has done for the 
cello's in the 20th. Yet foe joys of 
repeating mainstream repertoire 
endlessly over the next 40 years 
must be finite. 

“With concertos that is true. But 
there are still plenty of sonatas to 
explore. And if that doesn’t satisfy, 
there are string quartets!” Making 
up a foursome with Mutter is 
perhaps not an experience foal 
musicians of a nervous disposition 
should contemplate.

plan ahead because it was kept 
guessing about its grant level 
until after the start of each 
financial year. Even now it has 
a government “task force" 
assigned to probe its opera¬ 
tions, and is threatened with a 
phased annual reduction of its 
grant to force it into heavier 
reliance on the private sector. 

Despite all these problems, 
foe new gallery is a triumph. 
Virtually the only part not 
significantly changed is the 
area containing foe Henry 
Moore donation of 101 of his 
sculptures, 57 drawings and 
an almost complete set of his 
prints. The donation was 
made in 1968. because Moore 
had been so impressed by foe 
gallery on his first visit The 
brutalist concrete block which 
contains it opened in 1974. 

It is dearly part of the policy 
for showing art in the gallery 
that no single pattern or type 
of background be imposed. 
The temporary exhibition 
s pare at the far end of the new 
front block is deliberately giv¬ 
en a sort of Seventies, just- 
converted-lofr look which suits 
perfectly the kinds of installa¬ 
tion most likely to be shown 
there: at present it is occupied 
by a show of conceptual pieces, 
by Robin CoUyer, which will 
represent Canada at the Ven¬ 
ire Biennale this year. 

Elsewhere quite different 
conventions apply- The older 
galleries devoted to European 
an before 1900 have been 
restored to the original shapes, 
and painted in sympathetic 
shades of red and green. One 
gallery, indeed, inevitably re¬ 
calls Timothy Gifford's reno¬ 
vation of the Scottish Nation^ 
Gallery, even to colour, and 
that proves to have been a 
direct inspiration. , 

The totally new galleries at 
the front, designed by Barron 
Myers, have what one can 
already recognise as a N menes 
flavour, with high white walls 
curving smoothly into an ele- 
oantiv arched roof, rather like 
foe Sadder Galleries of foe 
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A sculpture atrium at the Art Gallery of Ontario 


Royal Academy on a larger 
scale. These house the contem¬ 
porary art collection. 

Perhaps the jewel of the 
whole undertaking is foe new 
presentation of Canadian art 
which gathers together at its 
core foe gallery's significant 
holding ofthe Seven, the most 
famous group of Canadian 
Post-Impressionists. There is 
also particular emphasis on 
foe mystical abstraction of the 
late Thirties, foe development 
of the portrait in 20th-century 
Canada, and foe individual 
genius of David Milne, land¬ 
scape painter extraordinary, 
who is quite rightly given a 
whole room to himself 

One of the problems for the 


AGO in its present straitened 
circumstances is going to be 
keeping up a reasonable pro¬ 
gramme or major loan exhibi¬ 
tions. Fluids do not seem to be 
the difficulty for the Musee des 
Beaux-Arts in Montreal 
which at present has on two 
important loan shows, a re¬ 
vamped (and more coherent) 
version of the "Pop Art" show 
seen ax foe Royal Academy last 
year, and an enormous show 
of French 17fo-cenmiy paint¬ 
ing entitled Le Grand Slide. 
Even though its space has 
been approximately doubled 
with foe opening a year ago of 
a new south block, across foe 
road from the old building 
(with link galleries actually 


under the road), large sections 
of the permanent collection 
have had to be stored in order 
to accommodate this show. 

“Le Grand Siede" is an 
extraordinarily ambitious un¬ 
dertaking: 117 paintings from 
the era of Poussin and Claude. 
In the event the warranted 
great masters are not permit¬ 
ted to dominate. The show, 
entirely drawn from French 
public collections, is organised 
by foe directors of museums in 
Montpellier and Rennes, and 
places particular emphasis on 
what was happening in vari¬ 
ous provincial centres. 

T his means that Georges 
de la Tour gets an 
excellent showing, buz 
more, it seems, as a figure who 
lived and worked largely out¬ 
side Paris, than as a great 
master in his own right The 
story foe exhibition tell? is a 
fashionably non-centrist, non¬ 
elitist one of widely dissemi¬ 
nated new ideas. 

These took French painting, 
not just in foe immediate 
vicinity of the court, from foe 
end of Mannerism through a 
great period of regeneration to 
a new classicism, a new real¬ 
ism, and foe great flowering at 
the end of foe century. Along 
foe way there are many unfa¬ 
miliar canvases, often re¬ 
trieved from foe stores of 
provincial museums, cleaned 
and restored, and even a 
number of unfamiliar names, 
such as Charles Errard. whose 
Hinaldo Abandoning Ar- 
mida. long’• hanging unre¬ 
garded in foe city hall at 
Bouxwiller. is one of the 
show’s great discoveries. 

There is also a newly fash¬ 
ionable emphasis on the reli¬ 
gious art of this period, long 
obscure because of foe im¬ 
mense depredations by icono¬ 
clasts during the French 
Revolution. It will come a$ a 
surprise to many to see how 
much there is.

WOMAD, the World of 
Music Arts and Dance, began 
the year with six of its eight 
companies going into liquida¬ 
tion. But now. repeating his 
guardian angel action of ten 
years ago when Womad's first 
festival ran up serious debts, 
Womad's founder, Peter Ga¬ 
briel, has come to foe rescue. 
World in the Park, a subsid¬ 
iary of Gabriel's Real World 
group, has taken over the 
management and production 
of Womad's future festivals. 

One lesson learnt from foe 
crisis was the necessity to keep 
separate the educational aims 
ofthe Womad foundation and 
foe more commercial activities 
of festival production. Accord¬ 
ing to artistic director Thomas 
Brooman. another effect of the 
liquidation was to generate a 
“fantastic expression of sup¬ 
port” from around foe world. 
One of the tasks of foe reborn 
organisation will be to find a 
way of translating this support 
into reality. 

Already, international plans 
have expanded, with 1993's 
first festival beginning in Aus¬ 
tralia next month and further 
events planned in Spain. 
France. Germany, Finland. 
Turkey, Japan, Canada, foe 
United States and Colombia. 
Meanwhile, foe familiar UK 
fixture of Rivermead. Read¬ 
ing. will take place as sched¬ 
uled from July 14-18. 

•THE Scottish Ballet has 
announced a novel artistic 
collaboration: Robert Cohan, 
one of Britain's best-known 
contemporary choreogra¬ 
phers, is creating a new three- 
act Midsummer Nights 
Dream for the Glasgow com¬ 
pany. He is choreographing 
the ballet to Mendelssohn's 
incidental music (which Ash¬ 
ton used for his Royal Ballet 
Dream) supplemented by spe- 
riaHjHxnnntissiotied music by 
Barrington Pheloung (of In¬ 
spector Morse fame) which 
will be woven into die Men¬ 
delssohn score. 

This is the first time that 
Cohan, founder artistic direc¬ 
tor of London Contemporary 
Dance Theatre, has made a 
full-length ballet for a classi¬ 
cal company. A Midsummer 
Nights Dream opens at the 
Theatre Royal in Glasgow on 
March 19.

PAUL Sirens play is designed to show 
that tough, cruel things are being 
perpetrated by our immigration au¬ 
thorities and that the government's 
present attempt to create H a faster and 
more efficient system" will only make 
them more tough and cruel What 
chance for the pregndm Zairean who 
arrives at Heathrow, or whatever this 
unnamed airport is meant to be. in 
search of a husband who has apparent¬ 
ly been granted political asylum in 
Britain? 

As it turns out, a friendly solicitor 
manages to embarrass Cerberus's mas¬ 
ter into giving her a temporary visa. 
But they are looking forward id a day, 
not too far ahead, when they can 
simply whisk her to the place from 
whence she came as speedily as 
sneezing. 

She is one of the disgruntled arrivals 
held for questioning on what, it seems, 
is an averagely hectic day. The others 
are. a Spanish dancer (Anya Phillips) 
who misses a career-changing compe¬ 
tition when misidentified as a terrorist; 
a Conservative businessman of Asian 
origin (a nice performance from Ma- 
dhav S harm a) who has lost his pass¬ 
port; and a black American airman 
{ditto from David Harewood) whose 
tulip bulbs are mistaken for drygs. 

There is also a narrator in the form 
of a Tibetan (Richard Rees) who has 
defected from a dance troupe while on 
tour in Angola. Hehas jetted to Britain 
in search , of the protection our fore¬ 
fathers gave far more unlovely people. 

They ail invite sympathy; and that, of

course, is one of the play's troubles. 
Whatever we think of ihe chief immi¬ 
gration officer's argument that an 
overcrowded, recession-hit island can¬ 
not offer the rest of the world limitless 
hospitality — and in view of recent 
events in Germany ii is an unavoidable 
point — we can hardly deny that some 
of those battering at the castle doors 
should promptly be thrown into the 
moat. 

Someone who arrived foil of diug- 
filled condoms is mentioned in pass¬ 
ing. It would make for a more 
balanced, fairer and (paradoxically) 
more effective play if Sirett had added 
just one bad hat 10 the guests in that 
fake-oomfy waiting-room. 


As it is, his play is lively, entertaining 
and mildly provocative, but also one¬ 
sided and a bit diffuse. I suppose a 
certain amount of irrelevant chat, such 
as arguments between the Asian and 
the black about music and cricket, is 
necessary if a bored, nervous gathering 
is to be brought to life. But what does 
the Tibetan's long folk-story, intermit¬ 
tently ait into the action, add except a 
few forced parallels and a lot more 
distraction? 

And why must Jeff Teare. who 
directs the play's realistic stretches ably 
enough, increase the distraction by 
introducing some masked, swaying 
figures in red striped robes, who 
appear above the immigration control 


offices? The effect, meant to be exotic, ii 
of a trio of Eastern Miss Piggies: 
dressed as milkmaids. 

Moreover, should Siren spend so m 
much time on the personal idiosyn- ? 
crasies. tensions and sexual conflicts of 
the apparatchiks themselves? If that 
helps him establish that the chief 
(David Barrass) is a bit of a radsr and 
Utile Englander, one lieutenant (Jona¬ 
than Come) a snickering nerd with a 
taste for pom, and another (Claire 
Rush brook) a frustrated witch with i 
drinking problem, it also adds sub 
stance to the principal objecnm 
against his play. It airs a subject weJ 
worth attention, but it loads and tilG 
the evidence. 


AS A director. Steve Shill is the darling 
of listings magazines, proponents of 
“performance an", and the post¬ 
literature age that prefers mood, 
atmosphere and the conveniently inde¬ 
finable to the articulate, the coherent 
and the purposeful. His stated aim is 
“total theatre" which, apparently, 
means cinema. 

His production of Harold Pinter's 
sad, teasing three-hander al Notting¬ 
ham is prefaced by an obeisance m 
“those great British black and white 
movies of the 1960s". Alas for Barbara 
Windsor fans; I think he means 
Wood fall Films rather than the proto¬ 
type Cany Ons. 

The trouble is that The Caretaker is 
already a great British blade and white 
movie of the 1960s — with Donald 
Pleasance. Alan Bates and Robert 
Shaw all unsurpassable in one of the 
few film treatments of a stage play that 
could nor be “opened our. How to 
match it in its own cinematic terms? 
You need more than a drowsy saxo¬ 
phone distantly audible, the credit titles

which is projected on to the scenery- 

When the stylised distillation of a 
Shill tries to meet the elliptical elusive¬ 
ness of a Pinter they blithely pass each 
other by. each absorbed in Us unique, 
solipsisti c world, too similar to strike 
sparks off one another an all too apt 
example of the non-communication 
illustrated by Pinter’s three sunuira- 
neous solos that never become a trio. 

Shill’s own design is a dutlered 
upper room, a monument to junk 
collected and never thrown away, 
though Georgiaihscale windows mate 
one wonder about the squalid area’s 
social origins. Here the blustering and 
loquacious tramp is installed as care¬ 
taker by two mysterious brothers; one a 
flip, mercurial flash boy darting be¬ 


tween facetiousness 
and menace, the 
other a solemnly 
lumbering survivor 
from electric shock treatment in a 


mental home. 

The three uncomprehendingly 
goad, torment and mock in a situation 
that, as with The Birthday Party, seems 
frozen in time and place. Just as 
Hitchcock anchors his grim fairy-tales 
in recognisable locations or pinpoints 
date, place and time, so Pinter empha¬ 
sises this killing bottle’s fascination for 
its three buzzing prisoners by tanta¬ 
lising references to an external world, 
to Dalscon Junction. Luton or Putney. 

Not that the ironic counterpoint 
between individual hells and an imper¬ 
vious universe comes over here. Shill 
provides atmospheric effects, which 
amount to watery noises for rain, 
brightness for morning and darkness 


for nighL But nothing can redeem de 
absence of a strong, centnl 
performance. 

Kenneth Haigh is too young, ho 
robust too sociable for the tramp. Fe 
resembles a cross between Lord Cala- 
ghan and Rab C Nesbitt and inded 
plays with something of the insoiri- 
ance popularly attributed to the hi 
Labour prime minister in the faceof 
crisis.

The two brothers are promisng: 
Michael Praed is seedy rather dan 
whimsical as the dangerous joker, aid 
Jonathan Lermit a pathetically digit 
fied hulk, as yet cannot make he 
account of his mental sufferings ai 
harrowing as the passage can be. But 
the same might be said of the whole 
efficient, detached and resohiEly 
ungripping production.

THIS was not only a postcard from a 
particularly colourful province of that 
foreign country, thepast, but a genuine 
gold-plated nugget from the archives 
of Omnibus, celebrating its 25th 
anniversary. Produced and directed by 
Alan Yentob. now controller of BBC 2, 
it shadowed David Bowie in and 
around Los Angeles in 1974. at the 
time when the singer and songwriter 
thought he was finally shedding the 
skin of the characters Ziggy Stardust 
and Aladdin Sane, whom he had 
created as means of exploring his own 
multi-faceted personality. 

In the mid-1970s he was so fan of 
new ideas — he produced the albums 
Young Americans, Diamond Dogs 
and Station to Station in a two-year 
burst — that there simply was not time 
to dwell on past creations, who also 
included Major Tom and The Man 
Who Sold the World. In fact, Bowie 
had to carry the increasingly uncom¬ 
fortable burden of his audience's 
affection for these misfits for some 
years to come, finally exorcising them 
with a “farewell" greatest hits tour in 
the late 1980s.

$ R °bert Redford’s annual festival, a showcase for independent film-makers

T he locals of Park City, Utah, 
do not normally “do lunch” 
or “green-light projects". 
But for the ten days of the 
Sundance Film Festival, the talk on 
Main Street is nothing but Holly¬ 
wood, as this old mining-town ski- 
resort becomes the centre of the entire 
American movie industry. 

Here, among mountains and bliz¬ 
zards, West Coast money meets East 
Coast creativity and then tries to buy 
it out In the last few years. Sundance 
has become the most important film 
festival in America, frequented strict¬ 
ly by industry insiders, hardcore 
players, who prowl the screenings like 
executive pimps, looming from the¬ 
atre shadows, contract in hand. This 
is a town with more network than 
Dino Zoff, where scripts are openly 
bartered, deals shuffled like cards 
and everyone from Italian distributor 
to Icelandic producer demands to 
know “what have you seen?”. 

Hollywood needs talent constantly, 
and it has slowly come to realise that 
the place to find fresh flesh is 
amongst those young directors previ¬ 
ously considered too maverick, too 
artsy for the LA treadmiH Sundance 
has consistently demonstrated where 
the new talent can be found, but most 
important as far as Hollywood is 
concerned it has highlighted inde¬ 
pendent films that have then gone on 
to make genuine money. 

The real breakthrough was Steven 
Soderbergh’s sex lies and videotape, 
first discovered at Sundance and 
subsequently more financially suc¬ 
cessful than any Beverly Hills mogul 
dared imagine. With the commercial 
success of last year’s Sundance discov¬ 
eries. In the Soup and Reservoir 
Dogs, it became obvious that the 
more crass and formulaic Hollywood 
becomes, tbe more opportunity there 
is for imaginative, independent work 
to find an audience. 


Sundance’s kids 
are taking over 


The ambiguous relationship be¬ 
tween Sundance and Hollywood is 
well embodied by the founder and 
ruler of this empire. Mr Robert 
Redford. Back in 1961, Redford 
bought his two-acre ranch in Utah, 
where he built his own home for his 
wife and children. As his career grew, 
the ranch expanded with it Now co¬ 
vering more than 5.000 acres, it in¬ 
cludes not only the lil ol* homestead 
where he still , lives, but his own 

Sundance Institute, dedicated _ 

to nurturing new directors and 
screenwriters. 

Like the festival, the institute .. 
is devoted solely to those who ’ll 
actually make movies, with " 
most emphasis on die script 
process. There are film-maters’ 

"labs” throughout the year, 
with a roster of invited, students 
who work at thieir projects. The ___ 
Sundance Institute and die 
festival are separated by a 40-minute 
drive arid a certain altitude, hut some 
films developed at the labs, such as£/ 
Norte or the ubiquitous Reservoir 
Dogs, go on to success at the festival. 

Bedford's commitment to indepen¬ 
dent film-making and to its more 
cultural, literary and even political 
aspects might surprise those dazzled 
solely by ms celebrated smile. His 
favourite writer is Chekhov; his good 
friend Gabriel Garda Marquez came 
to lead a workshop for Spanish- 
speaking screenwriters; and his 


proudest achievement is in the en¬ 
couragement of black, gay and other 
minority work. At his Sundance press 
conference, sitting before a roaring 
fire like a John Denver television 
special. Redford prominently wore a 
badge to promote Just Another Girl 
on the IJl.T., the first commercial 
feature by an African-American fe¬ 
male, azappy tale of life in the ghetto. 

Of course, Redford has had his 
own battles with Hollywood, as he

pointed out A River Runs Through 
[It, his most recent directorial effort 
(opening in Britain this month), was 

— despite his position in the industry 

— an entirely independent project 
which amazed Hollywood by its 
commercial success. Redford spoke of 
independent film as a counter-force 
to society, and specifically in opposi¬ 
tion to toe "administrated greed” of 
the last Republican decade. In terms 
of greed, though, he was dear about 
the reasons for toe recent huge 
success of his festival. “Hollywood’s a 


business. The industry comes here to 
discover talent they think wfll be 
profitable. For the mainstream, suc¬ 
cess, profit is the only criteria.” 

The criteria of toe festival are more 
problematic. For if Hollywood has 
only recently become interested in 
independent film, marry young film¬ 
makers have been interested in 
Hollywood far longer. The more 
Hollywood craves hot new directors, 
the more directors crave to please, 

_ and the distinction between 

truly independent and industry 
“caning card” films is thor¬ 
oughly blurred- Many movies 
o • shown this year at Sundance 
" were commercial and eager to 
ingratiate, independent only in 
so much as the budgets were 
minuscule and. toe directors 
improbably young. 

__ One theme this year was 
“twentysometoing” directors, 
who seemed prolific and frightening¬ 
ly ambitious, sadly not in terms of 
content or technique, but in signing 
the right contract as fast aspossible. 
This year's typical success story would 
be El Mariachi. a Texan comedy 
made by a 24-year-old first-time 
director, Robert Rodriguez. A compe¬ 
tent mildly droll student effort its 
real excitement lay in its budget: just 
$7,000. Hollywood, which cannot 
resist extremes at either end, gasped 
and simultaneously brandished con¬ 
tracts. Rodriguez signed a deal with 


Columbia Pictures for two years. 

Curiously, by contrast with theatri¬ 
cal tradition, the short films were par- 
ticulariy popular at the festival, may¬ 
be because talent agents only have to 
tit through 20 minutes or less to see if 
they are tempted. Christian Taylor, a 
23-year-old British director, has al¬ 
ready reaped acclaim with his grad¬ 
uate short from New York University. 
The Lady in Waiting, which he is 
now going to direct as a full-length 
major feature. 


A nother film with a distinctly 
British bent Mike Newell’s 
Into The West, the gala 
opener, proved toe hit of the 
festival, not least for its television dip 
of Redford in Butch Cassidy. What’s 
more, another British effort Sally 
Potter's Orlando , received a five- 
minute standing ovation. None of toe 
studio executives had heard of Potter 
before, nor of her previous, more 
experimental work: films that a 
British Sundance might have 
showcased. . . 

The difference between British and 
American movie culture is equally 
evident in toe considerable US box- 
office success of movies such as 
Enchanted April or The Crying 
Game. What Sundance makes dear 
is that the potential for independent 
movie success lies as much in 
marketing and media “buzz” as in 
any intrinsic merit to toe film. 

There is a certain incongruity 
about Su nd a n c e . You blink to see 
Sam Shepard in toe post office. Jeff 
Bridges waiting for a bus. But 
Sundance works because it demon¬ 
strates a sincere belief in the potential 
of new film-maters, of a potential not 
necessarily best realised by being 
hired to direct The Bodyguard IV. 
The question is whether the film¬ 
makers themselves share that 
idealism. 


Easy listening 
made difficult 

Stephen Pettitt finds more style than 
substance in a Chamber Symphony by 
American post-minimalist John Adams 


N otes, notes, notes. Lots 
of them, mostly short 
ones, mostly formed 
in repeating, overlapping pat¬ 
terns. Lots of different patterns 
too. colliding with each other, 
or sounding simultaneously. 
And underpinning it all a 
constant pulse provided by jazz 
kit John Adams’s new Cham¬ 
ber Symphony is busy, often 
thrilling stuff. It doses, for 
instance, with a crowd-pleas¬ 
ing finale, called “Roadrun- 
ner”. which builds up to a 
velocity of ManseQ-like pro¬ 
portions, ending ebulliency 
after a violin cadenza giws 
temporary respite from its 
mind-blowing impetus. 

Yet as one would by now 
expect from this composer the 
work shows an unusual side of 
minimalism- Its sound-worm 
awes much to Stravinsky. A 
passage for violin eany m the 
opening movement, “Mem' 
' ork Airs**, brings to mind The 
Soldier's Tale , for instance, 
while later the dty staccatos of 
toe trombone and trumpet 
: recall a work like Ragtimefor 
Eleven Instruments. Then 
there is the cennrf movement 
bearing the self-^xp^^ 0 ^ 
tide of “Aria with WaUcmg 
Bass” and sounding a .btitotea 
Bach chorale .prinde before 
rhythmic disjointednea trans 
ports it to a

ences. What, though, does 


add up to? The work, for all its 
harmonic and textural com¬ 
plexities. falls easily on tbe ear. 
requirement number one in 
anything by Adams, ft is 
written with flair and bril¬ 
liance, and proved a severe test 
to the virtuosity even of the 
London Sinfonietta (they 
passed with flying colours). 

But nothing lay within. The 
proof of that came through the 
opportunity this concert of¬ 
fered for a direct comparison 
of Adams's work with George 
Crnmb’s Ancient Voices of 
Children. There Lorca’s 

haunting texts are set to toe 
sparsest, most isolated ges¬ 
tures. No longer do special 
effects like toe ringing of 
soprano (Christine Whittlesey) 
and bpy soprano (Sam Pay) 
into the amplified piano 
strings, or the use of mandolin 
and musical saw. seem per¬ 
verse avant-garde mer¬ 
gences.

Machover's A Song of Pen¬ 
ance (1991) and Peter 
Lieberson’s brief, vividly paint¬ 
ed Raising the Gaze (1988), 
which again made demands 
of the violinist.

Machover’s ambitious

T he Sunday Play, peter 
Tegel’s Return • to 
Krnov (Radio 3) was a 
portrait of Anton, an elderly 
Sudeten German who goes 
bade from Britain to Czecho¬ 
slovakia to look for his father's 
grave. It was set in 1988. just 
as communism was beginning 
to crumble. But what was it 
about? It bad nothing to say 
about politics, and not much 
about Anton. 

It was billed as “semi- 
autobiographicar. and it 
seemed as though toe author 
might have made such a trip 
himself, then pieced together a 
kaleidoscope of poetic impres¬ 
sions he hid received, without 
really frying to. give them 
dramatic point, or even shape. 

Hugh Dickson played the 
part of Anton in thar delicate, 
very sympathetic voice of his, 
but with a sort of mannered, 
self-amused detachment that 
prevented one from getting 
dose to Anton's feelings. How¬ 
ever, that was perhaps apt for a 
play that just glanced at a 
series of scenes on a journey. 

The best part was Anton's 
arrival in the town square 
where he knows he lived as a 
small child, but of which at 
first he remembers nothing. 
Then, with mounting excite¬ 
ment he begins to have 
strange stirrings of memoiy 
under toe trees in the square. 
When he finds his father's 
grave in toe town, he learns 
that toe body will by now have 
vanished completely in toe 
black, porous soil, and that toe 


body of a young Czech doctor 
is buried on top. He feels 
compassion for the faiher who 
has disappeared so complete¬ 
ly. and a sense of mission 
fulfilled. End of play. Good for 
Anton (or Tegel). But what 
was not fulfilled was one’s 
initial hope of understanding 
Czech communism, or the 
strains of exile, or just one 
person's heart, a little better. 

It was a great contrast to 
hear Thom Gunn, a British 
poet who lives in California, 
reading some of his poems 
about friends who had died of 
Aids (The Man with Night 
Sweats. Radio 3. Monday to 
Thursday). 

Many of Gunn’s early 
poems were about the excite¬ 
ment of risk (“I would not have 
the risk diminished” one of 
them ended), and these new 
poems still expressed wonder 
at his dead friends’ daring, 
“testing themselves against 
risk” or learning how to "hold 
an avalanche off”. But the 
poems were full of strong, 
restrained grief, too: "This 
optic nerve would never be 
relit," Gunn said of one of his 
friends, in his dear, anguished 
voice. He had no simple, 
would-be helpful reaction to 
offer — in fact he said in one 
poem how “undefined” he felt 
after these deaths. But here an 
intense experience had really 
been written down by a writer, 
with an art that took you deep 
into it

W elsh National Opera 
has assembled a fine 
young cast for its 
latest revival of La Bohdme at 
the New Theatre. Not all the 
voices are quite “finished”, but 
the eternal students and both 
pain of lovers look as if they 
are barely into their twenties, 
and that is a good start for an 
opera about the splendours 
and miseries of young love. 

It was unfortunate in toe 
circumstances that in the 
course of a well-paced, impul¬ 
sive reading on Monday John 
Pryce-Jones and the orchestra 
should have let rip quite so 
enthusiastically, as though 
sinking their teeth into one of 
Mahler's noisier symphonies; 
toe young artists had to resort 
to full throttle too often, and at 
times were left mouthing help¬ 
lessly like goldfish within a 
glass bowl of sound. 

That was the only blot — 
and an easily eradicate one— 
on a fresh, inventive perfor¬ 
mance blessedly free of rou¬ 
tine. The late Gdran Jarvefdf s 
nine-year-dd production al¬ 
ways dealt in creative rather 
than slavish naturalism, and 
in Ceri Sherlock's hands the 
revival is thought-provoking 
as well as harrowing. Mai}' 
Cailan Clarke is a traditional 
Mimi in neither demeanour 
nor vocal profile. Her forward, 
open tone rends to brittleness, 
which suits a production in 
which toe seamstress calls the 
tunes. She drops her key on 
purpose on entering the’gar-

Kari Morgan 
Daymond made his company 
debut as Schaunard; his open¬ 
ing narration suffered mast 
from the orchestra’s heedless 
ebullience and he too needs to 
work on his lower register, but 
his debonair, precious, almost 
camp impersonation was orig¬ 
inal and well sustained. Ste¬ 
phen Gadd’s sonorous Colline 
completed a convincing 
quanet. 

This is everything a revival 
ought to be, and well worth 
catching as it tours far and 
wide (with cast changes) be¬ 
tween now and July.

Play on words 


T en years ago. before St 
David's Hall was 
opened. Cardiff was 
lucky if it had five classical 
concerts a year. This year, the 
BBC Welsh Symphony Or¬ 
chestra alone has had as many 
dates in the hall in one month. 

Saturday’s gala concert cele¬ 
brated toe tenth anniversary of 
SL David’s Hall. In doing so. 
it celebrated an acoustic whose 
glories are under-sung, as well 
as an expanded and re-bom 
orchestra (under toe baton of 
Tadaaki Otaka, the band has 
gone from strength to 
strength), and, not least toe 
peculiar genius of Welsh 
composition. 

Ahin Hoddinott is not alone 
among his countrymen in 
being intoxicated by toe word. 
There are a great many in toe 
symphony he was commis¬ 
sioned to write for this occa¬ 
sion. A Vision of Eternity is 
Hoddinotfs Ninth symphony, 
so some verbal focus is per¬ 
haps not inappropriate. But in 
choosing two hefty collations 
of Blake to flank an extended 
section of Shelley’s poem 
"Mont Blanc”, he left little 
space for music to live its own • 


Dame Gwyneth Jones, for 
whom the symphony was writ¬ 
ten. ploughed her way 


through its long acres of 
philosophy and philology. In 
the first movement, she has to 
deliver the Preface to the 
Fourth Book of Jerusalem . no 
Jess, and she did so in a 
sprawling, stentorian arioso, 
punctuated by frequent thun¬ 
derclaps of percussion and 
brass. 

A high, sliding progression 
of divided string chords ap¬ 
peared and re-appeared, here 
and throughout the work, as a 
unifying and gleaming signal 
of toe music’s other-worldly 
world vision. It would be some 
time before we were invited “to 
see a world in a-Grain of 
Sand", though already Eterni¬ 
ty had been glimpsed in less 
than half-an-hour. 

Hoddinotfs central Shelley 
vision at last revealed the voice 
momentarily unaccompanied, 
isolated in a sustained sky¬ 
scape of osdUating two-noie 
figures, icy pitched percussion 
and muted trumpet sun-spots. 
Descending from the moun¬ 
tain top, a rhythmic wave 
passing up through the strings 
and gradually developing into 
an exultant funeral march 
gave momentum to the last 
and most successful panel of 
Hoddinotfs triptych.

Gambling on the money markets

T he pound reeled, and ir 
was not just the currency 
deaiere who began calcu¬ 
lating. Thousands of 
wouia-ne homeowners have been 
torang up what sterling’s collapse 
whucI mean for their dreams of 
buying a gite in Gascony ora fiat in 
Flonda as francs and dollars con- 
tunjed to rise against the pound. 

The answer is that the extent of 
toe price hike depends on when in 
toe past week you grabbed your 
cal aria tor. The latest currency tur- 
mou began on last Tuesday when 
the pound started to till as toe 
markeE placed their bets on further 
cue in interest rates. Since then 
sterling has continued to drop 
against the mark - to which the 
franc is tied in the exchange-rate 
mechanism — and toe dollar, see¬ 
sawing as it fell, one moment at a 
record low, the next recovering a 
few pfennigs or cents. 

At dose of business on Monday, 
the pound was down to $1.455, its 
lowest level for six years, and to 
Dm2.3757. The most dramatic 
change in the world of the money 
markers came last Saturday when 
the Irish punt was devalued by 10 
per cent, the fifth ERM casualty in 
the past four months. N ow could be 
the time to consider realising that 
dream of a Georgian mansion on 
the west coast 

While would-be Irish-home buy¬ 
ers should probably speed their 
searches, would-be French buyers 
should slow down. The franc is 
under attack as it suffers from un¬ 
certainty about its government's 
commitment to the Maastricht 
treaty. There is also increasing pop¬ 
ular support in Fiance for a change 
of policy that would allow interest 
rates to fall as unemployment rises. 
The franc oould yet drop out of the 
ERM and effectively devalue. The 
result would be cheaper French 
farmhouses for toe British. 

For now, the Bank of France 
appears to be contemplating higher 
interest rates to protect the franc; 
and the Germans wffl do all they

can to support toe French currency, 
defending the countries* “sweet¬ 
heart relationship”. Speculators 
have already tried against the franc 
and lost say its defenders. 

Frank Rutherford, who sells 
houses in France through his estate 
agency Rutherfords, is less sure. He 
says: The franc may flinch. The 
Germans may not be able to 
sustain their sweetheart relation¬ 
ship. There are many in France 
who feel the franc is over-valued, 
and not helping the recession.” 
Buyers are waiting meanwhile to 
seewhat happens in the short-term. 

Analysts and estate agents say. 
however, that a long-term perspec¬ 
tive should be token on overseas 
buying derisions. Hie real shift in 
toe balance, they say. is not the few 
percentage points that the pound 


gained or lost in the past week, but 
the far more dramatic effect of the 
withdrawal from toe ERM last 
autumn. Since then, 
international value has fallen 
nearly 15 per cent and foreign 

buyers have been scooping _ 

up London property bar¬ 
gains. Knight Frank & 

Rnfl ey ratailates t hat 7Q per • 

cent of its current buyers are 
foreign. In contrast ster¬ 
ling's international value 
has fallen by just 4 per cent 
since last Tuesday. 

EC countries divide into two 
groups, those with currencies still 
tied to toe ERM. and those with 
floating currencies such as sterling. 
ERM countries remain relatively 
expensive. non-ERM countries re¬ 
main relatively cheaper in simple 


currency terras. The fed that 
France is stm tied to the ERM 
means that the exchange rate works 
against British buyers, making 
houses in Fiance about 20 per cent 
more expensive than they were

when Britain was in toe ERM. 

Fortunately for the British, with 
their passion for Tuscan farm¬ 
houses, the lira was also forced to 
devalue last year, and when it did 
so, fell more rapidly than sterling. 
When Britain was in toe ERM. 


there were 2,650 lira to toe pound; 
now the rate is about 2.220 lira. 
Steve Emmett, of the agent Brian 
A French which sells houses in 
Italy, says that buyers tom between 
France and Italy are plumping for 

_ the latter on cost grounds. 

But waiting to see which 
way exchange rates jump 
may not make most sense. If 
you are buying as an invest¬ 
ment exchange rates can be 
less important than the 

__ housing market into which 

you buy and the economy it 
reflects. Andrew Hay, from Knight 
Frank & Rudey, cautions that 
generalisations about particular 
economies can also be misleading. 
“You might t hink that Ireland and 
Greece bad weak economies, but 
they benefit from giants from the 


EG which attract high-tech com¬ 
panies to certain areas.” In such 
areas, the housing market can be 
boosted by the arrival of employees 
looking for homes. 

The ERM/former ERM split is 
also complicated if one believes that 
those countries which can reduce 
their interest rates and control their 
economies may recover -more 
quickly than those still tied to the 
Bundesbank. Thus British house 
prices may recover more rapidly 
than those in French. The recession 
in France means that prices are 
depressed, Mr Rutherford says. 
Knight Frank & Rudey, for exam¬ 
ple; has dropped the guide price for 
Le Manoir due Blancfaissage. in 
Grasse, in the South of France, 
from E2 million to £1.6 million. 

Mr Rutherford points out that 


many houses are being resold by 
Britons, who are often happy to sell 
in pounds. They are not looking for 
windfall profits, but are trying to 
recoup their investments. “Some 
are happy to take toe old sterling 
rate when we were still in the ERM 
and there were about ten francs to 
toe pound.” Mr Rutherford says. 
The Rutherfords agency is selling a 
house in the Dordogne, surround¬ 
ed by walnut trees, for Fr 420 , 000 . 
That is toe equivalent of £50,000 
but the owner is prepared to accept 
£45.000 sterling. 

The ideal situation for buyers 
would be if depressed prices in 
France were effectively reduced still 
further by a beneficial exchange 
rate. Many would-be buyers will 
wait for that to happen. David 
Scon, from David Scott interna¬ 
tional which specialises in houses in 
Spain and Portugal, says “Uncer¬ 
tainly about exchange rues is the 
greatest impediment to anyone 
making up their minds about 
buying abroad. When we were in 
toe ERM. we had more stability.” 

In general though, as Mr Scon 
says, if you buy into a stronger 
currency, that may reflect a stron¬ 
ger more stable economy, and an 
investment may better hold its 
value. “If you take Spain for 
example”. Mr Scon says. “The 
peseta has been veiy strong against 
the pound so it is more expensive 
for English purchasers. But their 
investment is likely to hold its 
value.” 

Though the doliar/steriing ratio 
is against British buyers. Knight 
Frank reports that many are snap¬ 
ping up property in America. In 
February 1992. there was $1.78 to 
the pound, the rate soared to 
sterling’s advantage in the summer 
when the rate was nearly $2 to the 
pound. Now at $1.46 to the pound, 
it is 38 per cent more expensive to 
buy in America than it was last 
summer. In toe past week, it has 
become about 8 per cent more 
expensive. 

Even so buyers are not being 
deterred, says Mr Hay, from 
Knight Frank. “I think it’s because 
there’s an air of optimism in 
America, with a new government 
and new legislation. And 1 think 
British buyers are disillusioned 
with the UK. They want to back a 
strengthening economy.”

- Orienteering deaths leave Swedes at loss Sanchez restores

SWEDEN, the land of lakes 
and forests. long-distance run¬ 
ning and cross-conntiy skiing, 
has to solve a tragic sporting 
mystery: why have 15 young 
orienteeis died since 1979, 
seven of them in the last 3*a 
years, having lived or trained 
in the same area? 

The Swedish Federation of 
Orienteering is so worried by 
the alarming partem of results 
of medical tests carried out on 
3,000 of the 140.000 compet¬ 
itors that it has withdrawn its 
ski orienteering team from 
international meetings this 
winter. A ban has also been 
put on intensive training for 
both foot and ski orienteering 
until mid-June. 

Medical tests were carried 
out at Uppsala hospital 
because of the spate of deaths, 
which involved orienteers who 
lived or trained in the 
Dalaiven area, north of Stock¬ 
holm. About 100 runners 
were given a complete cardiac 
examination and pathological 
irregularities were found. 
Blood tests carried out on 
3.000 runners found nearly 
50 to have antibodies against 
microbes of the Taiwan Acute 
Respiratory Infection (TWAR) 


virus, also know as Chlamydia 
pneumonia. 

The virus, which has a long 
incubation period, seems to 
inflame the heart muscle 
under prolonged, intensive ex¬ 
erase. This theory has been 
reinforced by reports of similar 
deaths among Swedish mili¬ 
tary conscripts on Add exer¬ 
cises. The Swedish govern¬ 
ment is so concerned at the 
outbreak that it has given 
additional funding to Uppsala 
hospital to continue its investi¬ 
gation. on which an initial 
report was published in The 
Lancet last August. 

Research will consider why 
Swedish orienteers have been 
affected and not other Swed¬ 
ish competitors in equally 
demanding disciplines such as 
long-distance running. 

The Swedish federation sus¬ 
pended domestic competition 
when Melker Karlsson, 24. 
collapsed and died after a 
training run in November. He 
trained in the Dalalven re¬ 
gion. Mats Larsson. 45. who 
lived at Skutskar. and Johan 
Bjorkman, 26. from Arsunda. 
also died last year. 

Orienteers from Skinn- 
skatteberg. Svardsjo. Gavle 
and Surahammar have died 
in the last five years, and seven 
others who trained in the

Bowe ropes Dokes 
into first defence 
at Ms Garden party

WHILE Lennox Lewis anx¬ 
iously waits to hear the results 
of the initial bids to stage the 
first defence of his World 
Boxing Council (WBC) heavy¬ 
weight title, and whether he 
wilf box in London or Las 
Vegas, Riddick Bowe, his 
arch-rival, is looking forward 
to his homecoming. 

Whereas Lewis must face 
the WBC No. 1, Tony Tucker, 
in April, the Brooklyn-borft 
World Boxing Association 
and International Boxing 
Federation champion makes 
his first defence, at Madison 
Square Garden on Saturday, 
against Michael Dokes. a 
contender at the bottom of the 
top ten and former drug 
addict still in the process of 
rehabilitation. 

Everything in the garden 
appears to be rosy for Bowe. "I 
already fulfilled one of my 
biggest childhood dreams 
when I rode on a float in 
Macy’s Thanksgiving Day pa¬ 
rade." he said. "And now. by 
fighting in front of my family 
and friends at Madison 
Square Garden. I’m fulfilling 
another." 

He has signed lucrative 
contracts with HBO. the lead¬ 
ing American cable network, 

I TV and Ffla, a sportswear 
company. He has even es¬ 
poused causes in South Africa 
and Somalia. 

Yet Bowe seems a little 
troubled. Recently, he asked 
his 81-year-old trainer, Eddie 
Futch, a significant question: 
“Papa Smurf, they told me 
that when I won the tide I will 
feel different When will I feel 
different?" Futch replied: “I 
hope you stay as you are right 
now.” The trainer told an 
American reporter “Usually, 
when I am wrapping his 


hands and nobody's around, 
nobody nearby, he says things 
to me that are really in here." 
Futch touched his heart 

Bowe will find no peace 
while he keeps on avoiding 
Lewis, who defeated him in 
two rounds in the Olympic 
Games in Seoul. “I'm not 
ducking anyone." Bowe said. 
But he and Rock Newman, his 
manager, never stop deriding 
the British champion. 

“Make no mistake." New¬ 
man said, “if Lewis wants to 
fight Riddick Bowe. he must 
renounce the WBC belt 
Riddick will never fight for the 
WBC belL” Reminding every¬ 
body that Bowe threw the belt 
in a garbage can in London, 
Newman said: “You know 
what we call Lennox? Top 
CaL” Newman had forgotten 
that Top Cat even if living out 
of garbage cans, was the 
leader of the gang. 

But of more immediate 
concern to Bowe is Futch’s 
health. A week ago. Futch was 
taken to hospital, for the 
second time, because of a 
heart condition. The great 
man is out again and back at 
Bowe’s side. Newman said he 
has tried to keep Futch away 
from the comer on Saturday, 
but the trainer has refused. 

“He has asked the doctors to 
give him something strong to 
help him “ Newman said. The 
best medidne for Futch would 
be a quick ending on Satur¬ 
day. Bowe has promised to see 
to that 

□ Frank Maloney, Lennox 
Lewis’s manager, said in 
London yesterday that the 
prospect of a meeting between 
Lewis and Frank Bruno had 
moved “a lot doser — possibly 
at the end of this year or the 
early part of next".

Dalalven region have also 
died since 1979. 

TWAR is not unique to 
Sweden- In Finland, five cases 
of heart inflammation have 
been reported by researchers 
at the University of Helsinki. 

The source of the disease is 
not known. Dr Christer 
Johansson, senior physician 
for the national. team and 
federation, said: “We do not 
know if the disease comes 
from ticks or perhaps from 
something else. However, we 
strongly believe that it contam¬ 


inates from person to person." 
He was unsure why it affect ed 
Swedish orienteers, and not 
competitors in other spoils. 

Dr Lesley Kay, a consultant 
baematologist at the Medical 
Diagnostic Laboratories in 
London, said: ‘This sounds 
like one of the slow viruses that 
we are beginning to recognise. 
It may be somkhing to do 
with the environment in 
which the orienteers live and 
train.” 

She added that that the 
outbreak was “slightly remi¬ 


niscent” of how legionnaires’ 
disease was discovered. Al¬ 
though bacillus in the air 
conditioning had been present 
for years, it became manifest 
only when a group of suscepti¬ 
ble individuals were together.

letes must check that their 
pulse rate does not rise higher 
than normaL 

“Competitors who suffer a 
post-viral of post-bacterial 
state, when the effects of an 
infection are still remaining, 
are likely to have a much 
higher, and even irregular, 
pulse-rate when resting and 
training,” Kingsbury said. “It 
can go up to between 150 and 
160 [beats per minute], even 
with mild exertion, when usu¬ 
ally they can cruise along at 
140.” 

Ake Jacobsson, the Swedish 
federation's chairman, dis¬ 
counted die widespread suspi¬ 
cion that the deaths might 
have been caused by btood- 
doping or by taking erythro¬ 
poietin, because it is 
respiratory infection. 

However, detecting the dis¬ 
ease is a problem. Jacobsson 
added: “It can take two 
months before you get ill and 
you may not even fed any¬ 
thing. The tests are not even 
100 per cent careful.” 

The deaths have provoked 
scientific controversy in Swe¬ 
den. Speculation about the 
disease has cost the health 
authorities thousands of 
pounds and time taken up by 
concerned people wanting to 
be tested. 


Hodkinson 
maps out 
defeat for 
Cepeda

THE “General" looks read)' ro 
go to war. but he does not 
worry Paul Hodkinson. ihe 
World Boring Council (WBC) 
featherweight champion, who 
has already written him off as 
a casually in a ten-fight battle 
plan. 

Ricardo Cepeda. dubbed 
“General" because he struts 
around the Bronx in New 
York in battle fatigues and 
army boots, turned up in 
uniform for the press confer¬ 
ence to publicise their tide 
dash tonight at Olympia.

THE Martell Grand National 
yesterday officially lost pan of 
the special status which has 
contributed to it being regard¬ 
ed as the most famous steeple¬ 
chase in the world. 

For tile first time for de¬ 
cades. the Aintree factor, 
which automatically resulted 
in horses being penalised with 
extra weight for running well 
in previous Nationals, has 
been disregarded by Christo¬ 
pher Moidaunt. the Jockey 
Club handicapper who draws 
up the weights for the race. 

The reason for the change is 
simple. Modifications in re¬ 
cent years to Ain tree’s once 
formidable fences, notably to 
Becher’s in 1990. mean the 
National is no longer “the 
toughest test ever devised for 
man and horse". 

To be blunt, the Grand 
National has been reduced to 
just another long-distance 
handicap chase. The unique 
demands posed by the infa¬ 
mous fences are history.

Richardson 
intent on 
developing 
new image

IN AN act as symbolic as it 
was spontaneous, Richie Rich¬ 
ardson took the microphone at 
the Waca ground on Monday 
and invited “all of Australia" 
to join his West Indies team as 
they celebrated another series 
win. 

It was an impracticable 
gesture but one of deep signifi¬ 
cance, as was Richardson's 
later invitation to all the 
assembled press, Australian 
and English as well as Carib¬ 
bean, to come into the dress¬ 
ing-room and mingle with his 
exultant players. 

The outlook of the West 
Indies team is changing pro¬ 
foundly under the direction of 
this shrewd 31-year-old, and 
the game in general will be the 
winner. Gone, or at least 
going, is the aggressively pri¬ 
vate stance, broodily resenting 
outsiders. Under Richardson, 
there is open government

There was once a theory that 
the inner strength of the West 
Indians came from their delib¬ 
erate isolation. In adopting an 
“us against the world” atti¬ 
tude. they created a powerful 
motivating force. Sometimes, 
the passion of their crusade 
seemed to transcend sport and 
sometimes, in the latter years 
of Viv Richards' reign, it 
developed an unwholesome 
hostility. 

Recent series between West 
Indies and Australia qualified 
for x-certificates. First came 
unashamedly brutal bowling 
and then, in 1991, a shocking 
degree of verbal animosity. 

Richardson played in that 
last series, indeed he topped 
the batting averages. But he 
did not like what he was a part 
of and. when his time came to 
lead West Indies in the next 
series with Australia, he set 
about doing things differently. 


There has been no acrimony 
between the sides and any 
instances of dissent have come 
from Australia, Allan Border 
and Merv Hughes yesterday 
being severely reprimanded 
after a second adveise report 
in the series. 

“I was worried about what 
happened in 1991Richard¬ 
son said yesterday. "I strongly 
believe that we as cricketers 
are nothing without the public 
who support us and that we 
have a responsibility to be 
ambassadors for our game. I 
wanted good relations to be 
restored, and I think they have 
been." 

Some Australian players 
have been barely able to 
believe the transformation, 
but all agree that the credit 
belongs to Richardson, im¬ 
portantly, too, he has quickly 
commanded the trust and 
respect of his players, some of 
whom knew more abrasive 
ways as of habit 

“We have been like a family 
on this tour.” Richardson ex¬ 
plained- “A big. happy fam¬ 
ily." The truth of his words has 
been obvious in the laughter 
which has returned to the 
West Indies side after years 
when scowls were more 
regular. 

It has not been an easy 
succession. Richardson, like 
Richards, is an Antiguan, and 
was the great man's protegd 
That one of the first acts of his 
captaincy was to comply with 
die stripping away of the old 
guard — Richards included — 
was seen by some as an act of 
treachery. 

“I am a very inexperienced 
captain and I have taken a lot 
of stick, even from our own 
people in the Caribbean," he 
said. “So it was very important 
to me to win this series, and to 
win it in the right way.” 

Entrepeneurial enough to 
be marketing his trademark, 
wide-brimmed sun hats, 
earthy enough to play his 
guitar on the Perth ground 
during Monday's celebra¬ 
tions. Richardson is a strong 
but caring soul, deeply 
religious. 

He will doubtless make a 
great success of his sojourn at 
Yorkshire this summer and. 
the way things are going, he 
will ensure that West Indies 
remain preeminent for years 
to come — as entertainers as 
well as winners.

If. however, he was merely 
unhappy about his form and 
the prospect of bowling satis¬ 
factorily, then he too should 
be replaced. 

The attitude of any player 
selected to represent his coun¬ 
try abroad should, by defini¬ 
tion, be a resolute deter¬ 
mination to play in any dr- 
cumstance. If he is not on 
form, there should be the 
determination to force himself 
into form. 

Character and attitude of 
mind are fundamentals of 
sport and of cricket no less 
than any other. If the minds of 
Tufnell and Emburey, key 


components of tiie tour, are 
not right, then they have no 
place in the squad and should 
make way for others. 

It is not forgotten, more¬ 
over, that Emburey twice 
broke ranks to join rebel touts 
of Sooth Africa, which some 
consider puts in question his 
motivation for his country. 

These are hard decisions for 
Fletcher, but that is tiie nature 
of his new responsibility. It is a 
more demanding and ex¬ 
posed responsibility than 
managing a county, arid Tie is 
discovering why. There is no 
point in England devoting 
invaluable sponsorship sup¬ 
port and their own efforts to 
prepare technically, if the 
chemistry is then not right on 
arrival. 

Nobody can be in tiie 
slightest doubt that many 
things were not right with 
England in Calcutta. Illness 
was one of them. An absence 
of fighting spirit among some 
in tiie squad ought not to have 
been.

Jones recalled for Stuttgart

STEVE Jones, once the 
world’s fastest marathon run¬ 
ner, has been selected to 
compote for Britain in an 
international championship 
fbr the first time in seven years. 
Jones, who set a world best at 
29 but is now 37, was one of 
two British men named yester¬ 
day for the world champion¬ 
ships in Stuttgart in August, 
with a third to be chosen after 
the NuiraSweet London Mar¬ 
athon on April 18. 

Hie irony is that the venue 
should be Stuttgart. It was 
there, in 1986, in Jones's last 
championship appearance for 
Britain, that his reputation fell 
into decline. 

Confident after three 
successive victories, which in¬ 
volved setting a world best of 
2hr 08min 05sec in 1984, 
winning the London mara¬ 
thon in 1985 and running 
2hr 07 min 13sec later that 
year, he attacked the Euro¬ 
pean championship in Stutt¬ 
gart as though the gold medal 
was a formality. 

At halfway he led by two 
minutes, but was caught soon 
after 20 miles, fading to finish 


twentieth in 2 hr 22 mm 12 sec. 
Except for a victory in the New 
York marathon in 1988, in 
2 hr 08 min 20 sec, he was 
never the same again. 

However, a win in Toronto, 
in 2 hr lOmin 06sec, last 
October, his first run below 
2 hr 12 min for four years, 
made him the fastest Briton of 
1992. The Stuttgart course 
will be the one used in 1986. 
“I have a personal best of 2:22 
on it and perhaps I can beat

that now,” Jones said. “What 
happened in ] 986 has been a 
bear on ray back. 

“Maybe I cannot run 2:07 
any more, but I think I can 
run a time which would have 
got a medal in past world 
championships. There is no 
doubt I can run low 2:09s or 
high 2:08s, which would put 
me in with a shout” 

Carlos Lopes, of Portugal, 
won the 1984 Olympic mara¬ 
thon at 3 7 and set a world best 
of 2hr 07min 12sec at 38. “In 
any other event age would be 
an inhibiting factor but. in the 
marathbiryou mature into it” 
Jones, still the fourth fastest 
ever, said. “Everything I have 
done since Toronto has been 
geared towards the world 
championships.” And settling 
a score with the Stuttgart 
course. 

Sally Eastafl, of St Ed¬ 
munds Pacers, and Marion 
Sutton, of City of Plymouth, 
have been selected for the 
women’s team. It wfll be 
Sutton's first important inter¬ 
national.

Conner and the Pegasus Syn¬ 
dicate, the first all-women's 
America's Cup group, have 
been conditio nafly accepted 
as defence candidates for the 
1995 America's Cup. A third 
group, headed by the Olympic 
silver medal winner, Kevin 
Mahaney, of Maine, submit¬ 
ted its defence plan to the San 
Diego yacht dub yesterday.

TWENTY-four hours after selling Martin 
Keown to Arsenal for £2 million, Everton 
yesterday replaced the England central 
defender as economically as possible, sign¬ 
ing Kenny Sansom from Coventry City on a 
free transfer. 

Almost as soon as the die deal which took 
Keown, 26, back to his first dub was 
completed, Howard Kendall, die Everton 
manager, began talks with Coventry about 
Sansom. The 34-year-old foil back, himself 
a former Arsenal pktyer, had been unable to 
command a first-team place at Highfidd 
Road in recent weds. 

Sansom. a former England international 
with 86 caps, is expected to make his debut 
for the Merseyside dub against Sheffield 
Wednesday at Hillsborough on Saturday, 


allowing Gary AWett to move into the centre 
of defence as a replacement for the departed 
Keown. Ablett made his name as a central 
defender at Liverpool before joining 
Everton. 

Kendall was quick to insist yesterday that 
the signing of Sansom was not a gamble: 
"Kenny pla yed against us at Goodison Park 
recently and was absolutely superb.” he 
said. “He is a model professional of great 
experience. His attitude is first-dass and I 
do believe that he still has so much to offer. 

“I remember that a few eyebrows were 
raised bade in the Eighties when I signed 
another so-called veteran, Paul Power, in 
similar circumstances. He came to this dub 
and did a remarkable job and I will be 
looking for the same sort 'of contribution 
from Kenny.”

Fletcher warns Middlesex spinners to ‘get it right or you might as well go home’ 


Tufnell and 
Emburey 
thrown into 
firing line

AS WAS inevitable, India took 
little more than an hour 
yesterday morning to win the 
first Test match fay eight 
wickets. It was only their 
second victory in 18 Tests 
under the captaincy of 
Azhaiuddin, their previous 
success being against Sri 
Lanka in November 1990. 

Azhaiuddin was also man 
of tire match, and the only 
satisfaction for England yes¬ 
terday was the performance of 
Graeme Hick, who claimed 
both wickets to finish with 
match figures of five for 28. In 
a game dominated by the 
Indian spinners, however. 
Hick’s success is an embar¬ 
rassment rather than a source 
of rejoicing for England. It 
highlighted the absence of 
John Emburey and Phil 
Tufnell 

“The batsmen started to get 
it right in the second innings, 
so getting our spinners right is 
our biggest problem." Keith 

Tufnell is said to find 
India disorientating in 
various ways. Fletcher, 
therefore, can act in one of 
two ways. He can either 
change Tufnefl’s attitude 
or send him home and 
fetch out another bowler 
who is ready and wining to 
grab the opportunity.’

Fletcher, the England manag¬ 
er, said. “They both know they 
haven’t bowled weD.” 

The pair were left out of the 
England team on a pitch that 
turned from early on. Eng¬ 
land went into the match with 
four seam bowlers, leaving the 
spin in the hands of Salisbury, 
who had not even been a 
member of the original party. 

Emburey and Tufnell had 
been expected to be the key to 
success when England left 
home in December, proclaim¬ 
ing their intention to take on 
the Indians at their own 
game. The original strategy 
was soon in tatters. By hitting 
Emburey into oblivion in 
Faridabad and Delhi Nayjot 
Sidhu, the Indian opening 
batsman, did as much to won 
the first Test as Azhaiuddin 
did with his breathtaking 182. 

But if Sidhu had a dramatic 
effect on Emburey. whose

subsequent loss of health, 
form and rhythm persuaded 
him to suggest that he should 
not play. Tufnefl’s problems 
are more insidious. Some 
suggest that he is struggling to 
adjust to India itself. 

Fletcher showed little sym¬ 
pathy. “On tour you have just 
got to get out there and make 
die most of it.” he said. “If you 
don’t you might as weQ go 
home." 

It has not reached that stage 
yet but both Emburey and 
Tufnell have something to 
prove against the Rest of India 
in Vishakhapamam, the only 
match before the second Test 
in Madras. “We need them to 
bowl 20 to 30 overs in tan¬ 
dem," Fletcher said. 

Geoff Arnold, who arrived 
in time for the first Test for his 
month as bowling coach, was 
optimistic yesterday that the 
pair were coming through 
their difficulties. 

Tufriell’s match-winning 
contributions in three Tests 
out of ten offered a strong case 
for his inclusion in Calcutta. 
As a player of mood, he might 
have been expected to be 
inspired by an 80.000 crowd 
in one of world cricket's most 
imposing arenas, especially on 
a turning pitch. 

That argument did not car¬ 
ry the day. “He’s been playing 
on turning wickets since he got 
here and hasn’t bowled well." 
Fletcher said. 

Salisbury took one for 88 in 
23 overs of leg spin, a sharp 
contrast to the Indian spinners 
as well as Hick. That also 
reflected the difference in the 
batting. If spin bonding is 
England's main problem, bat¬ 
ting against it is not far 
behind. 

“When you are 40 for four, 
it is always going to be an 
uphill struggle," Graham 
Gooch, tire England captain, 
said. “One or two struggle to 
cope. We talked about how to 
bat in the conditions, but you 
can't bat for players."
